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CHAPTER I 
-_- USEFUL INFORMATION FOR THE PUBLIC 


The public will assist the Post Office in the discharge of its daily duties by careful attention 
to the one recommendations :— 


; POSTAL. 
(a) Ten Postal Pointers : 


ee 
(i) Address your mail fully, clearly and without misleading abbreviations. 

(ii) Place your return address in the upper left hand corner of the envelope. 
_ (iii) Never enclose coins or other hard objects in letters. 

(iv) Send remittances by Post Office Money Order. 

- (v) Properly pack parcels. 

(vi) Prepay postage fully. 

(vii) Place the postage stamps on the upper right hand corner of the envelope. 
(viii) Insure your parcels and register valuable letters. 
(ix) Mail early and often. Deferring postings until last moment may cause delay. 
' Pies Give your correspondents your correct Post Office address. 


7) Use Strong Envelopes: Do not use envelopes of thin or brittle paper when the enclosures 
are in any way bulky as they may split or tear under the stamping or cancelling machines. 


ei com Newspaper Covers: Use strong wrapping paper as covers for newspapers and maga- 
_zines and fasten firmly so as to prevent the package splitting open or the newspapers falling out, 
but not in such a way as to render examination impossible. 


- (d) Affixing Postage Stamps: In affixing postage stamps the portion of the cover where the 
_ stamps are to be affixed should be carefully moistened and the stamps gently pressed on. The 
ractice of dipping stamps in water or of moistening stamps with a sponge or wick may result in 
! ie gum being washed off. F 


(ae (e) Tying in Bundles: When a number of letters, circulars or greetings cards are posted to- 
_ gether, tie them in a bundle with the addresses all facing in one direction, but ensure that no moist 
; gum remains around ie flaps or postage stamps as this may cause two items to stick together. 


(f) Obtaining Receipts for Registers, etc.: When posting articles to be registered or insured, 
do not drop them in the letter box but present them at the Post Office counter and obtain registration 
or insurance receipts which should be carefully examined to see that they are properly dated and 
otherwise correct. 
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_ (g) Missing or Delayed Articles: When articles of mail matter are missing or delayed, com- 
_ municate at once with the Postmaster at your Office. Special forms at all Post Offices are provided 
for giving the necessary details. In the case of a delayed letter or paper, send the cover or wrap- 
per in an entire state, in order that the place of delay may be ascertained by an examination of 
ie postmarks. 


-(h) Supposed Abstraction from Mail Matter: In the event of a supposed abstraction of money 
or value from a letter or other article of mail matter, report the case immediately to the local Post- 
“master and send the cover, and the contents if possible, to the Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs, 
St. John's, stating the name and address of the sender, the place and date of posting, the time of 
delivery, name of Postmaster or Clerk by whom delivered and the name of person by whom re- 
ived. It is necessary that such cases be reported promptly.

@ Letters for Hot Climates: Never seal letters for countries with hot climates with wax. In 
such cases use wafers or gum. 


to a) Postage Stamps not Legal Tender: Postage stamps should not be used to replace currency 
a payment of accounts or for purpose of making remittances. 


if (&) Philatelists : Postage stamps and postal stationery in unused state required for collection 


(1) Redirection of Correspondence: The Department will, at the direction of the addressee, 
. liver his mail to him at an address other-than that shown on the letter upon receipt at the Post 
Be Office to which the letter concerned is addressed, of a notification showing the name of the ad- 
-dressee, old address and the address to which correspondence should in future be delivered. Nott 
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fication of change of addresses are valid for a period of ninety days only. After that period, unless 
the notification is renewed, letters will be delivered as addressed or, if the addressee is no longer 
at the address shown, treated as undeliverable and returned to the sender. 


(m) Airmail: 


(i) If possible, avoid the use of ordinary heavy stationery and envelopes for airmail correspond- 
ence and use the special paper manufactured for the airmail service. This special airmail station- 
‘ery and envelope is lightweight but strong and carries special airmail markings. Its use will keep 
airmail costs down and help to ensure that airmail letters are not mis-assorted into the ordinary sur- 


face mail stream. & 


(i) A blue airmail label (obtainable free at any Post Office) should be affixed in the bottom 
left hand corner of the address side of each airmail letter or postcard. 

(iii) Be very careful to prepay fully all airmail items, as letters, etc. insufficiently prepaid at 
the airmail rate, even though intended and marked for transmission by airmail, will be sent by or- 


dinary mail. The Post Office cannot accept responsibility for delays to mail posted under such cir- ne 
cumstances. The unit of weight for airmail rates is a half ounce. Delays and inconvenience may ~ 


be avoided, if the public, when not familiar with air mail rates, would ask at the Post Office for the 
correct rates. Whenever possible use special airmail stationery. ‘

(n) Airletters: The ten cent airletter service provides a cheap and convenient means of cor- 


respondence with many countries. Instructions as to its use and a list of countries to which air- cae. 


letters may be sent is given in the miscellaneous information preceeding this chapter. The air — 
letter forms may be obtained at any Post Office. 


(0) Small Packets: The small packet service provides a cheap means for the transmission of 
goods in the same mails as printed papers, etc. which, as a rule, travel more quickly than parcel 
mails. Packets up to a weight of.eight ounces will be accepted for transmission through the inland 
mails and goods, whether dutiable or-not, up to a weight of two pounds will be accepted for the 
foreign mails. It is felt that the public could take more advantage of this service and further in- 
formation is given as follows: 


(i) Inland’Small Packet service, see Section (vii), Chapter I, Part II. 
(ii) Foreign small packet service, see Section (vii), Chapter II, Part II. 
(iii) List of countries to which service available, Page 12. 


(p) Inadmissable Articles: When preparing parcels, small packets or letters containing goods 
for foreign countries, make sure that the articles enclosed are not amongst those prohibited from 
the International mails, prohibited as imports by the country of destination or prohibited for export 
from Newfoundland. Such items can be found under Prohibitions in Chapters I and II, Part II, and 
also under the name of the country of destination, Chapter IX, Part II. 


2. MONEY ORDER. 


(a) Remittance of Money: Use the Money Order service, as far as possible, for remitting — 
money through the mails. 


(b) Application Forms: Always fill out the application form provided at all Post Offices when — @ 


purchasing Money Orders. This form is provided for the purchaser's protection. 


(c) Scrutinize Money Orders : 
shown in letters and figures agree and show the correct amount tequisitioned, and that the highest 


amount showing on the marginal cut is the same as or nearest above the amount of the Money : 
Order. Errors will seriously delay payment of the Money Order. 


(d) Enquiries: Enquiries concerning Money Orders should, in the first instance, be directed 
to the local Postmaster. If it is consideréd necessary to take up a Money Order enquiry with Post 
Office Headquarters such enquiry should be sent to the Chief Accountant, Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, St. John’s and the following information should be furnished. 


(i) Number, amount and date, “sice and country of issue; 
(ii) The name and address of the sender; 
(iii) The name and address of the payee. 


3. TELEGRAPHS. 


(a) Regular Filing of Telegrams: The telegraph system is designed to handle a steady flow 
of traffic and heavy filings at certain periods of the day lead to congestion which results in del Ss 
to telegrams and inconvenience to the public.

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CHAPTER II . 
GENERAL REGULATIONS 


I. POSTAL. 


(a) Sole Right of the Post Office to Convey Mails: The Post Office Department has the sole 
and exclusive privilege of privilege of conveying, receiving, collecting, sending and delivering let- 
ters within and from Newfoundland. The Post Office Act states that except in the cases hereinafter 
mentioned, any person who collects, sends, conveys or delivers, or undertakes to convey or deliver 
any letters within and from Newfoundland, or who receives or has in his possession any letter for 
the purpose of conveying or delivering it, otherwise then in conformity with the Post Office Act, shall, 
for each and every letter so unlawfully conveyed or undertaken to be conveyed, received, delivered 
or found in his possession incur a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars. 


The following are the excepted cases: 


’ (i) Letters sent by private individuals to be mailed at the first Post Office; 
(ii) Letters sent by a messenger on purpose, concerning the privaate affairs of the sender or re- 
ceiver; 


(ii) Letters lawfully brought into Newfoundland and immediately posted at the nearest Post 
Office; 


(iv) Letters of merchants, owners of merchant vessels or of the cargo or loading therein, sent by 
such vessels or by any person employed by such owners for the carriage of such letters according 
to their respective addresses, and delivered to the persons to whom they are respectively ad- 
dressed, without pay, hire, reward, advantage or profit for so doing. 


(v) Letters concerning goods or merchandise sent or to be sent by common known carriers to be © 
delivered with the goods to which such letters relate, without hire or reward, profit or advantage for 
receiving or delivering them. i 

The Post Office does not authorize any person to collect any such letters for the purpose of send- 
ing or conveying them as aforesaid, nor does it oblige any person to send any newspaper, pamphlet 
or printed book by post. 


(b) Postage Stamps: 
(i) The following postage stamps are currently on sale: lc., 2c., 3c., 4c., 5c., 7c., 7e¢ air mail, 
Scale lace 15c..20c724c.;.25ey, clc and) 48c: 


(ii) Only Postmasters or licenced stamp vendors may exercise the business of selling postage 
stamps for use as such, to the public, and they must under all conditions be sold to the public at 
face values. Postmasters and other employees of the Post Office are forbidden to traffic in postage 
stamps for gain (that is for philatelic purposes) 


(iii) Persons wishing to engage in the sale of postage stamps to the public must make application 
to the Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs for a licence to do so. Such licences will be granted only 
at the discretion of the Secretary and under the conditions prescribed by postal regulations. 


(iv) No person may use or attempt to use in prepayment of postage on any letter or posted 
mattter posted in Newfoundland any postage stamp which has been used before for a like purpose 
or may use or attempt to use for the purpose of transmission by or through the post any postcards, 
stamped envelope or letter which has been used before for a similar purpose. No postage stamp 
of a foreign country, or excise, or inland revenue stamp can be accepted for prepayment of postage 
in Newfoundland. 


(v) No mutilated nor soiled stamp may be accepted in payment of postage as in most cases it 
is impossible to distinguish a soiled stamp from one previously used and cancelled. 


(vi) No bisected stamp nor stamp which when affixed is partially overlapped may be accepted 
in payment of postage. 


(vii) The Post Office Department cannot permit the affixing, on the face or address side of letters 
or such matter, of stamps issued in the interest of charitable institutions, etc. Such stamps, however, 
may be placed on the back of letters or other mail matter as stickers provided they do not resemble 
postage stamps in form and design and do not bear numerals and indications of value,

The machine may be used to prepay postage on mail matter in accordance with the following

(i) Impressions may be printed at the upper right hand corner of the address where stamps are 

usually. placed, upon the actual material of the cover or envelope or label of the letter or packet. 
Impressions on pieces of paper, except as provided in (ii) below, may not be affixed to mail matter 
in the way that postage stamps are affixed. 


(ii) Impressions, made on a gummed tape of a material and design approved by the Post Office 
a ns Department, may be affixed at the Upper right hand corner of the address where stamps are usually 
placed, to small packets, samples, parcel post, packets of printed matter and bulky packages pre- 
‘paid at the letter rate. Impressions on gummed tape, as described above, may not be affixed to 
letters, greetings cards, postcards or circulars. 


(d) Prepayment of Pestage in Cash: Arrangements for prepayment of postage in cash may 
ie made with the Department but such arrangements will be confined to the larger Post Offices.

(i) Letters and mailable matter on official business of the Government of Newfoundland en- 
closed in official envelopes of the appropriate Department or Office and franked with the initials of 
one of the following persons (each initial may be impressed with a rubber stamp by any person 
properly authorized for that purpose):His Excellency the Governor, Private Secretary or Aide de- 
Camp to His Excellency the Governor, the Judges and Registrar of the Supreme Court, The Com- ~ 
missioners or Secretaries of any Department of Government, Judges of the District Courts, the Comp- 
troller and Auditor General, The Chief of Police, Stipendiary Magistrates, Secretary of the Pensions 
Board and The Registrar of Deeds and Companies. 


(ii) Letters and mailable matter addressed by Government Officials on offciia] business to any 
Department, office or person on the list in Paragraph 1 above, enclosed in an official envelope and 
franked with the initials, written personally, of the official sending the letter or mailable matter. 


(iii) Letters and mailable matter sent by any of the following organizations in printed or litho- 
graphed official envelopes of such organizations and franked with the initials of the Secretary there- 
of (which may be impressed with a rubber stamp by any person properly authorized for such pur- 
poses}: The Permanent Marine Disaster Fund, the Newfoundland Outport Nursing Industrial As- 


sociation, the Great War Veterans Association. 


(iv) All letters and communications originating with the Post Office on the business of the Post 
Office. 


(v) Correspondence in connection with Newfoundland Savings Bank business at Post Offices 
exchanged between the Newfoundland Savings Bank and depositors provided that in the case of 
communications originating with depositors, a printed envelope addressed to the Accountant, New- 
foundland Savings Bank, St. John's and obtainable at any Post Office is used. 


Letters and mailable matter exempted from local postage under (i), (ii) and (iii) above are liable 
when registered to the regular registration fee of five cents which must be prepaid by means of 
postage stamps. Letters and mailable matter originating with the Post Office and correspondence 
in connection with Newfoundland Savings Bank (iv) and (v) above} are not liable to registration 
fees. 


Letters and other mailable matter to addresses outside Newfoundland sent by any Department, 
Office or person listed above, other than the Department of Posts and Telegraphs which Department 
has special arrangements with other Postal Administrations, must be prepaid at the regular rates 


of postage by means of postage stamps. 


(f) Insufficiently Prepaid Letters, Etc.: Complete instructions covering treatment of insufficient- 
ly prepaid mail matter are given in Part II as follows: : 


(i) Inland Letters and Postcards, Section 2 (b), Chapter III. 

(ii) Foreign Letters and Postcards, Section 3 (b), Chapter III. “= 
(iii) Newspapers, printed matter, etc., Section 1 (b), Chapter IV. 

(iv) Registered articles, Section 1 (c), Chapter V. 

(v) Inland Parcels, Section 3 (b), Chapter VI. 

(vi) Foreign Parcels, Section 4 (b), Chapter VI. 


(g) Postage Due Stamps: 
(i) The following postage due stamps are currently in use: lc., 2c., 3c., 4c., and 5c. 


(ii) These stamps are supplied for use in collection of amounts due at the time of delivery on 
short paid items of mail matter. For example, should a letter be received for delivery which has 
been taxed four cents, the delivery official must, upon receipt of payment of four cents from the ad- 
dressee, affix to the letter, postage due stamps to a value of four cents and cancel them with the 
Post Office date stamp. These cancelled stamps constitute the addressee’s receipt for the surcharge 


paid. 
(iii) Postage due stamps may, in no circumstances, be used for prepayment of postage. 
(iv) Although not normally sold to the public postage due stamps may be sold to collectors. 


(h) Collection of Postage on Short Paid Matter: Postmasters and other officials responsible for 
the delivery of mail matter must, as far as possible, ensure the collection of postage due on short 
paid mail. The Despatching Office is responsible for taxing such mail double the amount of the de- 
ficiency in prepayment, but if the Despatching Office fails to do this the delivering Postmaster must 
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llect double the deficient postage. Whenever the delivering Postmaster has reason to think that 
any letter or other article is not fully prepaid according to weight, the article should be weighed to 


det Tmine whether or not it is liable to extra postage. 


Postmasters are not required to deliver a letter, parcel or other article of mail until all postage 
due thereon is paid by the persons to whom it is addressed. When the amount due has been col- 
ed from the addressee ''Postage Due” stamps for the amount collected must be affixed to the 
icle and cancelled by the delivering official. ’

If a letter, parcel or other article of mail upon which postage is due is refused by or undeliver- 
le to the addressee it must be put in course of return to the sender, direct or through the Dead 


_ (i) When postage is prepaid by postage stamps the despatching Postmaster must carefully can- 
cel all such postage stamps with the cancelling stamp supplied by the Department. Postmasters 
must be careful to post-mark distinctly all mail matter posted or received at their office. Only black 


(ii) Date stamps must at all times show the correct date and, where time dies are supplied, the 
orrect hour. In no circumstances must a date stamp be changed to impress upon mail matter or 
telegrams a datte or hour earlier or later than the correct date or hour, nor must a date stamp be 
allowed to remain unchanged after the expiration of the date or hour shown by it. 


eae «(i) This forbidden by law to send by post certain substances and aticles which by their nature 


: may, as a result of spontaneous combustion or of ordinary handling of the mail, cause injury to mail 
_ matter or to the person of any official of the Post Office. 


ag Prohibitions to each class of mail matter are given in detail under the appropriate heading in 
chapters I and II of Part II of this guide. Each country prohibits the importation of certain items 
and before accepting items for foreign postings Postmasters must make sure that the item is not on 
_ tHe list prohibited by the country of destination which is given under the name of the country in 
_ Chapter IX, Part I]. Postmasters must also make sure that goods tendered for mailing to countries 
abroad are not among the items prohibited for export, except under licence, from Newfoundland as 
given in Section 9 (e) of Chapter I], Part II. 


: (ii) It is forbidden to enclose in a letter, a letter, note or document addressed to a person other 

than the addressee or a person residing with him, unless such letter, note or document was original- 
ly addressed io the sender of the letter with which it was enclosed and is being forwarded by him 
to the addressee for the addressee’s personal information.

____ (i) Any employee of the Post Office may detain any letter, parcel or other article of mail matter 
on being imported into Newfoundland known or suspected to contain any goods or articles liable 
to Customs duty or the importation of which into Newfoundland is prohibited by law. Such mail 
matter on being retained must be submitted for Customs examination. The procedure to be followed 
this connection is set forth in instructions issued by the Secretary from time to time.

(1) Dead and Undeliverable Letters and Other Items of Mail: zn 


(i) Letters and other items of mail which are undeliverable to the addressee because of his 
being deceased may be delivered to the legal representatives of the deceased addressee except in 
the case of letters from the Pensions Branch of the Department of Finance or Public Health and 
Welfare which must, when the person addressed is dead, be returned to the sender. 

(ii) Complete instructions governing the disposal of dead and undeliverable mail matter are 
given in Part II as follows: 


Letters and Postcards, Section 1 (f) Chapter III. 

Newspapers and Periodicals, Section 2 (g) Chapter IV. 

Inland Printed Matter and small packets, Section (3) (c) Chapter IV. 
Foreign printed matter, etc. Section 4 (c), Chapter IV. 

Inland parcels, Section 3 (c), Chapter IV. 

Foreign parcels, Section 4 (c), Chapter VI. 


All letters or other items of mail matter, except parcels, when returned to sender through the 
Dead Letter Office are subject to a charge of two cents on each item. — 


(m) Refunds: Postmasters may only make refunds on the authority of the Secretary. 


(n) Mis-sent Letters: Postmasters must exercise all possible care to prevent the detention of 
letters and other articles of mail which may have been misassorted to their office. Every such letter 
etc., should be stamped on the face with date of re-despatch and with the words “‘Mis-sent to” on 
the left side of the date stamp and redirected without delay to destination. 


(o) Return of Letters, Etc.. to Sender not allowed: A letter or any other article of mail matter 
once posted becomes the property of the person to whom it is addressed and must be forwarded 
and delivered according to its directions. On no application, however urgent, can it be delivered 
back to the writer or to any other person unless a written or telegraphed request, for return to 
sender or delivery to a third party, is received from the addressee, or unless it is undeliverable. 


(p) Repairs to Damaged Covers: If a letter or package is received by a Postmaster in bad 
condition he should carefully note the fact in writing upon the article. Postmasters are required to 
be careful when stamping or handling articles of mail matter not to damage or tear the covers, and, 
should any cover be accidentally torn or injured en route, the Postmaster who observes the damage 
should do whatever may be required to secure the contents of the package or letter from injury or 
exposure, by putting on an additional cover or otherwise as may be necessary. 


(q) Treatment of Articles Loose in Mails: Postmasters and Mail Clerks must transmit by the 
first mail, to the Dead Letter Office, all articles, which, having become detached from their covers, 
_ are found loose in the mails; a memorandum stating when and where it was found should accom- 
pany each article. : 


(rt) Supplying of Information: No information can be given respecting letters which pass 
through a Post Office, except to the persons to whom they are addressed, and to the senders when 
enquiring respecting delivery. Postmasters are not permitted to furnish any information respecting 
the names or addresses or the financial standings or reputations of patrons or former patrons of their 
respective offices. No exception will be taken to Postmasters correcting mailing lists sent to them 
for revision, providing that the correction consists merely of crossing off the names of persons to 
whom mail cannot be delivered or forwarded, or adding the correct street number or Post Office box 
number, etc. . 


(s) Correspondence not to be Delivered en Route: Correspondence addressed for delivery at 
one office cannot be delivered at another en route, and must be forwarded to office of destination 
unless special arrangements have been made with the Department. 


(t) Letters Delivered to the Wrong Person: If a letter has been delivered to the wrong party 
as a result of similarity in names the party to whom the letter was wrongly delivered must return 
it to the Post Office from which delivery was made as promptly as possible after having written on 
‘ the cover the words ‘Opened by Mistake,’ his name and address. When a letter which has” ‘been

opened accidently or otherwise is sent to the Dead Letter Office an explanation must accompany it 
____ and if the letter contained money or valuables it must be registered. Such letters must be resealed 
as promptly as possible and under no circumstances may a Postmaster open or read the letter of 
another person received for delivery at or passing through his Office. 


he - {u)_ Reporting of Errors and Failures of Mails, Etc.: Postmasters must report to the Chief In- 
____spector by telegram without delay : 


(i) Non-arrival of a mail, registered article or letter bill; 
Gi) Any indications of tampering with or abstraction from the mails. 


is (v) No Credit Allowed: Postmasters are not authorized to give credit for postage, postage 
i stamps, box rents or any other items of postal revenue, or for Money Orders. 


5 (w) Public to Affix Stamps: The Public should affix stamps themselves to mail matter. It is 
not desirable that the Postmaster should affix stamps to letters, etc. for the public. 


: (x) Mail Couriers Must Accept Letters En Route: Mail couriers are authorized and required 
_ to receive letters offered to them whilst on the route between one Post Office and another provided 
that such letters are prepaid by postage stamps and the distance from the nearest Post Office ex- 
ceeds one mile. 


2. MONEY ORDERS: 


(a) Money Order Service May Not Be Used For Illegal Schemes: If it be established to the 
- satisfaction of the Post Office Department that any person is engaged or represents himself as en- 
__ gaged in the business of illegal lotteries or other illegal enterprises such as fraudulent schemes, 
- etc., and if it be established that any such person is using or endeavouring to use the Post Office 
for the promotion of such business, the Commissioner for Finance may forbid the issue and payment 
of Money Orders to such person. 


(b) Refund If Payee’s Business Illegal: The Post Office Department has power to refund to 
the remitter the amount of a Money Order, and is free in such case from all liability to the payee. 
The Post Office Department also reserves the right to pay the amount of an order to the payee with- 
out the consent of the remitter. 


3. TELEGRAPHS : 


(a) Non-liability of Post Office: The Post Office is not legally liable for any loss or damage 
which may be incurred or sustained by reason of or on account of any mistake or default in the 
transmission or delivery of a telegram (See Section 2, Chapter I, Part V). 


(b) Deposit and Credit Accounts: Regular and extensive users of the Post Office Telegraph 
Services may open deposit accounts at St. John’s by making application to the Head Postmaster. 
Credit Accounts may be opened, without deposit, by regular and extensive users of the Post Office 
' Telegraph Service in the Outports at the discretion and upon the responsibility of the local Post- 
master. 


. (ce) Secrecy of Messages: 


(i) Post Office Officials must not divulge the contents or substance of a telegram otherwise than 
by delivering the telegram or giving a copy of it to the person to whom he is authorized to deliver 
such telegram or give such copy. 


(ii) If an officer of the Department is served with a subpoena calling for the production of a 
message before a legal tribunal he should send notification immediately to the Secretary, giving all 
particulars and await instructions. 


Even under subpoena messages should not be produced elsewhere than before a legal tribunal 
nor should they be exhibited or surrendered to any legal prosecuting or other Attorney outside the 
Courtroom. When messages so produced have served the Court they must be returned to the Of 
_ fice message file. 


(iii) Should an application or a demand be received from any source other than by subpoena 
from a legal tribunal for the production of a particular message or for permission to examine the 
telegraph files of the Office, the Post Office official must not comply with the application or demand 
but should telegraph full particulars of the matter immediately to the Secretary. 


4 ADMINISTRATIVE. 


(a) Display of Notices in Post Office Lobbies: Postmasters must not allow any notices to be 
put up in Post Offices and Post Office Lobbies except those which are issued by the Post Office De- 
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partment or certain other Government or public notices the display of which is authorized by the © a 


Post Office Department. 


(b) Entry of Unauthorized Persons in Post Offices: The entry of persons other than officials of 
the Post Office Department, duly authorized, or bearing authority in writing from the Secretary of 
the Department, into all Post Offices, Telegraph Offices or Travelling Post Offices other than on the 
public side, is strictly prohibited. Officials of other Government Departments are not permitted to 
enter the private section of the Post Office, Telegraph Office or Travelling Post Office unless their 
entry has been authorized by the Secretary. 


(c) Testing of Weights and Measures: The Department of Customs employs Inspectors of 
weights and measures for the purpose of testing weights, scales and balances throughout the Island. 
Those Inspectors are authorized to test the weights and scales at Post Offices and any Inspector 
upon production of his credentials should be allowed access to the Post Office for this purpose. This 
check is due to be made once a year. y 


(d) Courier Services: Mail Couriers are under the direction of the Postmasters and Courier 
services must be performed in accordance with the contract entered into between the Courier and the 
Department. Special attention should be given to the following: 


(i) Unless weather conditions make it impossible to do so, Couriers must connect with each 
other with both inward and outward mails. A courier must not leave his further point on the re- 
turn journey without the mails from the Couriers further distant. It is the duty of Postmasters to see 
that the Couriers make connection on their trips and any failure to do so must be reported im- 
mediately by telegraph to the Chief Inspector. 


(ii) The Postmaster must also see that the contractor has suitable conveyance and that he has 
provided suitable and sufficient coverage for protection of the mails against damage by weather 
and water conditions. If mails are received at any Post Office in a wet or damaged condition a 
teport should be made immediately to the Chief Inspector giving particulars. 


(iii) All mails offering at any one trip must be taken on that trip and if the Contractor’s ordinary 
means of conveyance is not sufficient he must provide at his own expense any necessary or ad- 
ditional means provided that travelling conditions are not such as to endanger life or the mails. 


(iv) When an office has to assort mail for other offices on the Courier’s route this mail must be- 
attended to first and the Courier despatched as promptly as possible.

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CHAPTER I 


INLAND POST (PRINCIPAL SERVICES) 
Includes Newfoundland Labrador 


Inland Post comprises all matter deposited in a Post Office in Newfoundland or Newfoundland 
Labrador for delivery either from the same or from any other Post Office in Newfoundland. 


Such matter is considered under the following headings : 


Letters. 

Post Cards. 

Newspapers and Periodicals. 
Printed Matter (including samples). 
Greetings Cards. 

Literature for the Blind. 

Small Packets. 

Parcel Post. 


1. LETTERS. 
(a) Rates of Postage: 


(i) Ordinary: For delivery within the town or settlement in which posted three cents up to one 
ounce and two cents for each additional ounce or fraction thereof; for delivery in a town or settle- 
ment within Newfoundland or Newfoundland Labrador other than that in which posted four cents 
up to one ounce and two cents for each additional ounce or fraction thereof. 


(ii) Air Mail: The inland Air Mail Service is at present limited to carriage by air between St. 
John’s, Gander and Goose Airport. 


Rate of Postage: Seven cents for each half ounce or fraction of half ounce. 


(iii) Business Reply Letters: This Service is available in respect of Inland Letters only at the 
St. Jahn’s General and East End Post Offices. Under this Service a person who wishes to obtain a 
reply from a client without putting him to the expense of paying postage may enclose in his com- 
munication an unstamped self addressed envelope, reply card or gummed label of a special pre- 
scribed pattern. He may also incorporate in his advertisements in Newspapers and other publica- 
tions a special design,to be used as a label to be affixed to an envelope or card. The client can 
post the card or envelope in the ordinary way but without a stamp and the user of the service will 
pay upon delivery the ordinary postage plus one half cent per item. Users must obtain licences. 
Full particulars may be obtained on application to the Head Postmaster, St. John’s. 


(b) Limits of Size: A letter may not exceed three feet in its combined length, breadth and 
depth and the greatest dimension may not exceed two feet except in the case of a roll when the 
length and twice the diameter may not exceed three feet three inches and the length alone may 
not exceed two feet eight inches. 


(c) Limit of Weight: Four pounds, six ounces. 


(d) Definition: Any item of mail which contains matter either wholly or partly in writing or 
typewriting sealed or unsealed exce pt Post Cards, Christmas Cards and other seasonal greetings 
cards with personal written greetings not exceeding five words and manuscript of books and news- 
papers, is classed as a letter for purposes of the Inland Mail and must be prepaid at the letter rate. 
Also any item of mail which is sealed so as not to permit of examination by officials of the Post 
Office must be prepaid at the letter rate. However, any item not falling into the above classes may 
at the discretion of the senders, be prepaid at letter rate, provided it conforms to the limits of size 
and weight and does not contain any matter or article the transmission of which is prohibited by 
post. 


(e) Prohibitions: It is forbidden to send by Inland Letter Post: 

(i) Articles which from their nature or by their packing may expose postal Officials to danger, 
or soil or damage the mails; 

(ii) Opium, Morphine, Cocaine and other narcotics; 

(iii) Intoxicating liquors; 

(iv Living animals except bees, leeches, silkworms, parasites and destroyers of noxious insects 
used for the purpose of destroying these insects and exchanged between officially recognized in- 
stitutions;

All copies of duly recognized Newfoundland, British, and Foreign newspapers and periodicals

4, PRINTED PAPERS (EXCLUSIVE OF NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS) 


(a) Rates of Postage: One cent for each two ounces or fraction of two ounces to each separ- 
ate address. 


(b) Limits of Size: Same as for letters. 


(c) Limits of Weight: Six and one half pounds except that a package containing a single 
volume may weigh as much as eleven pounds and samples of merchandise may not exceed a 
weight of one pound. 


(d) Definition: For the purpose of the Inland Post printed matter consists of the following: 


(i) Matter (other than newspapers and periodicals) wholly in print without reference to process, 
such as books, pamphlets, occasional publications, calendars, catalogues, handbills, etc., maps, 
paper patterns, prints, drawings, plans (without written specifications), engravings, lithographs, 
photographs (when not on glass or in cases containing glass), printed forms without writing of any 
kind, sheet music, (whether printed or written}, instruction books in music, visiting cards and post 
cards without written communications, the manuscript of books or newspapers (whether hand-written 
or type-written), articles of natural history (dried or preserved animals and plants, geological speci- 
mens, etc.); tubes of serum and pathological objects rendered harmless by their mode of prepara- 
tion and packing (see Section 2 (d) Chapter VI} and the following partly printed and written matter: 
School returns, customs manifests, voters lists, school or college examination papers and education- 
al exercises passing between colleges and extramural students (comments, corrections, etc., of the 
student's work may be written on the examination papers or exercises or on separate sheets of 
paper enclosed with them but there must be no correspondence), printer's proof sheets with correction 
and exhibition entry tickets; 


(ii) Samples of goods and merchandise. The use of the Sample Post is restricted to genuine 
trade samples or patterns of merchandise without trade value. The following articles are, how- 
ever, exceptionally admitted: Printer’s Blocks, Keys sent singly and cut fresh flowers but those 
articles may not be sent by sample post for a commercial purpose. Hotel, Steamer and Automobile 
Keys mailed without postage are all subject to the collection of double the postage; 


(iii) Circulars. Circulars are communications other than greetings cards, either in print or pro- 
duced by some other multiple process but not from a typewriting machine. Nothing may appear 
in writing in the document except: 
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The names, addresses, and description of parties; 
Dates, hours, and particulars of times; 
The particulars of goods, and of sums of money; 
The mode of consignment or delivery of goods or money; 
The terms on which business is transacted; 
Index or reference numbers and letters; 
Corrections of errors in print; 
The place, character and objects of meetings or appointments. 


Note: Not less than twenty packets containing precisely identical copies must be posted at 
the same time. 


(e) Prohibitions: The following are not admitted: Bank Notes, coupons, any document or 
paper in hand or typewriting, stationery and envelopes whether plain or with printed headings and 
any material such as wood, metal, leather and similar materials which are not normally used for 
printing whether or not they have been exceptionally used for printing. 


(f) Make Up: 


(i) Packets of printed papers should be clearly marked in the upper left hand corner ‘’Printed 
Papers.’ They are subject to examination in the post and must be made up in such a way as to 
be easily examined. They may be placed in wrappers, upon rollers, between boards, in open 
cases, or in unclosed envelopes; 


(ii) Every sample must be indelibly marked ''Sample—Not for Sale’’ or otherwise defaced in 
such g way as to render the article unsdleable in the ordinary way of trades. 


Enclosed samples must be so packed as to be easy of examination and the upper left hand 
corner of the packet must be clearly marked ‘’Sample.’’ Packing is not obligatory for articles con- 
sisting of one piece as wood or metal, which it is not the custom of the trade to pack. 


The address should be indicated on the packing or the article itself. If this is not possible or if 
date stamping is likely to damage the article, a tie on label, preferably, of parchment may be used. 


5. GREETINGS CARDS. - Ee 
(a) Rates of Postage: Two cents for each two ounces or fraction of two ounces. 
_(b) Limits of Size: Same as for letters. 

(c) Limits of Weight:. Same as for letters. 

(d) Definition: This class includes Christmas, New Year, Easter, Mother’s Day, Valentines 
qnd other like cards. These may contain the name and address of the sender and greetings or con- 
dolences, etc., not exceeding five words in writing or typewriting. 

(e) Prohibitions : 

(i) Greetings of more than five words in writing or typing; 

(ii) Phrases and greetings containing definite information such as ‘’] am well;”’ 

(iii) Enclosures of goods or articles of value. 

If the conditions of (i) and (ii) above are not met the item must be prepaid at letter rate. If goods 
or articles of value are enclosed, (iii), and conditions in (i) and (ii) are met the item must be prepaid 
at letter, parcel or small packet rate. 

6. LITERATURE FOR THE BLIND. 
(a) Rates of Postage: One cent for each four pounds or fraction of four pounds. 
(b) Limits of Size: Same as for letters. 


(c) Limit of Weight: Eleven pounds. 


(d) Definition: Writing paper specially prepared for the use of the blind transmitted from a 
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recognized institution for the blind in Newfoundland to blind persons for their own use. Books, 
Newspapers, etc., prepared in Braille or other embossed characters and sound recordings intended 
solely for the use of the blind are included in this class.

7. SMALL PACKETS. 
(a) Rate of Postage: Two cents for each two ounces or fraction of two ounces. 
..(b) Limits of Size: Same as for letters. 
(c) Limit of Weight: Eight ounces in the inland post. 


..(d) Definition: This Service is specially provided for the transmission of goods not admissable 
as samples because of their commercial value, and to afford facilities for the transmission of small 
articles of merchandise in the letter mails. 


Small packets may be Registered or Insured but when sent C.O.D. small packets must be In- 
sured, 


(e) Prohibitions: Articles which may not be sent by letter post may not be transmitted in 
small packets and in addition the following are not admitted: Coin, Bank Notes, Currency Notes; ’ 
negotiable instruments payable to bearer; platinum, gold or silver, precious stones; postage stamps 
whether obliterated or not; or any paper representing a monetary value; letters; notes or docu- 
ments having the character of actual personal correspondence. Jewelry and other valuable articles 
are prohibited from the foreign small packet service but may be forwarded by the inland small pac- 
ket service. 


8. REGISTRATION. 


The registration service may be used for all classes of posted articles other than items sent by 
Parcel Post, packets sent C.O.D. and Newspapers mailed at bulk rates of postage. Persons desiring 
proof of delivery of a registered item may obtain it by using the Advice of Reception Service. Com- 
pensation in respect of a lost inland register is payable to the sender in the sum of twenty-five dol- 
lars or to the value of the lost item whichever is the lesser amount. 


(a) Rate: The registration fee for.inland items is five cents, in addition to normal postage. 
The fee for Advice of Reception is five cents in addition to normal postage and registration fee. 


(b) Limits of Weight and Size: The same limits of weight and size apply to a registered item 
as apply to the same item when it is sent by ordinary mail. 


(c)__Prohibitions: Anything except coin which may not be included in an ordinary item of 
given class may not be included in the same item if it is registered. In addition an item bearing 
an address in pencil or one composed of initials may not be registered. 


(d) Make-Up: Letters and Letter Packets sent by registered mail (ordinary or air mail) must 
be firmly and neatly sealed and must not show any sign of having been opened and re-sealed be- 
fore posting. They should be contained in envelopes or packages marked on the front and back 
with a blue cross running the full length and depth of the cover. Items registered without such a 
cross must be so marked by the official accepting them for registration. Printed papers, samples, 
small packets, etc., sent by registered post must be packed in the same manner as if they were 
being sent by ordinary post. 


(e) REGISTERED ENVELOPES : 


For the greater security of Money and valuables passing through the Post there are on sale at

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CHAPTER II 
FOREIGN POSTAGE (PRINCIPAL SERVICES) 


Newfoundland is included in the Universal Postal Union the affairs of which are controlled by 
an International Convention. All countries, except a few unimportant territories, are members of 
this Union. The regulations governing the transmission by mails of letters, Post Cards, Printed 
matter, Commercial Papers, Samples and Small Packets are part of an international scheme appli- 
cable to all countries alike. For the purpose of international mails the term correspondence is con- 
sidered as covering the following classes of Mail matter: 


Letters. 

Post Cards. 
Commercial Papers. 
Printed Papers. 
Blind Literature. 
Samples. 

Small Packets. 


Parcel Post with other countries is governed by separate agreements with Canada, Great 
Britain, and the United States. 


I. LETTERS. 
(a) Rates of Postage : 


(i. Ordinary: To British Empire Countries and the United States five cents up to one ounce and 


three cents for each additional ounce or fraction of an ounce; To all other Foreign Countries seven ~ 


cents up to one ounce and four cents for each additional ounce or fraction of an ounce. 


(ii) Air Mail: Rates to the more important Countries are given on Page 10 and to all 
countries in Foreign Rates, Chapter IX. Letters for transmission by airmail must be fully prepaid 
at airmail rate. Letters insufficiently prepaid at the airmail rate, even though intended and marked 
for transmission by airmail, must be endorsed ‘SHORT PAID" with ‘'via surface means’’ directly 
underneath and forwarded by ordinary surface mail. 


(iii) Air Letters: A special Air Letter Form, obtainable at Post Offices throughout Newfound- 
rand, may be used for correspondence with certain countries. The rate of Postage is 10c. each. 
For the names of the countries to which this service is available see page 12 as well as Chapter 
IX under the name of the Country. 


Air Letters are carried by the regular Air Mail Service. 


Enclosures of any kind may not be included ‘and Air Letters in which enclosures are found 
will be forwarded by ordinary surface mail. 


Air Letters may not be registered. 

(b) Limits of Size <A letter may not exceed three feet in its combined length, breadth and 
depth and the greatest dimensions may not exceed two feet except in the case of a roll when the 
length and twice the diameter may not exceed three feet three inches and the length alone may 
not exceed two feet eight inches. 


(c) Limit of Weight: Four pounds six ounces. 


(d) Definition: Any item of mail which contains matter either wholly or partly in writing or 
typewriting, sealed or unsealed is classed as a letter for purposes of the International Mails and is 
prepaid at the letter rate, except : 


(i) Post Cards. 


(ii) Christmas and other seasonal greeting cards with personal written greetings not exceeding 
five words. ; 


(iii} Commercial Papers (See Section 3). 


(iv) Manuscripts of books and newspapers.

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Also any item of mail which is sealed sa as not to permit of examination by Officials of the 
Post Office must be prepaid at letter rate. However, any item may, at the discretion of the sender, 


-be prepaid at letter rate provided it conforms to the limits of size and weight and does not contain 


any matter or article the transmission of which is prohibited by international letter post or by the 
country of origin or destination. 


(e) Prohibitions It is forbidden to send through the International mails: 


(i) Articles which from their nature or by their packing may expose Postal Officials to danger 
or soil or damage the mails; 


(ii) Opium, Morphine, Cocaine and other narcotics; 


(iii). Living animals, except Bees, Leeches and Silkworms, Parasites and destroyers of noxious 
insects used for the purpose of destroying these insects and exchanged between officially recog- 
nized institutions; 


(iv) Explosive, inflammable or dangerous substances; 

(v) Obscene or immoral articles; 

(vi} Unlicensed Sweepstake Tickets or other gambling devices; 

“(vii) Coin currently in use, except if for use for ornamental purposes; 

(viii) Any item the export of which is prohibited by statute or regulations issued under statute. 
(For list of such items see Section 9 (d) this Chapter); 


(ix) Any item which is prohibited by the Country of destination (see Chapter IX under name of 
Country). 


(f) Customs Declaration: A green Customs label (Form C 1) indicating the nature and value 
of the contents must in all cases be affixed to the address side of a letter addressed to foreign 
countries whenever that letter contains goods or merchandise.

(a) Rates of Postage: For delivery in all countries three cents each. 


(b)__Limits of Size: Maximum permitted 5% inches in length by 4¥% inches in width; Minimum 
permitted 4 inches in length by 2% inches in width. 


(c) Definition: Postcards may be used for international correspondence under the following 
conditions : : 


(i) Official postcards must bear on the face the heading ‘’Postcards.’’ This heading is not ob- 
ligatory for single postcards of private manufacture; 


(ii) Postcards must be made of cardboard or of paper strong enough to be handled, 


(d) Prohibitions: Packets or folders of pictorial cards, etc., are not admitted as Postcards. 
Samples of merchandise or similar articles may not be attached or joined to Postcards. 


3. COMMERCIAL PAPERS. 


(a) Rates of Postage: Five cents up to eight ounces and one cent-for each additional two 
ounces or fraction of two ounces. 


 (b) Limits of Size: Same as for Letters. 
(c) Limit of Weight: Same as for Letters. 


(d) Definition: Commercial papers comprise all papers wholly or partly written, typewritten 
or drawn and not having the character of current and personal correspondence such as Bills of 
Lading; copies of or extracts from deeds under private seal written on stamped or unstamped 
paper; Documents of all kinds drawn up by public functionaries; Invoices; Manuscript of works or 
of newspapers forwarded separately; Open letters and Post cards which are out of date and have 


already fulfilled their original purpose and copies thereof; Papers of legal procedure; Pupils ex- 
_ ercises in original or with corrections, but without any note which does not relate directly to the 
execution of the work; Receipts; Statements of account and Way Bills. 
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(e) Make Up: Packets of commercial papers should be clearly marked in the upper left hand 
corner ‘Commercial Papers.’ Commercial Papers are subject, so far as regards form and make-up, 
to the regulations laid down in Section 4 (f) below for printed Papers. 


() Prohibitions: Letters or Post Cards of a current nature or which are being transmitted in — 
connection with the purpose for which they were originally written are not admitted nor are postage — 
stamps or forms of prepayment, whether cancelled or not. Out of date correspondence may, how- 
ever, bear the cancelled stamps which served to prepay the original postage. 


4. PRINTED PAPERS.

(a) Rates of Postage: 


(i) Newspapers and Periodicals published in Newfoundland: One cent for each four ounces or 
fraction thereof. 


Exception is made in the case of newspapers and periodicals when mailed by the Publisher in 
bulk at place of publication to bona fide subscribers in the Dominion of Canada which are accepted 
at the bulk rate of one cent per pound weight or fraction thereof under the same conditions as set 
forth in Section 3 (d), Chapter I. 


(ii) Other printed matter (including Foreign published Newspapers and Periodicals): Two cents 
for first two ounces and one cent for each two ounces after. 


(b) Limits of Size: Same as for letters.

(c) Limits of Weight: Six and one half pounds except that a package containing a single 
volume may weigh as much as eleven pounds. 


(d) Definition: The following are considered as printed papers: 


(i) Newspapers, Periodicals, Books, Pamphlets, Sheets of Music, Visiting Cards, Address Cards, 
Proofs of printing, Engravings, Photographs, Albums containing Photographs, Pictures, Drawings, 
Plans, Maps, Paper Patterns (intended to be cut out), Catalogues, Prospectuses, Advertisements, No- 
tices of various kinds and in general all impressions and copies obtained upon paper or similar ma- 
terial, parchment or cardboard by means of printing, engraving, lithography, mimeography or any 
other mechanical process easy to recognize except the copying press, hand stamps with or without. 
moveable type, and the typewriter. 


(if) Circulars, that is, communications printed, hand-stamped, hectographed or cyclostyled, may 
be accepted at the printed paper rate provided that nothing appears in writing in the document other 
than the name, address and description of the addressee; dates, hours and particulars of time; index 
of reference numbers and letters; corrections of errors in print; the place, character and objects of 
meetings or appointments and at least twenty identical copies are posted at one time. 


(iii) Christmas and other greetings cards are also included. These may contain the name ond 


address of the sender and good wishes, congratulations, thanks, condolences or other formulae of — Ph 
courtesy expressed in five words or by means of five conventional initials at most. Phrases and ~~ 


greetings not exceeding five words in writing containing definite informations such as "] am well” or 
"Arriving tomorrow” are not permitted. 


(e) Permissible Indications and Endorsements: It is permissible, outside or inside of a packet 
of printed papers to indicate by hand or by a mechanical process : 


(i) The name, position, profession, style and address of the sender and of the addressee, as well :. ; 


as the date of despatch, the signature, telephone number, telegraphic address and code, the banking 
account of the sender, as well as a serial or identity number referring solely to the article; 


(ii) To correct errors in printing; 


(iii) To strike out, to underline, or to enclose by marks certain words or certain-parts of a printed _ 
text, provided that such marks are not of the nature of a letter; 


(iv) In advices of the departure and arrival of ships: the dates and times of departures and ar- 
rivals, as well as the names of the ships and the ports of departure, call and arrival; 


(v) In travellers advices: the name of the traveller, the date, time and place of his: intended 
visit, the address at which he is staying; 
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% vi) In forms of order subscription or offer for publications, books, newspapers, engravings, 
: _ pieces of music: the works andthe number of copies required or offered, the price of these works, 
he also notes representing essentials of price, the method of payment, the edition and the names of the 
_ quthors and publishers, as well as the number of the catalogues and the words ‘paper covers” 
; iff covers’ or ‘bound’; : 


_ (vii) On pictorial cards and printed visiting cards: congratulations, thanks, condolences, or 
ther formulae of courtesy, expressed in five words or by means of five conventional initials at most; 


(viii) In proofs of printing: alterations and additions concerned with corrections, form and print- 
ing, and also notes such as ‘’Passed for press,’’ '’Read—Passed for press’’ or any similar note con- 
ie cerned with the execution of the work. In the case of want of space these additions may be made 
separate sheets; 


(ix) In fashion plates, maps, etc: colours; 


2 (x) In price-lists, tenders for advertisements, stock and share lists, market quotations, trade cir- 
__culars and prospectuses: figures and any other notes representing essential elements of the price; 
: (xi) On books, pamphlets, newspapers, photographs, engravings, sheets of music, and in gen- 
eral on all literary or artistic productions, printed, engraved, lithographed or mimeographed: a de- 
_ dication consisting simply of an expression of regard and on photographs or engravings a very con- 
cise description as well as a short note referring to the photograph or to the engraving; 


(xii) On cuttings from newspapers and periodicals: the title, date, number and address of the 
publication from which the article is extracted. a 
(f) Permissible Enclosures: It is permissible to enclose in packets of printed papers : 

(i) With proofs of printing whether corrected or not: the relative “copy”; 


ae * (ii) With articles of the categories mentioned under (xi) above: the relative open invoices, re- 
_____ duced to their essential elements; 


(iii) In all printed paper packets: a card, an envelope or a wrapper bearing the address of 


(g) Prohibitions : 


- (i) No articles are allowed to pass as printed matter unless the material on which the printing is 
_ done is paper, parchment or cardboard; 
(ii) Postage stamps or forms of prepayment, whether obliterated or not, and in general all printed 
articles representing a monetary value are excluded from transmission at the printed matter rate; 
The same applies to any document or paper in hand or typewriting, and to stationery and envelopes 
_ whether plain or with printed headings;

; oe z (iii) Cinematograph and photographic films, gramophone records, as well as perforated sheets 
intended to be used with automatic musical instruments cannot be sent at the Printed Paper rate. 


(hb) Make-Up: 


(i) Printed papers must be either placed in wrappers, upon rollers, between boards, in open 
- cases, or in unclosed envelopes, furnished, if necessary, with clips, easy to raise and replace and 
al not dangerous, or secured with a string easy to untie; 


x = (ii) Printed papers of the form and substance of a card may be sent unenclosed without wrap- 
pers, envelope or fastening. The same method of despatch is allowed for printed papers folded in 
such a way that they cannot unfold during transmission; 


lea . (iii) The right-hand half at least of the address side of cards, including picture postcards, sent as 
___ printed papers at the reduced rate is reserved for the address, for indications relating to the Postal 
Service and for Official labels; postage stamps and postal franking machine impressions must be 
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(iv) In all cases, articles must be made up in such a manner that there is no risk of their 
entrapping other articles.

(c) Limit of Weight: One pound. 
(d) Definition : 


(i) The use of the sample post is restricted to genuine trade samples or patterns of merchandise 
without trade value; 


(ii) It is permissible to indicate by hand, or by a mechanical process, outside or inside packets 
containing samples, the name, position, profession, firm and address of the sender and of the ad- 
dressee as well as the date of despatch, the signature, telephone number, telegraphic address and 
code, banking account of the sender, a manufacturer's or trade mark, numbers, prices and notes re- 
presenting the essential elements of price, particulars relating to weight, measurements and size, 
or to the quantity to be disposed of, and such as are necessary to determine the origin and the 
character of the goods; 


(iii) Transmission at the sample rate is accorded to printers’ blocks, keys sent singly, cut fresh 
flowers, articles of natural history (dried or preserved animals and plants, geological specimens, 
etc.), tubes of serum or of vaccine and pathological objects rendered harmless by their mode of 
preparation and packing; These articles, except tubes of serum and of vaccine sent in the general 
interest by laboratories or institutions officially recognized, may not be sent for a commercial purpose; 
Their packing must be in accordance with the general regulations concerning samples of merchan- 
dise. : 


(e) Prohibitions: The following are not admissable : 
(i) Goods for sale or consigned in execution of an order; 
(ii) Samples of tea exceeding 8 ounces in weight; 


(iii) Postage stamps or forms of prepayment whether obliterated or not, or any paper represent- 
ing a monetary value. 


(f) Make-Up: Samples of merchandise must be placed in bags, boxes or removable covers. 
Articles of glass or other fragile materials, packets containing liquids, oils, fatty substances, dry 
powders, whether dyes or not, as well as packets of live bees and leeches are transmissible as 
samples of merchandise, provided that they are packed in the following manner; 


(i) Articles of glass or other fragile materials must be securely packed (boxes of metal, wood, 
or strong corrugated cardboard) so as to prevent all danger to postal officers and to correspondence; 


(ii) Liquids, oils and substances which easily liquify must be enclosed in receptacles hermeti- 
cally sealed; Each receptacle must be placed in a special box of metal, strong wood or strong cor- 
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tugated cardboard containing sawdust, cotton, or spongy material in sufficient quantity to absorb 
the liquid in the event of breakage of the receptacle; The lid of the box must be fixed in such a 
manner that it cannot easily become detached; 


(iii) Patty substances which do not easily liquify, such as ointments, soft-soap, resin, etc., the 
the transmission of which presents fewer difficulties, must be enclosed in an inner cover (box, bag 


of linen or parchment, etc.), which must itself be placed in a second box of wood, metal, or stout 
thick leather; 


(iv) Dry colouring powders such as aniline blue, etc., are not admitted unless enclosed in stout 
tin boxes, placed inside wooden boxes with sawdust between the two covers; Dry non-colouring 
powders must be placed in boxes of metal, wood, or cardboard; these boxes must be themselves 
enclosed in a bag of linen or parchment; 


(v) Live bees and leeches must be enclosed in boxes so constructed as to avoid all danger. 


Articles which would be spoilt if packed according to the general rules may exceptionally be 
admitted in a cover hermetically sealed. In that case the Administrations concerned may require 
the sender or the addressee to assist in the check of the contents, either by opening certain packets 
indicated by them, or in some other satisfactory manner. 


Packing is not obligatory for articles consisting of one piece, such as pieces of wood, metal, 
etc., which it is not the custom of the trade to pack. 


The address of the addressee must be indicated, as far as possible, on the packing or on the 
article itself. If the packing or the article is not suitable for the inscription of the address and ser- 
vice indications or for affixing the postage stamps, a tie-on label, preferably of parchment, must be 
securely attached. The same applies when the date-stamping is likely to injure the article. 


7. SMALL PACKETS. 


The Small Packet Service is available to certain Countries (Refer to list of Countries in Chapter 
IX to ascertain if the Service is available to any specified country). 


(a) Rates of Postage: Ten cents up to ten ounces and two cents for each additional two 
ounces or fraction of two ounces. 


(b) Limits of Size: Same as for Letters. 
‘(c) Limit of Weight: Two pounds. 


(a) Definition: The small packet post is specially provided for the transmission of goods, 
whether dutiable or not, in the same mails as printed papers, which as a rule travel more quickly 
than the parcel mails. 


(e) Prohibitions: Articles which may not be sent by letter post are also excluded from trans- 
mission in small packets; and, in addition, the following may not be sent in small packets: coin; 
bank notes; currency notes; negotiable instruments payable to bearer; platinum, gold or silver; 
precious stones; jewels and other valuable articles; postage stamps whether obliterated or not, or 
any paper representing a monetary value; letters, notes or documents having the character of actual 
and personal correspondence, but an open invoice as well as a copy of the name and address of 
the sender and the addressee may be enclosed. 


(f) Make-up: Small packets are subject to the regulations laid down for samples of mer- 
chandise as regards their make-up and packing. 


It is permissible to enclose an open invoice reduced to its essential elements, as well as a 
copy of the address borne by the article and particulars of the address of the sender. 


The name and address of the sender must be shown on the outside of the packet. 


Small packets must be so packed as to be easy of examination. They must be endorsed 
"Small Packet’’ in the upper left-hand corner of the address side. 


(gq) Customs Declaration: A green Customs label (form C 1) indicating the nature and value 
of the contents must in all cases be affixed to the address side of a small packet addressed to 
Foreign Countries. 
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8. REGISTRATION. * 


The Registration Service may be used for all classes of Posted articles in the International 
Mails except Parcel Post. : : 


Persons desiring proof of delivery of a Registered item may obtain it by using the Advice of 
Reception Card. Compensation in respect of a Foreign Register is payable to the sender in the 
sum of ten dollars or to the value of the lost item whichever is the lesser amount. 


(a) Rate: The Registration fee for Foreign items is ten cents in addition to normal postage. 
The fee for Advice of Reception is ten cents in addition to normal postage and Registration fee. 


(b) Limits of weight and size: The same limits of weight and size apply to a registered item 
as apply to the same item when it is sent by ordinary mail. 


(c) Prohibitions: Anything which may not be included in an ordinary item of given class 
may not be included in the same item if it is registered. In addition an item bearing an address 
in pencil or one composed of initials may not be registered. Air letters may not be registered. 

9. PARCEL POST: 
(a) Rates: See under Name of Country Part II, Cope IX.

(c) Limits of Size: A Parcel may not exceed 8 feet 6 inches in length nor may the combined 
length, width and depth exceed 6 feet. 


(d) Prohibitions: No item which cannot be sent by Foreign letter post may be sent by For- 
eign Parcel Post. In addition the following are not admitted : 


(i) Letters, notes or documents having the character of personal correspondence; 
(ii) Parasites and destroyers of noxious insects; 


(iii) Any item the importation of which is prohibited by the Country of destination. See under 
name of Country. Part II, Chapter IX. 


The following articles are prohibited for export from Newfoundland except under permit from 
the Department of Supply : 


(i) All foodstuffs, except as indicated in paragraph (e} below; 


(ii) Clothing and articles of clothing of all kinds, whether made up or partly made = 
(iii) Handkerchiefs; 


(iv) Household articles as follows: Towels, curtains, face cloths, dish towels, dusters, bed 
coyerings of all kinds, sheets, blankets, quilts, pillow cases and covers, napkins, table cloths, floor — 
rugs, carpets, linoleum and other floor coverings, car and travelling rugs; : 


(v)} — Piece goods of all kinds; 
(vi) Ladies’ hand bags and ladies’ purses of all kinds; 


(vii) Umbrellas, parasols and parts therefor; 


(viii) Threads for sewing, crochet or knitting of cotton, rayon, artificial silk, silk or linen or mix 
tures thereof; Buttons, pins and needles; : 
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_(ix) Smallwares as follows: Ribbons, lace, velvet and velveteen goods, chains’ cords, crepes 
braids, tapes, embroideries, boot, shoe and stay laces and other smallwares of cotton, wool, linen, 


i silk or artificial silks; elastic, round, flat or garter; elastic and non-elastic webbing; artificial flowers, 
ae hair nets and manufactures of hair; 


_____ (x) Soap as follows: Medicated soap, toilet or fancy soap, laundry soap, powdered or flaked 
soap, shaving creams, shaving powders, cakes and sticks, scouring bricks, pastes, powders and 
_ household washing powders; other soaps, including liquid, lubricating, dyeing, oil and saddle soap, 
and shampoos; 


_ (xi) Nails, spikes, brads, springs, and tacks of all kinds made of metal; 


: (xii) Raw furs and patridge are prohibited except under licence from the Department of Natural 
_ Resources. 


{e) Exceptions to Export Prohibitions: The following are exceptions to the above prohibitions 
- and may be exported by Parce Post without reference to the Department of Supply. 


(i) Products of the Newfoundland Fisheries; 


(ii) Unsolicited Gift Parcels, containing either foodstuffs or goods, addressed to persons in the 
United Kingdom may be exported by Parcel Post; 


(iii) Hand-made home-knit woolen articles of clothing; 
(iv) Fur goods manufactured in Newfoundland; 


(v) Goods manufactured by Nonia, the Grenfell Association and the Jubilee Guild of New- 
foundland and Labrador. 


Postmasters accepting a parcel addressed to a foreign country should be careful to see that the 
contents as described in the Customs Declaration are not amongst the articles mentioned as pro- 
hibited by the country of destination in the section on International Mails, Rates and Conditions, 
Chapter IX. 


(f) Customs Declaration: A white Customs Declaration indicating the nature and value of 
the contents of all parcels addressed to Foreign countries must be completed and signed by the 
. sender and affixed to the parcel. This Customs Declaration must show the nature and value of 

the contents. 


10. AIR MAIL PARCEL POST. 


An Air Parcel Post Service is available to the U.S.A. only. Packages may be sent to other 
countries by Air Mail but in such cases the letter rate of Postage applies as do the limits of size and 
weight applicable to letters. 


(a) Rates of Postage: Ninety cents up to one pound and sixty cents for each additional 
_ pound or fraction of a pound. 


(b) Limits of Size: Same os for ordinary parcels to United States. 
(c) Limits of weight: Fifteen pounds. 
(d) Customs Declarations: Same as for ordinary parcels. 


11. INSURANE. 


Foreign Parcels including Air Parcels to United States may NOT be registered but they may 
be Insured up to fifty dollars ($50.00) in the cases of parcels addressed to Canada or the U.S,A. 
and up to one hundred dollars ($100.00) in the cases of parcels addressed to the United Kingdom. 
- Insurance is available to a large number of other countries; See under name of Country (Chapter IX). 


(a) Rates: In addition to normal postage the following charges must be prepaid:

12, REPLY COUPONS. 


Coupons which may be exchanged for postage stamps at the Post Offices of all countries of 
the Postal Union are available for sale to the public in all such countries. Two varities of these 
coupons are obtainable at Newfoundland Post Offices or may be exchanged for postage stamps at 
Newfoundland Post Offices as follows: 


(a) Imperial Reply Coupons: These coupons are valid only within the British Empire and 
may be purchased at Newfoundland Post Offices at the price of five cents each. An Imperial Re- 
ply Coupon received in Newfoundland is exchangeable in Newfoundland for postage stamps to the 
value of five cents irrespective of face value shown. 


(b) International Reply Coupons: These coupons may be purchased in Newfoundland Post 
Offices at the price of twelve cents each and are exchangeable in any country of the Postal Union 
for a stamp or stamps representing the minimum postage payable on a letter sent from that country 
to Newfoundland. An International Reply Coupon received in Newfoundland is exchangeable for 
postage stamps to the value of five cents should it have originated in the British Empire or the 
United States or for postage stamps to the value of seven cents should it have originated in another 
foreign country. 


(c) Date-Stamping: Reply coupons must be date stamped in the appropriate spaces when 
sold and when accepted in exchange for stamps.

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CHAPTER III 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING LETTERS AND POST CARDS 
1, LETTERS. 7 


(a) Sealed or Unsealed Covers: The sending of a letter or any communication or document 
subject to letter postage in an open cover does not in any way diminish its liability to the letter 
tate of postage. Any item of mail which is sealed so as not to be readily examined by the Post 
Office is considered a letter and must be prepaid at the letter rate. 


(b) Method of Address: Delay to correspondence and mistakes are due in the main to incor- 
tect or incomplete postal addresses. The Post Office cannot undertake to correct or complete a 
wrong or insufficient address. The full address should be typed or legibly written on the face of 
the envelope with a clear margin above for the postage stamps (which should be affixed in the up- 
per right hand corner) and postmarks. The name and address of the Sender should be written in 
the upper left hand corner or on the back of the envelope. The lower left hand corner should be 
left blank. 


Every address should include : 


(i) Name of addressee; 

(ii) House number and name of street; or 

(iti) Number of Post Office Box; 

(iv) Name of place and, if there is no Post Office in that place, name of the Post town; 
(vy) Name of Province, State, County, etc.; 


(vi) Name of Country. cata 


(c) Delivery: The responsibility of the Department in respect of a letter ceases when the 
letter has been delivered, in accordance with the address which it bears, to the person to whom it 
is addressed, to some other person generally or specially authorized to take delivery of the ad- 
dressee’s correspondence, or to any person in whose care it may be addressed. It is also con- 
sidered to have been delivered when it is placed in the Post Office box to which it is addressed. 


(d) Change of Address: Notwithstanding the foregoing the Department will at the direction 
of the addressee deliver his mail to him at an address other than shown on the letter upon receipt, 
at the Post Office to which the letter concerned is addressed, of a notification showing the name of 

_ the addressee, old address and the address to which correspondence should in future be delivered. 
Notifications of change of address are valid for a period of ninety days only. After that period, 
unless the notification is renewed, letters will be delivered as addressed or, if the addressee is no 
longer at the address shown, treated as undeliverable and returned to the Sender. 

In connection with the redirection of mail at the direction of the addressee, the following con- 
ditions will apply : 


(i) If the change of address requires the letter to be sent to any place to which a higher rate 
of postage applies either the additional postage must be paid or the letter sent forward taxed the 
amount of the additional postage required. It must be noted that, in this case, the deficiency must 
not be doubled. A redirected airmail letter must, unless the full airmail postage necessary to carry 
- it from the original address to its ultimate destination is paid at the reforwarding Post Office, be 
forwarded by surface means. 


(ii) Requests for redirection of a portion of the mail addressed to a particular address will not 
normally be entertained as the Department cannot undertake to select the items which may or may 
not be required to be redirected. In certain circumstances a request for the redirection of one or 
more particular items of mail may be admitted if receipt of such items is of particular importance 
to the addressee and the item is so marked as to be readily identified. 


(iii) The Department cannot entertain requests from persons or firms wishing to redirect letters 
from a street address to a Post Office Box or vice versa except in accordance with the regulations 
governing the redirection of mails. : 
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(e) Insufficiently or Improperly Addressed Letters : 


(i) No street or box number: A letter on which the street or Post Office box number of the 
addressee is not shown is normally placed in the General Delivery and held for thirty days pending 
a call from the addressee and then, if not called for, returned to the sender direct, or through the 
Dead Letter Office. This does not apply to letters addressed to a Bank or other Public Institution or 


business firm, which does not exist in the locality. Such letters are returned immediately to the 


Senders direct or through the Dead Letter Office. 


¥ 


(ii) Name of Addressee not shown in full: Letters addressed simply to initials as “A.B.” or to 
a Christian name simply as “John” or to an arbitrary or fictitious name and which are not directed 
in care of some person or firm or to a specific street address or box number must be yee to 
the sender either direct or through the Dead Letter Office. 


(f) Undelivered Letters: A letter which from any cause remains undelivered in any Post Of 
fice must be sent to the Dead Letter Office for return to Sender thirty days after receipt at the Post 
Office concerned unless the letter concerned originated in Newfoundland, Canada, the United King- 
dom or the U.S.A., and the name of the Sender is shown, in which case it may be returned direct 
to the Sender. When a letter is returned either direct or through the Dead Letter Office the reason 
for its return should be written clearly on the cover in such a manner as not to interfere with the 


address or return address, and the date stamp of the Post Office returning the item impressed upon > 


the back of the cover. 


Any letter which has been taxed because of insufficient postage and which is undeliverable be- 
cause of the addressee’s refusal to pay the postage due or for any other cause must be put in 
course of return to the sender as above but must not be passed over to the sender until the postage 
due thereon has been paid by him. The Department has the right to recover such postage from 
the sender by legal proceedings. 


{g) Re-Direction: Re-directed letters are not liable to additional postage if they are handed 
back to the Post Office of destination with a changed address immediately upon delivery or as soon 
as possible thereafter. If the change of address requires the letter to be sent to any place to which 
a higher rate of postage applies, the additional postage must be either paid or the letter sent for- 
ward taxed the amount of the additional postage required. 


A letter which has been returned to the sender for the correction or completion of the address 
is not, when posted with a correct or completed address, considered as a re-directed item, and is 
liable to fresh postage and should be enclosed in a fresh cover. 


(h) Return to Sender Not Allowed: A letter once posted becomes the property of the ad- 
dressee and may not be returned to the Sender unless the Addressee issues an instruction in writing 
to that effect or the letter is undeliverable as in paragraphs (c), (f) and (g) above. 


(i) Enclosures: Letters may not contain a letter, note or document addressed to a person other 
than the addressee or a person residing with him. 


(i) Successive Addresses: Articles of all classes, of which the whole or part of the address 
side has been marked off into several divisions intended to contain successive addresses, are not 
admitted. 


(k) Charity Stamps, etc.: Stamps other than postage stamps, stamps in aid of charitable ob- 
jects, and others which might be mistaken for postage stamps must not be affixed to the address 
side. The same rule applies to impressions of stamps which might be mistaken for impressions of 
postal franking machines. 


(1) Packing of Liquids, etc: 


(i) Liquids: Liquids, oils or fatty substances must be put up in accordance with the following 
regulations. When in glass bottles or vials, the bottles or vials must be strong enough to stand the 
shock of handling in the mails, and must be enclosed in a wooden heavy cardboard or papier 
mache box not less than three-sixteenths of an inch thick in the thinnest part, strong enough to sup- 
port the weight of mails piled in bags and to withstand handling in the mails; and there must be 
provided between the bottle and its outer case a cushion of cotton or spongy material sufficient to 
absorb all the liquid should the bottle become broken. When enclosed in a metal container such 
container should have a screw lid with a rubber or cork cushion inside in order to ensure water 
tightness and be packed in a wooden, cardboard or papier mache box as above. 


(ii) Fresh berries or other fruit: Same as liquids. 


(iii) Powders: Powders and all pulverized dry substances may be sent in the manner pre- 
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tibed for liquids or may be enclosed in cases of wood, metal, papier mache or other similar 
material in such a manner as to prevent the escape of the contents. 

___ (iv) Specimens of blood, sputum, etc: Living cultures of any medium, blood in liquid medium, 
blood from fever patients, urines, material for the darkfield examination for syphilis, faeces, sputum, 
all infective body fluids or exudates, etc. must be enclosed in a stoppered or screw covered glass 
_ container. This must be enclosed in an inner tin container together with sufficient absorbent ma- 
_ terial to absorb all the liquid contents in case of breakage which in turn must be enclosed in an 
uter mailing case with a screw cover. 


> (v) General: All materials likely to melt or spill upon breakage must be so packed as to en- 
sure that no grease or liquid will escape through the outer cover should such melting or breakage 
occur. 


es (m) Payment of Postage: Postage should normally be fully prepaid on all letters by means 
of postage stamps affixed to the upper right hand corner of the cover or by the use of licenced 
__ postage impression machines (Section (c}, Chapter II, Part I). 


(a) Insufficient Prepayment : 


(i) Insufficiently prepaid inland letters: Letters upon which the postage has not been fully pre- 
é paid are forwarded to their destinations taxed double the amount of the deficient postage and may 
not be delivered to the addressee until the full amount of the tax has been paid. Postage Due 
_ Stamps to the amount of the tax collected must be affixed to the cover of the letter and cancelled 
before the letter is delivered. Short paid letters which escape attention at the office of posting will 
4 be taxed at the Post Office at which the deficiency is first observed. 


3 (ii) Insufficiently Prepaid Foreign Letters: Insufficiently prepaid letters posted in Newfound- 
_ land for addresses abroad or posted abroad for addresses in Newfoundland are taxed double the 
_ amount of the deficient postage. Currencies are different in almost every country and in order to 
_ avoid confusion the amount to be collected is expressed in centimes at the rate of five centimes to 
one cent. 

* 

__ Some Countries indicate the amount to be collected differently than others but only two methods 
are used. The first is to show merely the amount to be collected in centimes preceeded by:a 
- capital ‘’T’’. For example, if a letter is endorsed ‘’T 10’’ two cents should be collected from the ad- 
: _ dressee before delivery. The other method is to show the number of rates (units of postage) to be 
collected, with the amount to be collected in centimes shown thereunder and preceeded by a capi- 
tal T’’. For example if a letter is endorsed '’T 2/10’’ two cents should be collected. In every case 
bottom figure indicates the amount to be collected in centimes. Short paid letters outward from 
Newfoundland should be endorsed in the former method, ie. ‘’T 10." 

- (ili) Insufficiently prepaid Airmail Letters: Airmail Letters short paid at the Air Mail rate must 
be marked ‘SHORT PAID"’ and forwarded by ordinary surface mail. Where the deficiency is noted 
at the Office of posting every effort must be made to contact the sender in order to have the correct 

amount of postage applied. 


(iv) No indication of prepayment: Normally all mail matter received will have been prepaid 
- in accordance with paragraphs (i) and (ii) above. This does not however apply to newspapers 
_ and periodicals posted at the bulk rate of postage upon which no postage stamp or other indication 
_ of prepayment'appears but which are not, because they have in fact been prepaid, taxed at the 
_ Office of origin. Such items must not be taxed before delivery. 


(0) General Delivery : The addresses of letters addressed for General Delivery, that is, 


ay (p) -"Round-the-World” Letters: Letters sent with the obvious intention of obtaining cancella- 
bs tion marks or of rendering them objects of curiosity or interest are prohibited. Such articles must 
__ be sent to the Dead Letter Office. 


___ ~-(q) Routing of Letters: Senders routing instructions such as ‘Via New York’’ must be ob- 
erved provided that the route indicated is ene normally used by the Post Office for forwarding cor- 
respondence to the destination concerned cad that no undue delay is likely to be caused by using. 
at route. For example: exer! 
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(i) A letter posted in St. John’s addressed to London, England and endorsed by the sender “Via 
New York” is despatched by way of New York. 

(ii) A letter posted in St. John’s addressed to Corner Brook and endorsed by the sender “via 
London, England” is not sent by way of London but direct to its destination. 


Exceptions are made in the case of ‘'Philatelic'’ mails but such mails are given special treat- 
ment by the Post Office and the exceptional routings advertised to the public. 


(r) Letters Mailed on Board Ship: Letters, etc., mailed on a vessel at sea may be prepaid 
by means of Postage Stamps of the country whose flag the ship carries; but letters mailed on a 
vessel in port must be prepaid by stamps of the country to which the port belongs. 


(s) Panel Envelopes: Articles in envelopes with a transparent panel are admitted under the 
following conditions : 


(i) The transparent panel must be parallel to length of the envelope, so that the address of the 
addressee appears in the same direction and the application of the date-stamp is not interfered 
with; 


(ii} The panel must be sufficiently transparent for the address to be perfectly legible, even in 
artificial light, and must take writing; panel envelopes of which the transparent portion reflects arti- 
ficial light are excluded; 


(iii) Only the name and address of the addressee must show through the panel, and the con- 
tents of the envelope must be folded so that the address cannot be obscured, wholly or partly, 
through slipping; 


(iv) The address must be legibly indicated in ink or typewriting; articles addressed in lead 
pencil or copying-ink are not admitted; 


(v) Articles in envelopes entirely transparent or in envelopes with an open panel are not ad- 
mitted. - 


(t) Customs Declaration: Letters containing items subject to Customs control in the country 
of destination must bear a Green Label Customs Declaration. 


Postal Administrations accept no responsibility for customs declarations in whatever form they 
are prepared. 


2. POST CARDS: 
Post cards which do not comply with the following regulations must be treated as letters. 


(a) Material: Post cards must be made of Cardboard or stout paper not less than 1/100 of an 
inch thick and stiff enough to be easily handled. 


(b) Markings: They must bear on the address side the heading "Post Card’. This heading 
is not obligatory for postcards of private manufacture. 


(c) May Not Be Enclosed: Post cards must be sent unenclosed, that is to say, without wrap- 
per or envelope. If enclosed, they must be prepaid at letter rate. ' 


(d) Preparation: The right-hand half at least of the address side is reserved for the address, 
for indications relating to the postal service and for official labels; postage stamps and postal 
franking machine impressions must be placed on the address side and as far as possible, on the 
tight hand half of the card. The sender may make use of the back and of the left-hand half of the 
address side, subject to the provisions below. Only the back of post cards issued by the Post Of 
fice may be used, the address side being used for the address, indications, etc. relating to the Postal 
Service and postage stamps. 


(e) Attachments: It is forbidden to join or attach to a Postcard samples of merchandise or 
similar articles. Nevertheless, illustrations, photographs, stamps of any kind, labels and cuttings of 
any kind, in paper or other very thin substance, as well as address labels or slips to fold back for 
address purposes, may be affixed to them, provided that these articles are not of such nature as to 
alter the character of the post cards, and that they adhere completely to the card. These articles 


may only be affixed to the back or to the left-hand half of the address side of postcards with the - 
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reeeectian of address labels or slips, which may occupy the whole of the address side. Stamps of 
all Se liable to be mistaken for postage stamps may be affixed only to the back. 


re “’Round-the-World” postcards : Postcards with the address side divided in spaces to re- 


atah Post cards acceptable as Printed Matter: Cards, bearing the printed title Post Card” or 
__ “Private Post Card’ may be admitted to both Newfoundland and International mails at printed 
ae matter rate, provided that they do not bear a written or Poe communication, and conform 


(h) May Be Used Only Once: A post card may not be used a second time, even though pre- 
paid by an additional stamp. 

(i) _ Improper or Dunning Post Cards: Post Office Officials must not intentionally read Post 
cards passing through the post but cards, which are so conspicuously improper as to arrest atten- 
tion or the “Dunning” character of which has been made prominent, must be stopped and_ sent 
under cover by first mail to the Secretary, Department of Posts and Telegraphs, St. John’s. 


: (j) Unpaid Post Cards: An unpaid post card or one which is insufficiently prepaid is charged 
on delivery with double the amount of the deficiency. The method of taxing is the same as that 
_ applying to letters. 
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CHAPTER IV 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING, NEWSPAPERS, PRINTED MATTER, ETC. 
1. GENERAL. 


(a) Prepayment of Postage: The Postage on Newspapers, Periodicals, Printed Matter, Com- 
mercial Papers, Samples and Small Packets whether posted for transmission through the Inland or 
International mails should be fully prepaid at time of posting and such items will not be forwarded 
unless at least partially prepaid. 


(b) Insufficiently Prepaid Articles : 5 
Ee 


(i) Newspapers, Periodicals, Printed Matter, Commercial Papers, Samples and Small Packets, 
when no postage whatever has been paid on them will be returned to sender endorsed ‘Returned 
for Postage,’ or to the Dead Letter Office, at St. John’s, if sender's name is not indicated. 


(ii) Provided at least one cent has been paid, such items may be forwarded after being taxed 
double the deficiency which must be collected from the Addressee. After the additional postage 
due received on such articles, whether received from other offices in Newfoundland or abroad, 
has been collected from the addressee ‘Postage Due Stamps’’ must be affixed to the packet and 
cancelled by the Postmaster at the time of delivery. 


(c) Method of Prepayment: Postage should normally be paid on Newspapers, Periodicals, 
Printed Matter, Commercial Papers, Samples and Small Packets by means of postage stamps or by 
the use of licenced Postage Impression Machines (Section (c) Chapter II, Part I}. Arrangements with 
the Department for prepayment of postage in cash may, however, be made in certain cases as fol- 
lows: 


(i) By Newfoundland Publishers for prepayment of postage in cash on Newspapers and Periodi- 
cals mailed to addresses in Newfoundland or Canada; exceptionally, postage on Newspapers and 
Periodicals mailed by Publishers and Newsdealers in Newfoundland enclosed in bags addressed 
to Newsdealers in Great Britain may be prepaid in cash; 


Publishers must prepay separately postage on Newspapers and Periodicals to other countries 
by affixing postage stamps; 


(ii) By Newsdealers for prepayment of postage in cash on British and Foreign Newspapers and 
Periodicals mailed to regular subscribers in Newfoundland; 


(iii) By firms, Agencies and individuals for prepayment of postage in cash on circulars and 
catalogues mailed in considerable quantities. 


Arrangements for prepayment of postage in cash will be confined to the larger Post Offices and 
payment should be made only by certified cheque drawn for deposit to the credit of the Department 
of Posts and Telegraphs. The weight and numbers must be verified beyond doubt. Circulars 
must be tied in bundles with addressed sides faced all one way and catalogues must be tied in 
neat bundles. 


In order to prevent difficulty in regard to delivery at Offices of destination of Periodicals, Cir- 
culars and Catalogues which do not bear Postage Stamps or Postal Impressions, Postmasters must 
stamp all such matter with the ‘Postage Paid’’ stamp issued by the Department for that purpose. 
This does not apply to Newspapers posted by Newfoundland Publishers as in (i) above. 


(d) Transmission otherwise than through the Post: Although provision is made for forward- 
ing newspapers through the post, it is not compulsory on any one to employ this mode of transmis- 
sion; everything except letters and circulars may be sent in any other way. 


(e) Panel Envelopes: Articles in envelopes with a transparent panel are admitted under the 
following conditions : 


(i) The trumsparent panel must be parallel to the length of the envelope, so that the address of 
the addressee appears in the same direction and the application of the date-stamp is not interfered 
with; 


(ii) The panel must be sufficiently transparent for the address to be perfectly legible, even in 
artificial light, and must take writing; panel envelopes of which the transparent portion reflects arti- 
ficial light are excluded; 


» 
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(iii) Only the name and address of the addressee must show through the panel, and the con- 
tents of the envelope must be folded so that the address cannot be obscured, wholly or partly, 
through slipping; 


(iv) The address must be legibly indicated in ink or typewriting; articles addressed in lead 
pencil or copying ink are not admitted; 


(v) Articles in envelopes entirely transparent or in envelopes with an open panel are not ad- 
mitted. 


2. NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS. 


(a) General Conditions : “In posting newspaper packets the following conditions must be ob- 
served 


(i) The cover, if it has one, must be open at both ends, and must admit of the withdrawal of 
the paper for the purpose of examination. 


(ii) The packet must not contain any enclosure liable to a higher rate. 


(iii) It must have no writing thereon but the name and address of the person to whom sent and 
if desired, the name or initials of the sender; objection is not made, however, to simple marks 
calling the attention of the person addressed to any particular paragraph or advertisement, pro- 
vided that such marks are not of the nature of a letter. 


(iv) In all cases articles must be made up in such a manner that there is no risk of their en- 
trapping other articles. 


(b) Make-Up by Publishers : 


(i) Printers and publishers must, in order to avail of the bulk rate, send their papers to the Post 
Office put up in a manner to admit of their being readily sorted and if necessary, withdrawn from 
their covers for examination. 


(ii) Except in cases where only one copy is being sent to the Post Office of destination, single 
copies must not be posted. When, in accordance with this paragraph, single copies are posted 
they must be properly and sufficiently folded in order to admit of their being readily sorted, with 
one movement of the hand, into a call box or General Delivery pigeon hole at the Office of destina- 
tion. Individual copies of newspapers must be folded by the publishers to a size not exceeding one 
eighth of the full double sheet in order to have them accepted for transmission at the bulk rate. 


(iii) When two or more newspapers or periodicals are being sent to the same post town they 
must be made, by the publishers, into one or more packages wrapped in strong paper which must 
be plainly addressed to the Post Office of destination. Each such package may contain several 
newspapers or periodicals addressed to the same or different individuals provided that all the papers 
enclosed are for delivery from the same Post Office. 


(iv) Individual papers and packages referred to in (ii) and (iii) above should be conveyed to 
the Post Office of origin in bags. Where there are sufficient bundles for any one place to fill one 
or more bags all bundles for that place should be enclosed exclusively in the same bag or bags 
which should be labelled with the name of the Post Office of destination. 


(v) Periodicals or Newspapers in the form of periodicals may be forwarded in packages in flat 
form, in rolls, or folded lengthwise as may be found most convenient to publishers. 


(vi) Newspapers and periodicals must be legibly addressed. It is recommended that address 
labels be yellow, straw coloured, buff or of light shade of green. The address should be printed 
in clear bold type or be clearly typewritten or legibly written. The labels or printing should be af- 
fixed or impressed on the paper or wrapper towards the upper right hand corner in such a manner 
as to be readily observed by Post Office employees. 


(vii) Newspapers and periodicals not posted in accordance with the foregoing will be charged 
for at the rate of one cent for four ounces per individual item. 


(c) Mailed in Interest of Advertisers, etc.: Copies of newspapers mailed to addresses furnish- 
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ed by advertisers or to persons whose subscriptions have been paid in whole or in part by interest 
ed parties, or marked copies, cannot be considered as addressed to bona fide subscribers, or as 
specimen copies, but are liable to the rate of one cent for each four ounces or fraction thereof to 
each separate address. Copies of each issue of a newspaper sent to advertisers whose advertise- 
ments appear in that issue (one copy to each advertiser) as proof of the insertion of the advertise- 
ment will, however, be accepted for transmission at the bulk rate. 


(a) Enclosures: Newspapers and Periodicals printed and published in Newfoundland when 
posted by the Publishers at the Office of Publication may contain one only of the following en- 
closures : 


(i) Supplement—which must bear the same date as the number to which it belongs. For this 
purpose a supplement must consist of late news not inserted in the number for want of space in 
that number and must not be meant for another distinct and separate object or use. Matter printed 
elsewhere than at the office of publication, to be used as supplement to various newspapers for the 
purpose of securing circulation to advertisement of private business or for any other purpose, cannot 
be used as supplements, though containing Hterary matter. 


(ii) Accounts and receipts sent from the Office of Publication to the subscribers, also printed 
circulars soliciting subscriptions which must be brief and of the most simple character, and printed 
envelopes addressed to the publishing office. Printed circulars permitted to pass as enclosures 
must be confined to a bare invitation to subscribe or to renew subscription to the paper. No re- 
ference to the features of the paper nor to premiums will be permitted. The accounts and receipts 
must be in such form as to convey no other information than the name, place of publication, sub- 
scription price of the publication to which they refer, and the subscription due thereon. 


No enclosures, other than those specified above, are permitted in Newspapers or Periodicals, 
mailed by the Publisher and if enclosures other than those authorized in (i) and (ii) are found Pub- 
lishers will be required to pay postage on the newspaper or periodical by affixing postage stamps 
at the rate of one cent per four ounces on each separately addressed item. 


(e) Letters or Goods Enclosed: If a newspaper packet posted in Newfoundland or elsewhere 
is found to contain a letter or any writing intended to serve the purpose of a letter, or any en- 
closure which is subject to a higher rate of postage than the newspaper rate or if it contravenes any 
of the foregoing regulations, such a communication or article is to be left in the packet which is to 
be forwarded to destination after the wrapper has been marked with the words ‘Letter enclosed’ 
or '’Goods enclosed’’, with a charge of double the postage to which the letter or article would have 
been liable, if it had been mailed separately. 


If a newspaper packet mailed abroad is found to contain goods liable to Customs Duty, the 
wrapper must be endorsed: ‘’Goods Enclosed—For Customs Examination’’ and returned to the 
Parcel Post Exchange Office at St. John’s. 


(f) Redirection: Newspapers and Periodicals except those mailed by the publishers at bulk 
rate, may be re-directed without additional charges provided they are handed back to the Post 
Office at the moment of delivery or as soon as possible thereafter. For redirection on change of 
address see Section 1 (d) Chapter III, Part II. 


(g) Delivery: Newspapers and Periodicals must be retained at the Office of destination for 
thirty days before being considered as undeliverable. 


(h) Non-delivery : 


(i) Newspapers and periodicals mailed in Newfoundland, except those mailed by publishers 
and newsdealers to bona fide subscribers, will be destroyed or otherwise disposed of unless they 
bear a direct request on the cover for return to the sender in which case they will be returned 
direct to the sender. 


(ii) Newspapers and Periodicals mailed by publishers and newsdealers in Newfoundland to 
bona fide subscribers, when undilerable or refused, must be so marked by the Postmaster at the Of 
.tice of destination and returned to the publisher. 


If a publisher or newsdealer in Newfoundland continues to send copies of a publication, after 
having been given sufficient time to discontinue sending the publication, the postmaster at the office 
of publication must be notified and the publication to this address will be refused acceptance, and 
the publisher will be given the reason for non-acceptance. 


(iii) All undelivered and refused newspapers and periodicals received from abroad (except from 
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_ Great Britain) will be destroyed, or otherwise disposed of, unless they bear a direct request for re- 
turn to the sender in which case they are returned direct to sender if originating in Canada or the 
_ United States, or to the Dead Letter Office at St. John’s if originating in another country. 


; _ (iv) All undeliverable and refused newspapers and periodicals originating in Great Britain must 
_ be returned direct to the senders, if the name of the sender is indicated on the cover, or destroyed 
or otherwise disposed of, if the cover bears no indication as to the sender. 

; (v) In all cases the cover of the newspaper or periodical must be endorsed with the reason for 
return. 


{ Ui ease 
In destroying or disposing of undelivered and refused newspapers, the following rules must be 
strictly observed : 


(i) No paper is to be dealt with, under the authority above given, until the Postmaster has fully 
satisfied himself that it cannot be delivered at his office. 


(ii) Every address is to be carefully examined to make sure that the paper is not intended for de- 
livery through some other office. In the latter case it should be re-forwarded to destination. 


(iii) Extreme care is to be exercised to prevent written or printed addresses on undelivered 
papers passing out of the Post Office. If the papers in question are not entirely destroyed all ad- 
dresses should be removed and destroyed separately. { 


(iv) Every packet is to be examined to see that it does not contain a letter, goods, or some other 
item of value. In that case the article must be returned to the Dead Letter Office with a covering 
report. 


(i) Insufficiently Addressed: Newspapers and Periodicals insufficiently addressed must be 
returned to the sender by the office of mailing. 

(j) Caution to Postmasters: Postmasters are strictly forbidden to read newspapers passing 
through their offices and addressed to other persons or to allow them to be read by third parties. 


_ 3. INLAND PRINTED MATTER AND SMALL PACKETS. 


(a) Addresses: Packets of Inland Printed Matter and Small Packets, when mailed in New- 
foundland for delivery in Newfoundland, must be fully addressed except in the following cases: 


j (i) Circulars, Catalogues and Samples, duly prepaid, may be posted addressed simply ‘’House- 
holder’’. without the name of any person or indication of street or number and it will be the duty 
of Postmasters to see that, so far as the supply permits, the circulars or other articles thus addressed 
are delivered to every householder served by letter carrier, to every boxholder and every family 
receiving mail through the General Delivery. 


(ii) The Department will also authorise the mailing of the above matter put up in securely tied 
packages with address labels attached on which are indicated the names of the Post Offices, and 
the number of pieces included in each package with postage calculated on each article enclosed 
prepaid by means of postage stamps affixed by the sender to the address labels. Arrangements 
may be made to prepay postage in cash. Each item of mail matter so put up in lots for transmis- 
sion by post must be of uniform weight and the Postmaster of the Office of mailing must verify be- 
_ yond doubt the number of items contained in each package and that proper postage has been pre- 
paid thereon and must also see that the stamps are effectively cancelled. The Postmaster at the 
Office of destination will make delivery as in (i) above. 


(b) Enclosures : 


(i) No packet of printed or miscellaneous matter may contain any letter open or sealed, or any 
writing intended to serve the purpose of a letter, or any sealed enclosure whatever. In the case of 
_ book packets, however, entries merely stating who sends the book, etc., or to whom it is given, are 
not regarded as correspondence. 


(ii) In cases where the sender especially desires that a letter relating to a package (samples, 
_ printed matter, etc.) sent by post should reach the addressee at the same time as the package, he 
may prepay the letter at letter rate postage, attach it to the package which must be also prepaid 
_ at the appropriate rate of postage, on condition that he assumes any risk there may be of the letter 
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being delayed on the way or of its being lost through becoming detached. It must be noted that 
when a letter is attached to such a package, both must be intended for delivery at the same address, 
and the attached letter must be prepaid at letter rate. A Postmaster accepting a packet with a 
letter attached must satisfy himself that each item is correctly prepaid and must effectively cancel 
all the postage stamps. 


(iii) If a packet of printed or miscellaneous matter posted in Newfoundland or elsewhere {s 
found to contain a letter or any writing intended to serve the purpose of a letter or any enclosure 
which is subject to a higher rate of postage such communication or article is to be left in the pac- 
ket which is to be forwarded to destination after the wrapper has been marked with the words 
“Letter enclosed’’ or ‘‘Goods enclosed” with a charge of double the postage to which the letter or 
article would have been liable if it had been mailed separately. 


It is the duty of Postmasters, whenever they have ground for suspecting an infringement of 
any of the above conditions to open and examine packets passing through their Offices. 


(c) Re-direction : 


(i) Printed Matter, etc., when redirected is not liable to any additional postage if handed back 
to the Post Office with a changed address at the moment of delivery or as soon as possible there- 
after. 


(ii) For redirection on change of address see Section I (d) Chapter III, Part II. 


(iii) Printed Matter, etc., which has been returned to the sender for the correction or completion 
of the address is not, when posted with a corrected or completed address, considered as a re-direct- 
ed item, and is liable to fresh postage and should be enclosed in a fresh cover. 


(d) Delivery: Printed Matter, etc. must be delivered to the addressee or his accredited re- 
presentative and must not be considered as undeliverable unless refused or not called for within a 
period of thirty days. 


(e) Non-delivery: All undelivered or refused packets of Printed Matter, etc., (except News- 
papers and Periodicals) mailed in Newfoundland must be returned to senders direct. If the sender 
is unknown the packet must be returned to the Dead Letter Office, St. John’s. In either case the 
packet must be endorsed with the reason for non-delivery. 


4, FOREIGN PRINTED MATTER (EXCEPT NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS), COMMERCIAL 
PAPERS, SAMPLES AND SMALL PACKETS. 


(a) Mixed Package: Commercial papers, Samples and Printed matter to any country in the 
Postal Union may be enclosed in one package up to the aggregate weight of four pounds six ounces, 
provided that the weight of each class of matter does not exceed that which might be allowed if it 
were despatched separately. If a packet contains commercial papers there must be a minimum 
prepayment of 5 cents, and if it contains samples without commercial papers, a minimum payment 
of 2 cents. 


(b) Re-direction: Commercial Papers, Samples, Printed Matter and Small Packets received 
from countries abroad may be redirected in Newfoundland without extra charge if handed back to 
the Post Office with a changed address at the moment of delivery or as soon as possible thereatter. 


(c) Delivery: Printed Matter, etc., must be delivered to the addressee or his accredited re- 
presentative and must not be considered as undeliverable unless refused or not called for within a 
period of thirty days. 


(d) Non-Delivery: Printed Matter (except Newspapers and Periodicals), Commercial Papers, 
Samples and Small Packets received from offices in Canada, United States or Great Britain will be 
returned direct to the sender if refused or undeliverable. If the sender’s name is unknown the item 
must be sent to the Dead Letter Office at St. John’s. 


All such items received from other Foreign countries must be returned to the Dead Letter Office, 
St. John’s if refused or undeliverable. Such articles must be retained for thirty days at the office of 
destination and in all cases the covers must be endorsed with the reason for non-delivery. 
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CHAPTER V 


REGISTRATION 
1, GENERAL. 


(a) Procedure: A person wishing to send an item by registered post must hand it over the 
Counter to an Official of the Post Office. On no account should it be posted in a drop box. The 
Post Office Official receiving the item must prepare and pass to the Customer a numbered receipt. 
Postmasters MUST deliver the receipt in due form and at the moment of acceptance, for every ar- 
ticle they register. Postmasters are not authorized to place receipts for registered articles in the 
post office box of the sender of the article, or otherwise to defer delivering them. A label bearing 
the same number as the receipt must then be affixed to the upper left hand corner of the address 
side of the item and the item placed in a safe until the time comes for its despatch. In Offices 
where-nho gummed labels are supplied an impression of a rubber registration stamp must be made 
in the upper left hand corner and the number written carefully in ink. 


Upon receipt at its destination a registered item is delivered to the addressee or his authorized 
agent and a receipt must be obtained from the person taking delivery. Registered correspondence 
addressed to a deceased person may be delivered to the legal representative of the deceased 
except in the case of letters from the Pensions Branch of the Department of Finance or Public Health 
and Welfare or letters specially endorsed for return to sender should the addressee be deceased. 


(b) Make-Up: Letters and Letter Packets sent by registered mail (Ordinary or Air Mail) must 
be firmly and neatly sealed and must not show any sign of having been opened and re-sealed 
before posting. They should be contained in envelopes or packages marked on the front and back 
with a blue cross running the full length and depth of the cover. Items registered without such a 
cross must be so marked by the Official accepting them for registration. 


Printed papers, samples, small packets, etc. sent by registered post must be packed in the same 
manner as if they were being sent by ordinary post. 


(c) Address: No article addressed to initials or to a fictitious name can be registered. This 
prohibition however, does not extend to articles addressed in addition to the care of a person or 
firm, post office box or street number. 


No article addressed in pencil, except copying-ink pencil may be registered. 


(d) Postmarking: Registered letters and all registered articles must be postmarked with 
special care both by the despatching and the receiving office, and also by any intermediate office 
through which they may pass. The despatching office should place a distinct impression of its date 
stamp twice upon the flap of the envelope, so that the date-stamp will be partly on the edge of the 
flap and partly on the envelope at the point where the sealed edges meet. Each intermediate of- 
fice of destination must date-stamp the letter partly on the flap and partly on the outer part of the 
envelope. 


(e) Insufficiently Prepaid: Unpaid or insufficiently prepaid registered articles are subject to 
a tax of single the deficiency as regards postage and registration fee. 


({) Compulsory Registration: Coin transmitted in the Inland Mail Service must be registered 


(g) Cessation of Responsibility: Registers may be delivered only to the addressee or to a 
person specially or generally authorized or to a member of the business premises or household in 
care of which the register is addressed. In the event of the addressee’s being deceased the re- 
gistered item may be delivered only to the legal representative of the deceased. In all cascs a 
signed receipt must be obtained. 


(h) Recovery of Lost Registers: If a registered item considered as lost is subsequently found 


. the sender may take possession of the articles against repayment of the compensation paid. 


2. INLAND REGISTRATION. 


(a) Definition: All classes of mail matter (with the exception of parcels prepaid at parcel 
post rates) sent by post within Newfoundland may be registered upon payment of a registration fee 
of five cents by postage stamps affixed to the item and the attention of the public must be drawn 
to the fact that it is advisable to register all letters or packets containing money or other valuable 
articles. 


56 


(b) Advice of Reception: Persons desiring to obtain proof of delivery of an item sent by re- 
gistered mail may do so by obtaining an Advice of Reception Card and paying, in addition to the 
regular postage and registration, a fee of five cents in postage stamps. This may be done at the 
time of posting or at any time thereafter. The Advice of Reception Card must be completed to show 
the name and address of the sender as well as that of the addressee. 


(i) If it is obtained at the time of posting the card must be securely attached to the letter and 
the signature of the addressee or his agent obtained at the time of delivery. The additional 
postage must, in such cases be affixed to the letter and the indication '’A.R.’’ stamped or written on 
the address side of the envelope. 


(ii) If obtained after posting the Advice of Reception Card together with the proper enquiry 
form 1411, upon which the required particulars have been shown, must be sent by first mail to the 
Chief Inspector, St. John's. Postage stamps to the value of five cents must be affixed to the enquiry 
form in the space provided and effectively cancelled by the Postmaster. In such cases the records 
are examined to determine the disposal of the registered item and the addressee asked to sign 
the Advice of Reception Card. In all cases the Advice of Reception Card must be returned to 
sender by ordinary mail. 


(iii) Should the addressee of a registered item in respect of which an Advice of Reception has 
been requested by the sender refuse to sign the A.R. Card delivery must not be withheld or delayed. 
The item must be delivered and the delivering official, after having filled in the particulars of de- 
livery including the name of the person taking delivery, should write on the back of the card ‘’Ad- 
dressee refuses signature.’’ Whether or not the addressee signs the A.R. Card, he must be re- 
quired to sign the regular registration recefpt. 


(iv) Should an Advice of Reception Card fail to be returned to the Sender within a reasonable 
time a second may be forwarded through the Chief Inspector without additional cost to the Sender. 


(c) Compensation for Loss: The Department will pay the sender of an inland registered item 
for the entire loss of such item while in its custody, the exact value of its contents, provided that 
such value does not exceed twenty five dollars. 


Indemnity for damage or partial loss will be allowed only where it can be clearly shown that 
the damage or partial loss was due to mishandling in the Post Office Service and is not attributable 
to the failure of the sender so to pack the item that it could reasonably be expected to permit of 
normal handling and to withstand the weight of mails likely to be piled upon it. 


Compensation will not be paid in respect of: 


(i) | Any packet which has been lost through a cause beyond control where no question of neg- 
ligence arises, e.g. a loss due to an act of God or of the King’s enemies; 


(ii) Any packet which cannot be accounted for because of the loss of official records through 
a cause beyond control, provided that responsibility cannot be proved otherwise; 


(iii) Any packet containing a prohibited article; 
(iv) Any packet in respect of which a claim is not made within a year of the date of posting; 
(v) An article on which the registration fee has not been paid; 


(vi) Loss or damage through any cause in respect of which exemption from legal liability may 
be claimed by a common carrier; 


(vii) Damage to articles of a fragile nature except in those cases in which the article is con- 
spicuously marked ‘’Fragile—with care’’; 


(viii) Damage to an article containing glass, semi-liquids, or any articles of an exceptionally 
fragile nature; : 


(ix) Injury or damage consequential upon, that is, indirectly arising from loss, damage, delay, 
non-delivery or misdelivery of any registered article. 


(x) Loss or damage for which indemnity has been or is due to be paid otherwise than by the 
Post Office unless the amount so received or to be received is less than the actual value of the 
article in which case the sender may be paid the difference between the amount received or to 
be received and the value of the article provided that such amount may not exceed twenty-five 


dollars.

In case of damage, the article must be submitted for the purpose of enquiry, as nearly as pos- 
sible in the state in which it was delivered. If complaint is made that the contents have been ab- 
stracted, the cover must be submitted. 


3, FOREIGN REGISTRATION. 


(a) Definition: With exception of parcels prepaid at Parcel Post rates all classes of matter 
addressed to Postal Union countries and included in the regular mails may be registered on pay- 
ment by postage stamps of a registration fee of ten cents in addition to ordinary postage. 


(b) Advice of Reception: 


(i) The sender of a registered article addressed to any Postal Union country may obtain an ac- 
knowledgement of its receipt by the addressee or his authorized representative at a cost of five 
cents in addition to the ordinary postage and registration fee. In calculating the postage rate on 
a registered article in respect of which an advice of delivery is requested, the weight of the ‘’A.R.”’ 
form must not, except in the case of Airmail items, be taken into consideration. The printed card 
of acknowledgement will be filled in by the sender at the office at which the article is posted, and 
a stamp or stamps to the value of five cents affixed thereto. This card is then to be securely at- 
tached to the registered article and will go forward with it. The indication '’A.R,"" (Advice of Re- 
ception) must be marked on the address side of the registered article and the sender’s name and 
address in Roman characters must also appear on the outside of the registered article. The post- 
master of the Office of delivery will fill in the date of delivery to the addressee and having ob- 
his signature to the card and having signed it himself will return it without cover by ordinary mail, 
direct to the sender free of postage. 


(ii) When the sender applies for an Advice of Reception after the article has been posted the 
Postmaster at the Office of Origin, upon production of receipt by the sender, fills up an Advice of 
Reception Card and attaches it to an enquiry form 1411 on which is shown the registered particulars. 
A Postage Stamp representing the Advice of Reception fee of five cents must be affixed to this form 
and the form and the A.R, card forwarded to the Chief Inspector, St. John's. 


(iii) Should the addressee of a registered item in respect of which an Advice of Reception has 
“been requested by the sender refuse to sign the A.R. Card, delivery must not be withheld or de- 
layed. The item must be delivered and the delivering official, after having filled in the particulars 
of delivery including the name of the person taking delivery, should write on the back of the card 
"Addressee refuses signature.’’ Whether or not the addressee signs the ‘’A.R.’’ card he must be 
required to sign the regular registration receipt. 


(iv) Should an Advice of Reception Card fail to be returned to the Sender within a reasonable 
time a second may be forwarded through the Chief Inspector without additional cost to the sender. 


(c) Compensation for Loss: In case of the entire loss of a registered article sent from New- 
foundland to another country of the Postal Union (except in cases mentioned below) the sender is en- 
titled to an indemnity not exceeding ten dollars. In the case of registered items addressed to the 
United States (including Alaska, Guam, Hawii, Panama Canal Zone, Puerto Rico and U.S. Virgin 
Islands) a maximum indemnity of twenty-five dollars is allowed. 


Compensation will not be paid: 
(i) In circumstances beyond control; 


(ii) When a packet cannot be accounted for because of the loss of Official Records through a 
cause beyond control, provided that responsibility cannot be proved otherwise; 


(iii) When a packet contained prohibited articles; 
(iv) When the sender has not made any application within the period of one year; 
(v) When a packet is seized by Customs Authorities. 


The Department is not legally liable to pay compensation in respect of a registered item lost in 
another Country. The final decision upon the question of payment rests with the Postal Adminis- 
tration of the Country in which the item was lost. 


(d) Compensation for Damage or Partial Loss: Compensation will not be paid in respect of 
damage to or loss of all or part of the contents of a registered article sent from Newfoundland to 


another country. 
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CHAPTER VI 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING PARCEL POST 
1. GENERAL. 


(a) Prepayment of Postage: The Postage on Parcel Post Packets must be prepaid by means 
of Postage Stamps securely affixed to the parcels. 


(b) Address: Each parcel must be plainly addressed and the address must include the name 
and full address of the person for whom the parcel is intended. The Sender's name must appear 
inside the parcel and on the cover but must be kept distinct. It is important that the address 
should be plainly written on the parcel itself as well as on any tied-on label, as such labels fre- 
quently become detached from the parcel proper. 

(c) Enclosures: A parcel may contain invoices, accounts, and written or typewritten corres- 
pondence provided they relate exclusively to the contents of such parcel; it is also permitted to en- 
close a card or slip of paper giving in a brief manner necessary directions for the identification or 
treatment of the article or articles contained in the parcel. Care must be taken not to abuse this 
privilege by converting such notes or marks, designed solely for the facilities of business between 
the sender and addressee, into what might properly be termed a letter. When a parcel is found to 
contain a letter or any writing which does not relate wholly to the contents of the parcel and is in- 
tended to serve the purpose of a letter in the ordinary sense, such communication is to be left in the 
parcel and the parcel is to be forwarded to destination, after the wrapper has been marked with 
the words ‘'Letter Enclosed'’ and with a charge of double the postage to which the letter would have 
been liable if it had been mailed separately. 

(d) Prohibitions: Parcel Post Packets are subject to the general prohibitory regulations ex- 
cluding from the mails everything liable to destroy, deface or otherwise damage the other con- 
tents of the mail bags. or injure the person of any officer or servant of the Post Office. See also 
Section 9 (e) Chapter I and Section 9 (d) Chapter II. 


(e) Delivery: A Parcel must be delivered to the addressee or his accredited agent. The 
responsibility of the Department ends when the parcel has been so delivered. 


(f) Return Postage Required: After a parcel has been delivered to the person to whom it is 
addressed it cannot be returned to the sender, UNLESS THE PERSON RETURNING IT PAYS THE 
NECESSARY RETURN POSTAGE. 


2. PACKING. 


Parcels must be securely packed but in such a manner as to admit of easy examination. 
Liquids, oils or fatty substances must be put up in accordance with the following regulations. 


(a) Liquids: When in glass bottles or vials, the bottles or vials must be strong enough to stand the 
shock of handling in the mails, and must be enclosed in a wooden, heavy cardboard or papier 
mache box not less than three-sixteenths of an inch thick in the thinnest part, strong enough to sup- 
port the weight of mails piled in bags and withstand handling in the mails; and there must be pro- 
vided between the bottle and its outer case a cushion of cotton or spongy material sufficient to ab- 
sorb all the liquid should the bottle become broken. When enclosed in a metal container such con- 
tainer should have a screw lid with a rubber or cork cushion inside in order to ensure watertight- 
ness and be packed in a wooden, cardboard or papier mache box as above. 


(b) Fresh Berries or Other Fruit: Same as liquids. 


(c) Powders: Powders and all pulverized dry substances may be sent in the manner pre- 
scribed for liquids or may be enclosed in cases of wood, metal, papier mache or other similar ma- 
terial in such a manner as to prevent the escape of the contents. 


(d) Specimens of Blood, Sputum, Etc.: Living cultures on any medium, blood in liquid medium, 
blood from fever patients, urine, material for the darkfield examination for syphillis, faeces, sputum, 
all infective body fluids or exudates, etc. must be enclosed in a stoppered or screw covered glass 
container. This must be enclosed in an inner tin container together with sufficient absorbent material 
to absorb all the liquid contents in case of breakage which in turn must be enclosed in an outer 
mailing case with a screw cover. 
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(e) General: 


(i) All materials likely to melt or spill upon breakage must be so packed as to ensure that no 
grease or liquid will escape through the outer cover should such melting or breakage occur. 


(ii) Fish, game, meat, vegetables, etc., should be well packed and marked '’Perishable.”’ 


(iii) Butter, lard, grease, and other liquifiable substances must be packed in strong leak-proof 
containers. 


(iv) Parcels containing goods likely to spoil within the time reasonably required for transpor- 
tation and delivery must not be accepted for mailing. 


(f) Caution to Postmasters: Postmasters must exercise the greatest possible care to see that 
all parcels accepted for transmission by parcel post conform in every particular to the requirements 
of these regulations. This applies with special force to parcels containing perishable or fragile ar- 
ticles. 


3. INLAND PARCEL POST. 


(a) Admissable Articles: Articles of mail matter acceptable at parcel post rates include the 
farm and factory products, merchandise of all description such as dry goods, groceries, hardware, 
confectionery, stationery (including blank books, etc.), seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots, bedding plants 
and all other matter the transmission of which by letter mail is not compulsory, and which is not ex- 
cluded from the mails by the general prohibitions with respect to objectionable matter. 


Packets consisting of printed matter may be mailed at parcel post rates. 


Parcels containing intoxicating liquors or explosives are expressly prohibited. 


(b) Insufficiently prepaid Parcels: Parcels on which insufficient postage has been paid must 
not be forwarded. They must, instead, be held in the office of posting and the sender notified as to 
the additional postage due. Should the sender decline to pay the additional postage the parcel 
will be returned to him but the postage paid, if any, will not be refunded. In cases where the 
sender is not known, insufficiently prepaid parcels must be forwarded to the Parcel Post Exchange 
Office at St. John’s for disposal. All such parcels must be endorsed ‘‘Short paid—sender un- 
known.” 


(c)__Re-Forwarding of Parcels: Parcels posted in Newfoundland may be reforwarded to ad- 
dresses in Newfoundland in the same manner and under the same conditions as letters and other 
items. 


Any parcel which is received addressed to a person who has left Newfoundland, and the name 
and address of the sender are shown on the wrapper must be endorsed, ‘’Undelivered—Party left 
the country,” and returned direct to the sender. If the name and address of the sender are not 
» shown, the same endorsement must be made and the parcel forwarded to the Parcel Post Exchange 
Office, St. John’s for return to the sender. 


(d) Non-Delivery: Should an inland parcel be refused by the addressee or, for any cause, 
remain undelivered it must, if the name and address of the sender are known, be returned direct to 
him without additional postage. If the name and address of the sender are not known the parcel 
must be forwarded to the Dead Letter Office, St. John’s. If the name of the sender cannot be as- 
certained and the parcel is not applied for within three months the parcel may be disposed of as 
the Secretary may direct. 


4. FOREIGN PARCEL POST. 


(a) Admissable Articles: The Section on International Mails, Rates and conditions shows the 
articles specially prohibited from importation by parcel post under the regulations of the various 
countries, and this should always be consulted before any parcels are accepted for transmission by 
parcel post to places abroad. The list of articles prohibited for export from Newfoundland, Section 
9 (d), Chapter II, Part IJ, must also be consulted. 


(b) Insufficiently Prepaid Parcels: Every parcel, when first posted must be fully prepaid. 
Parcels on which insufficient postage has been paid must not be forwarded. They must, instead be 
held in the Office of posting and the sender notified as to the additional postage due. Should the 
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sender decline to pay the additional postage the parcel must be returned to him but the postage 
paid, if any, will not be refunded. In cases where the sender is not known insufficiently prepaid 
parcels must be forwarded to the Parcel Post Exchange Office at St. John’s for disposal. 


Should any parcel posted abroad be found on receipt in Newfoundland to be short paid the 
deficiency in postage will be charged on it by the receiving Office and collected on delivery at the 
Office of destination. 


(c) Re-Forwarding of Parcels : 


(i) Parcels received from other countries may be reforwarded to addresses in Newfoundland 
free of charge. 


(ii) Parcels received from other countries may be redirected to the addressee at another address 
in the country of origin if the person authorizing the re-direction prepays full return postage equal 
to the postage which would have been paid had the parcel been posted originally in Newfoundland 
or gives a written guarantee that such return postage will be paid. Such parcels may also be re- 
directed to another address in the country of origin if the addressee has left written instructions to 
this effect with the Postmaster. 


(iii) Parcels received from other countries may be re-directed to a third country only if the per- 
son authorizing the re-direction prepays full forwarding postage equal to the postage which would 
have been paid had the parcel been posted originally in Newfoundland. 


(d) Return to Sender: If a parcel received from outside Newfoundland cannot be delivered 
the parce] must be plainly endorsed with the reason for non-delivery such as ''Undelivered—Party 
left the Country’’ and returned to the Parcel Post Exchange Office, St. John’s, for return to the sender 
(in this connection Postmasters should refer to their Accounting Circular for the method of claiming 
credit for any customs duties which might have been charged on the parcel concerned). 


(e) Senders Instructions in Event of Non-delivery: The sender of a parcel addressed to other 
countries may request at the time of posting that if the parce] cannot be delivered as addressed it 
may be either: 


(i) Treated as abandoned; 
(ii) Tendered for delivery at a second address in the country of destination. 


No other alternative is admissible. If the sender avails himself of this facility his request must 
be written on the parcel and must be in the following form: 


"Tf this parcel is undeliverable to the addressee it should be: 


@)iaAfendered:for delivery sto 20h es ie ak Ng ey 
(ii) Considered as abandoned; 


In the absence of a definite request for abandonment a parcel which is undeliverable at the 
original address or at the alternative address, if one is furnished, will be returned to the sender 
without previous notification and at his expense. 


(f) Collection of Returned Postage: On all such parcels returned from foreign countries the 
Postmaster must collect a charge equal to the original postage paid on the parcel when first posted 
in Newfoundland. 


Postage Due Stamps equal to the amount collected must be affixed to the parcel. 


Postmasters must advise the public accordingly when they are posting parcels for other coun- 
tries. Should the sender of any returned parcel refuse to pay the return postage the parcel must be 
returned to the Dead Letter Office with a covering report. 


(g) Customs Declaration: Parcels are subject to Customs regulations, and the sender of each 
parcel is required to. make for Customs purposes upon a special form 1329 which can be obtained 
at any Post Office, an accurate statement of the nature and value of the contents and other par- 
ticulars. Undervaluation of the contents or failure to describe them fully may result in seizure of 
the parcels. The net weight or quantity of the various articles contained in a parcel must, as near- 
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uty, such as in the case of clothing, the material of which it is composed, and whether it fs 
y or has been worn. The address of the parcel and the signature and address of the sender 
ist be entered on the Declaration which must be securely fastened to the parcel. 


rd to length of journey, transit conditions climatic conditions, etc. For some countries special 
inds of packing are required. Particulars in these cases will be found is the section on Inter- 
tional mails, Rates and Conditions, Chapter IX. 
In all cases Liquids, berries and fruit, powders, specimens of blood, sputum, etc., all materials 
lik sly to melt or spill and perishable articles must be packed in accordance with instructions in 
section 2 of this chapter.

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CHAPTER VII 
INSURANCE 


All parcels mailed in Newfoundland to addresses in Newfoundland, Canada, Great Britain or 
United States may be insured subject to the conditions outlined below. Parcels intended for trans- 
mission via Canada and Great Britain, addressed to Foreign Countries to which those countries ex- 
tend insurance may be insured also. Inland small packets, that is, small packets mailed in New- 
foundland to addresses in Newfoundland, may be insured also. Foreign small packets may not 
be insured but may be registered. 


1, GENERAL. 


(a) Mail Matter Admissible to Insurance: Insurance applies only on parcels prepaid at Par- 
cel Post rates and inland small packets, and only items fully prepaid may be insured. 


(b) Extent: Parcels and inland small packets are insured against loss, rifling or damage. 
(c) Must Not be placed in Drop Box: Items for insurance must be tendered at the Post Office 
and must not be dropped into a drop box. 


(d) Prepayment of Fee: The insurance fee must be prepaid by means of postage stamps af- 
fixed to the parcel by the sender. 


(e) Complete Address: Items for insurance must be legibly and fully addressed and must 
bear the name and address of the sender on the cover or on a label securely gummed to the cover 
as well as on any tag attached. 


(f) Packing: Items for insurance must be properly and securely packed to withstand the 
handling which they will necessarily receive in course of post and to prevent injury to either mail 
or persons handling the item during transit. The responsibility for properly preparing a parcel for 
insurance rests with the senders, and the Post Office assumes no liability for loss arising from de- 
fects which may not have been observed at the time of posting. 


(q) Marking: An item for insurance must not bear any “Insured” tag or label or have the 
word ‘‘Insured’’ stamped or written thereon, except when such indicates insurance by the Post Of 
fice. 


(h) Inadmissible as Insured Item: An insured item accepted contrary to regulations or an 
insured parcel addressed to any country to which the insurance system has not been extended, ob- 
served in transit, must be conspicuously endorsed '’Returned, insured contrary to instructions’’ and 
returned to Office of mailing. Such an irregularity must be reported to the Chief Inspector, full par- 
ticulars being furnished. 


2. ACCEPTANCE. 


(a) Description of Contents: Before accepting a parcel for insurance the postmaster must as- 
certain the value of the parcel, check the postage paid and, where necessary, the insurance fee. 
The sender must inform the postmaster the nature of the articles the parcel contains and how they 
have been packed, and on the basis of this information the postmaster must ensure that the insur- 
ance regulations are complied with in all respects. 


(b) Receipt: An insurance receipt, showing the amount for which insurance has been granted 
must be given the sender in every case where a parcel is insured. 


(c) Retention by Postmaster: Parcels accepted for Insurance must not be handed back to the 
sender for any purpose but must be retained by the Postmaster until despatch. 


(d) Date-Stamping, Etc.: The insured parcel must be carefully date-stamped so as to show 
clearly the Office of Mailing and date on which mailed. All stamps both postage and fee, must be 
cancelled. 


(e) Non-Insurance Against Damage: Parcels containing any of the following goods or ar- 
ticles will not be accepted for Insurance against Damage and indemnity will not be given for dam- 
age: Eggs, fish, fruit, vegetables, glass, spectacles, radio tubes, crockery, gramaphone records, 
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articles composed of Dutch silver, cobalt brass or Plaster of Paris; brittle plastics; semi-liquids; 
liquids; grease or any article of an exceptionally fragile or perishable nature. When such articles 
are tendered for insurance, the sender must be advised that the articles are not insurable against 
damage and the parcel and the relative receipt must be endorsed ‘Insured against loss only." 


3. TRANSMISSION. 


(a) Despatch: When the parcel has been accepted for Insurance an Insurance Label must be 
affixed to the parcel and the required details filled in at the time of despatch. The insured item 
must be listed on the bill provided for the purpose, addressed to the Post Office or R.P.O. which 
will next handle it. 


(b) Treatment of Damaged Items: In case a damaged insured parcel is noticed passing 
through the mails, the parcel must be suitably endorsed and the contents secured as far as possible 
against further damage. 


4. DELIVERY. = 

(a) Cessation of Responsibility: Upon receipt at its destination an insured item may be de- 
livered to the addressee or to a person specially or generally authorized or to a member of the 
business premises or household in care of which the insured item is addressed and in all cases a 
signed receipt must be obtained. 


i 


(b) Delivery of Damaged Items: When an insured parcel is noted to be in other than good 
condition, it must be suitably endorsed and enquiry must be made when delivery is being effected 
as to condition of contents. If contents are damaged or missing the addressee should take the en- 
tire parcel to the Postmaster without delay if it is desired to make claim. In such cases the con- 
tainer and wrapper and damaged contents, if any must be handed to the postmaster, who must 
immediately report to the Chief Inspector forwarding exhibits. 


(c)’ Redirection: An insured parcel requiring redirection must be redirected in accordance 
with the general regulations governing the redirection of parcels (See Chapter VI). Insurance is 
continued to a new address within Newfoundland without prepayment of any additional fee, but 
if the parcel is redirected to the addressee in another country an additional insurance fee as well. 
as postage must be paid and an insurance receipt given the agent of the addressee who directs the 
reforwarding. 


(d) Return to Sender: An insured parcel which cannot be delivered is treated in accordance 
with the general regulations governing treatment of undeliverable parcels. (See Chapter VI). 


(e) Enquiries: In all correspondence concerning an insured parcel and in all enquiries, 
tracers, and notices sent out retative thereto, the insurance number, date and place of mailing, 
names and addresses of the sender and addressee of the parcel must be given. 


5. PROHIBITIONS. 


The following articles must not be accepted for insurance, and indemnity for loss and damage 
will not be given. 


~ (a) Inland Post: Money packets, bank notes, coin, bullion, gold dust, gold scrap, jewellers 
filings, unmounted precious stones, bonds and coupons payable to bearer, stocks and other securi- 
ties negotiable by bearer. Such packets should be prepaid at letter rate and registered. 
¥ 


(b) Foreign Post: 


(i) Money Packets, bank notes, coin, bullion, geld dust, bonds and coupons poraite to bearer, 
stocks and other securities negotiable by bearer. 


(ii) All articles of gold or other precious metal for personal use, such as cigarette holders, 
cigarette cases and lighters, vanity cases, card cases, lorgnettes, mesh bags, watches, etc. 


(iii) All articles commonly known as jewelry used for personal adornment, such as rings, 
brooches, tie-pins, chains, cuff-links, dress sets, fobs, bracelets, lockets, necklaces, etc. 


(iv) Precious stones, mounted or unmounted. 


(vy) Fountain pens, Eversharp or similar pencils. 
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(vi) Gold scrap, jeweller’s filings. 


For their own protection senders should be advised to prepay packets containing such pro- 
hibited articles at letter rate and register them. 


6. COMPENSATION. 


(a) Insurance Other Than by Post Office: Indemnity will not be given in cases in which com- 
pensation or reimbursement of any kind has been made or is due to be made otherwise than by 
the Post Office or by any outside firm or corporation whatsoever unless such compensation falls 
short of the actual value of the lost or damaged parcel in which case indemnity up to the amount 
by which such compensation falls short or to the amount for which the parcel is insured, whichever 
is the lesser, will be allowed. 


(b) Indirect Damage: Indemnity will not be given for injury or damage consequential upon, 
i.e., INDIRECTLY arising from loss, damage, delay, non-delivery or mis-delivery of any article sent 
by parcel post. / 


(c) Non-Payment of Fee: Indemnity will not be given in the case of an item on which the insur- 
ance fee has not been paid. i 


(d) Fragile Articles: Indemnity for damage to articles of a fragile nature will not be given. 


(e) Delivery Without External Damage: Indemnity will not as a rule be given for damage to 
any parcel which has been delivered without external trace of injury and has been accepted with- 
out remark or where the relative exhibits have not been produced. 


(f) Common Carrier Exemption: Indemnity may be refused for loss or damage on any ground 
on which exemption from legal.liability may be claimed by a common carrier. 


(g) May Include Postage: Indemnity granted may include the postage if specially requested 
by the claimant but not the fee paid nor will it include any expense incurred in filing a claim. 


(h) Parcels Specially Excepted: Certain countries issue, from time to time, regulations under 
which they decline to accept liability in respect of loss of or damage to certain classes of parcels. 
Such classes of parcels may be accepted for insurance but indemnity will be given only when it is 
proved that the loss or damage occurred in the Newfoundland Post Office. The Public and Post- 
masters are notified by the Secretary from time to time, as to the classes of parcels affected and 
the countries concerned. 


7. APPLICATION FOR COMPENSATION. 


(a) Time Limit: Application for indemnity must be made within twelve months of the date of 
mailing of the parcel. 


(b) Claimant: Compensation will be paid only to the sender of an Insured Parcel or to some 
person designated in writing by him or in the case of his death to his legal representative,

x (e) Charges to be Collected: In specifying charges to be collected the senders may include 
- postage, insurance and C.O.D. Fees paid. 


( Special Prohibitions : 


(i) It is forbidden to send articles C.O.D. which have not been ordered or requested by the ad- 
dressee. 


(ii) The C.O.D. service may not be used for the collection of old accounts and the amount col- 
lected may not include any amount owing to the sender on a previous account. 


(g) Redirection: C.O.D. Parcels are reforwarded without additional postal charges. 


2. ACCEPTANCE. 


‘In accepting articles tendered for inclusion in the C.O.D. service the same details must be fol- 
lowed as in the case of Insured Parcels (see Section 3 Chapter VII). The same restrictions will also 
apply. 


(a) Insurance Compulsory: Insurance of C.O.D. items is compulsory to an amount at least 
equal to that to be collected upon delivery and the appropriate insurance fee must be collected in 
addition to the postage and the C.O.D. fee. A C,O,D, parcel may be insured for an amount in ex- 
cess of the amount to be collected provided that the appropriate insurance fee is paid. The accept 
ing official must be particularly careful to endorse parcels (as well as the relative receipt) containing 
fragile or perishable items ‘Insured against loss only.” 


(b) Fees to be Collected: When an article is accepted for C.O.D. the postage, insurance and 
C.O.D. fees must be carefully checked. 
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(c) Description of Tag: The C.O.D. tag is in four sections and full instructions are printed on 
the back. Part A must be kept by the sender as a receipt; Part B, the advice, must be sent 
separately to the Office of Destination; Part C must be filed by the Despatching Office and Part D 
must be attached securely to the parcel. 


(d) .Filling in of Tag: Particulars as to name and address, amount due sender, amount of in- 
surance, etc., must be filled in in ink by the sender of the article, and the tag must be firmly tied 
onto the parcel through the ring. The Postmaster must check all four sections and if correctly com- 
pleted date stamp each part, and tear off parts A, B, and C along the perforations, Part Di being 
sent attached to the parcel: Part A must be passed to the sender as a receipt, Part B must be 
mailed to the office of destination as a Postcard and Part C must be retained as Office records. 


(e) Markings: In every case the words '’C.O.D. Number’’ must be conspicuously stamped or 
written on the addressed side of the article and the article must be given the same number as the 
C.O.D. tag. A Red Label with the letters ’’C,O,D,"’ in large type must also be placel on the 
C.O.D. article so as to render it more conspicuous. Those markings must be affixed by the sender, 


(f) Date Stamping: The C.O.D. article must be carefully date-stamped and all postage stamps 
cancelled. i 


3. DELIVERY. 


(a) Receipt of Mails: Incoming mails should be carefully examined to ascertain if any C.O.D. 
articles are contained therein. A C.O.D. article may be recognized by the C,O,D, tag attached, by 
fhiowe1©f schicken orthopwmitten! i C1@)D) Nove ares ! 


Generally Part B will arrive in the same mail as the C.O.D. parcel but the non-arrival of Part B 
must not be allowed to delay the delivery of the parcel. 


(b) Delivery to the Addressee on Payment of Charges: Upon the delivery of a C.O.D. the 
Postmaster must collect from the addressee the amount due to be remitted to the sender plus the 
commission on a Money Order to that amount. The person taking delivery must give a receipt by 
signing at line ‘’g’’ on Part B of the C.O.D. tag or on a specially prepared piece of paper should 
Part B not have been received. A Money Order for the amount of the C.O.D. charges must be issued 
immediately payable to the sender of the C.O.D. article showing the addressee as the remitter and 
showing the C.O.D. number in the space provided for that purpose. The Money Order must be sent 
to the sender of the C.O.D. packet in an official envelope marked, in the upper left hand corner, 
“C.O.D." and the receipt for the money order given to the addressee of the parcel. 


(c) Alteration or Cancellation of Charges by Sender: The addressee and the sender may ar- 
range. for the charges to be altered and delivery made accordingly. 


C.O.D. charges may be altered or cancelled by the sender who must file a letter authorizing 
such alteration or cancellation with the Postmaster at the office of mailing. This instruction with 
full particulars as to C.O.D. number, etc., must be forwarded by the Postmaster at the office of mail- 
ing to the Postmaster at the office of address. 


In case telegraphic advice is desired the telegram must be sent by the Postmaster of the office 
of mailing, but must be paid for by the sender of the article. 


Postmasters accepting requests for alteration or cancellation of C.O.D. charges must make sure 
that the request is from the actual sender and in case of doubt should require that the sender’s re- 
ceipt be produced. 


(d) Redirection Procedure: The sender or addressee of a C.O.D. packet may arrange, through 
the Postmaster at office of mailing to have it forwarded to another Post Office in Newfoundland 
The procedure is the same as that which must be followed in connection with the alteration or can 
cellation of the charges. } 


(e) Return to Sender: A C.O.D. parcel must be returned to the sender if the addressee refuses 
to take delivery or if it has not been called for within a period of ten days after due notification 
has been given to the addressee. In this connection Postmasters must use discretion in cases 
where the addressee is away or cannot take delivery for some other reason. When a C.O.D. article 
is returned to the sender the signature of the sender must be obtained on the reverse side of the 
tag in the space reserved for the signature of the sender. A C.O.D. parcel refused by the addressee 
on account of damage or abstraction must be forwarded to the Chief Inspector for return to the 
sender in the same condition as when tendered to the addressee. This will enable the Department 
to have full and accurate particulars of the contents of the article.

Persons desiring to remit more than one hundred 
dollars may purchase as many Money Orders as they may require. Only limited amounts, as may 
be prescribed from time to time by the Foreign Exchange Control Board, may be remitted by any 
one person in any one month by Postal Money Order to the United States. In all cases the ap- 
plicant must fill out an application for Foreign Exchange, which must be signed by both the ap- 
plicant and the Postmaster. 


Owing to a difference in the rate of exchange between the United States and Canadian 


dollar the following exchange table (for use in issuing only) must be used for Money Orders issued 
on the United States.

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(b) Filling in the Money Order: The Money Order Stub, Money Order, Money Order Advice 
and remitter’s receipt must be filled in from the application form. Care must be taken to ensure 
that the figures agree with the written amount and the marginal cut, and also that -the applications 
the order and the coupon advice compare in detail. 


(c) Disposal of Money Order: When completed the order must be handled as follows: 


(i) In the case of orders drawn on offices in Newfoundland, Canada, United States and Jamaica, 
the order with the coupon-advice and remitter’s receipt left thereon must be handed to the purchaser. 


(ii) In the case of orders drawn on offices in THE UNITED KINGDOM AND OTHER FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES the remitter’s receipt only is handed to the purchaser AND THE ORDER WITH 
COUPON-ADVICE LEFT THEREON IS FORWARDED TO: THE MONEY ORDER SECTION, AC- 
COUNTS OFFICE, G.P.O,, ST, JOHN'S BY FIRST MAIL, In every case the full name and complete 
address (giving street and number, town, county and state) must be given on the Coupon-Advice. 


(d) Spoiled Orders: If an error is made in filling out the Money Order form a new order 
must be issued as no alterations or erasures are permitted. The spoiled order with coupon-advice 
and remitter’s receipt left thereon with the word ’SPOILED’’ written across the face of the order 
must be attached to the issue sheet and forwarded to the Chief Accountant, St. John’s. The spoiled 
order must be listed in its proper sequence on the issue sheet and the word ‘‘SPOILED"' written 
against the entry. 


(e) Countries on which Money Orders may be Drawn: For Countries on which Money Orders 
may be issued see under the name of the Country, Chapter IX, Part Il. 


4. PAYING: 


(a) Payee: Money Orders are payable to the persons named therein or to their order and 
must be receipted in ink, by the persons who receive payment, in the same manner as drawn or 
ordered. That is, if the Payee in whose favor the Money Order is made out presents it, the order 
is receipted on payment in the space provided on the front of the form in the same way as the 
name is written on the Order. If the Payee in whose favor the Money Order is made out wishes 
a third party to present it for payment, the payee must write the name of the third party in the 
space on the back of the order provided for ‘Endorsement to third party’’ and sign in the space 
marked ‘‘Payee.” The third party must present the Money Order for payment and receipt it on the 
face of the order in the same way as the name is written in the space ‘Endorsement to third 
party.’’ An order must not be receipted before being presented at the Post Office. 


(b) Identification: Persons who are not known to the Paying Officer must establish their 
identity before orders can be cashed. 


(c) Illiterate Payee: If the payee is illiterate his mark must be obtained and witnessed by 
two other persons. 


(d) Scrutiny of Order: When the person presenting the order has been identified the order 
must be carefully scrutinized to ensure: 


(i) That there are no alterations or erasures; 
(ii) That the amount in figures and the written amount agree on both order and advice; 


(iii) That the amount shown on the order is not greater than the marginal cut. 


If the above conditions are not met, payment must not be made and the matter must be re- 
ferred to the Chief Accountant. When the Chief Accountant has advised the correct amount and 
payee, the payee should be contacted and the order paid as corrected. If the payee wishes the 
confirmation to be made by telegraph it is required that the payee bear the cost of both telegrams. 


(e) Lapsed Money Orders: All Money Orders whether issued in Newfoundland or “outside” 
Newfoundland become lapsed after twelve months from the last day of the-month of issue and 
payment can only be made with the permission of the Chief Accountant. 

‘ 

(f) Repayment of Money Orders: A Money Order (but not Commission) may be repaid by the 
issuing office to the remitter if the order was drawn on an»office in Newfoundland, Canada, the 
United States or Jamaica provided no application has been made for a duplicate order. Repayment 
of Money Orders drawn on all other countries must be authorized by the Chief Accountant. 
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(g) Payment of Money Orders issued in other Countries: The above regulations apply if the 
Money Order was issued in Newfoundland, Canada, United States or Jamaica. Special arrange- 
ments apply to each Money Order issued in Great Britain or other foreign countries. 


(h) Payable at any Money Order Office or Bank: Money Orders issued in Newfoundland, 
Canada, United States or Jamaica for payment in Newfoundland may be cashed at any Bank or 
Money Order Post Office, if presented, within one month from the date of issue. After one month 
from the date of issue such Money Orders are payable only at the Office named in the Order as 
the Paying Office or they may be repaid at the office of issue. When an Order, more than one 
month old, is presented at an office other than the Paying or Issuing Office, the Postmaster at the 
Office at which the order is presented for payment must obtain authority for payment from the 
Chief Accountant. 


5. GENERAL REGULATIONS : 


(a) Enquiries: Enquiries respecting payment of Money Orders must be conducted between 
the senders and the payees of the orders at their own expense. When it becomes a matter to be 
taken up with the Post Office Department correspondence in connection with Money Order enquiries 
should be conducted with the Chief Accountant, Department of Posts and Telegraphs, St. John’s, 
through the Postmaster. 


(b) Delay in Payment of Money Orders: No application for compensation for alleged injury 
because of the non payment of the Money Order at the expected time can be considered. 


(c) Cessation of Responsibility: After once paying the Money Order to the proper party, the 
Department is not liable for any further claim. 


(d) Time Limit for Enquiries: A complaint regarding the wrong payment of a Money Order 
will not be considered unless made within one year from the date of payment of the Order in 
question. 


(e) Duplicate Orders: Money Orders lost or destroyed are replaced by duplicates without 
extra charge. 


(i) Duplicates of Orders can be obtained either by the payee or remitter by application to the 
Chief Accountant, Department of Posts and Telegraphs, St. John’s. Such application should be made 
“through the Postmaster and must give full particulars of the original Money Order. 


(ii) A duplicate Money Order will not be issued before) the expiration of forty-five days from 


_ the date of issue. 


(iii) If, for special reasons, a duplicate is required before this period, it will be issued at once 
with a Bond of Indemnity signed by the payee and one other responsible party as additional se- 
curity. 


(iv) When-a duplicate of a Money Order has been requested or the loss or destruction of the 
original Money Order has been reported to the Chief Accountant a “Stop Payment’’ will be issued 
on the original both to the Office of issue and the Paying Office. Should the original be presented 
it must not be paid but the particulars reported immediately to the Chief Accountant. 

(f) Secrecy of Transactions: Postmasters must not give information concerning remittances 
made by Money Orders to any persons other than the purchasers or the payees or their duly ac- 
credited representatives. 
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TELEGRAPHED MONEY ORDERS 


1. WITHIN NEWFOUNDLAND : 
(a) Issuing: 


(i) The purchaser of a Telegraph Money Order must enter on a Telegraph Money Order ap- — 
plication form (No. 1350), obtainable at any Money Order Post Office, the particulars required. No 
alteration or erasure in respect’ of the amount or name and address of the payee is permitted on 


the application form and if a form is spoiled it must be destroyed and a new one used. This ap- 


plication form must be properly completed by the issuing officer. 


(ii) The Money Order must then be prepared payable to P.M., a/c payee, and the receipt por- 


tion given to the remitter. The word ''TELEGRAPHED'' must be written across the face of the order 
and advice and both enclosed in an envelope and forwarded by first mail to the Chief Accountant, 
St. John’s. In no circumstance may the order and advice of a Telegraphed Money Order be handed 
to the remitter.

(iii) The sender must prepare a telegram of advice to the payee stating the amount and what 
is required and pass to the Postmaster for transmission. The text of the telegram may be the send- 
ers own composition but if the Payee is not likely familiar with the procedure of paying a tele- 
graphed Money Order it would be advisable to add at the end of the text ‘’Call at Post Office.” 
The sender must pay the regular inland rate for this telegram. 


(iv) The Postmaster must prepare also a Money Order Transfer Telegram in the following form.

(v) Both the above telegrams must be transmitted one after the other as soon as possible after 
acceptance. The Money Order Transfer Telegram is checked as an ordinary telegram with the in- 
dicator '’G.R.N,’’ immediately following the number of words or check. 


(b) Paying: 


(i) Before any Telegraphed Money Order is paid the Payee must hand over to the Postmaster 
the telegram of advice received from the remitter. 

(ii) The Postmaster must compare both messages to ensure that the amount stated on the payee’s 
message is the same as on that to the Postmaster. : 


(iii) Should the words or figures in the Postmaster’s copy disagree with the amount shown on 
the payee’s message no payment may be made. In that case the Payee must be informed that 
the amount cannot be paid until the correct amount is ascertained. The issuing office must be re- 
quested by service for confirmation and the payee notified when such confirmation is received. 


(iv) In no circumstance should a Telegraphed Money Order be paid without presentation of the 


telegram of advice from the remitter. 


(v) The same rules as to identification, etc. apply as in the case of ordinary Money Orders.

(c) Increasing Face Value: The face value of a British Postal Order may be increased by af- 
dixing not more than two British Postage Stamps to it.

2. CANADIAN POSTAL NOTES: 


Postal Notes issued by the Canadian Post Office in Nineteen denominations varying from ten 
cents (10c.) to ten dollars ($10.00) are payable at any Money Order Post Office in Newfoundland. 
The value of these Notes may be increased by affixing special stamps known as Postal Note Seript. = 
Postal Note Scrip may also be cashed at any Money Order Post Office when it is not affixed toa ie Ee

“Il Rules for the conduct of ‘Savings Bank Post Offices. 


3} apter I Rules for the conduct of Savings Bank business at Non-Savings Bank Post Offices. 
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CHAPTER I 
INFORMATION FOR THE PUBLIC 


The Post Office affords facilities at the larger Money Order Offices for the transaction of New- 
foundland Savings Bank business by members of the public living in the Outports. These Post 
Offices act as branches of the Newfoundland Savings Bank. 


A Savings Bank account may be opened with one dollar or more at any Post Office authorized 
to transact Newfoundland Savings Bank business. A bank book is issued in which transactions 
are recorded. The bank book may be used to make deposits and withdrawals at whatever 
authorized office best suits the depositor’s convenience from time to time. Repayment of deposits 
with interest is guaranteed by the Government. 


1. TYPES OF ACCOUNTS. 
The following types of accounts may be opened: 


(a) Individual Accounts: Any one over 10 years of age may open an account and make de- 
posits and withdrawals. 


(b) Children’s Accounts: An account may be opened on behalf and in the name of a child 
under the age of 10 years. The child can make withdrawals after reaching that age. A Trust 
Account is also available for children of any age. 


(c) Joint Accounts: Two or more persons may have an account in their joint names. Both 
parties must attend Post Office and sign withdrawal form. 


(d) Joint and Several Accounts: This Account has been introduced in order to meet the re- 
quirements of those persons who wish to operate a Joint Account from which withdrawals may be 
made by either of the parties. ’ F 


(e) Trust Account: One or more persons may open an account in trust for another person or 
persons also named in the account. Deposits in an account opened in trust for a child are not 
withdrawable until the child has reached the age of 10 years. 


(f) Society Accounts: An account may be opened by an organization of any of the following 
types: Be 


(i) Friendly, Charitable, Co-operative and Trade Societies, or Unions. 


(ii) Thrift, Holiday, Clothing, Coal, Christmas and other dividing Clubs. 
(iii) Church, Chapel, Social and Athletic funds. 


(iv) Funds of Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, C.L.B. Organizations, etc, 


When an organization is widespread a separate account may be held for each branch- 


(g) Company Accounts: Accounts may be opened by Companies whether of limited liability 
or otherwise. 


2. OPENING AN ACCOUNT. 


Any person or organization desiring to open an account should apply to a Post Office author- 
ized to transact Newfoundland Savings Bank business and ask for a declaration form. This should 
be filled up in accordance with the instructions given on the form and forwarded to the Accountant, 
Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s in an envelope which will be provided at the Post Office. 
If it is decided to allow the application a numbered Savings Bank book will be issued by the New- 
foundland Savings Bank and sent direct, with a specimen signature card, to the Post Office at which 
the application was made. The Postmaster will inform the applicant and will issue the book to 
him at the time the first deposit is made. The Postmaster will also obtain the specimen signature 
of the depositor on the specimen signature card. 
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3. DEPOSITS. 


Deposits of $1 or any number of dollars will be received from any depositor at any authorized 

Post Office. The Newfoundland Savings Bank reserves the right to reject or return the deposit of 

any persons and may in its discretion refuse to receive deposits exceeding an aggregate of $1,000 

_-from any one depositor. 

: see Deposits may be made by cash, by cheque provided the cheque is not crossed to a particular 
: = bank, or by completed Savings Stamps Cards. 


Every deposit will be immediately entered in the Bank book by the Post Office® official who 
receives it and this official will write his initials and impress the date stamp of his office against 
the entry. In addition to this receipt an acknowledgment will be sent by post from the Newfound- 
land Savings Bank for every deposit made. If the acknowledgment does not come to hand, or if 
it is incorrect or shows signs of erasure or alteration the depositor should communicate with the 
Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank. 


4. WITHDRAWALS. 


(a) Withdrawal after thirty clear days: Deposits are withdrawable after thirty clear days 
have elapsed from the date of the deposit. 


,  (b) At quick notice: Withdrawals at quick notice made on demand or by telegram are sub- 
ject to the existence of sufficient funds at the particular office at which the withdrawal is to be 
made. Every effort will, however, be made to prevent undue delay in effecting withdrawals. 


; (c) Months notice for large amounts: The Newfoundland Savings Bank requires a month’s 
_ notice for the withdrawal of an amount of $1,000.00 or over within one week unless special ar- 
rangements to the contrary are made; and the bank may, if allowing such withdrawal without one 
month’s notice, retain one month’ s interest on the amount withdrawn. ? 
(d) Surrender of Bank Book: Whenever application is made to withdraw deposits, by What- 
‘ever means, the Bank Book must be produced to the Postal Official at an authorized Post Office 
and before payment of the amount of the withdrawal is made the book must be surrendered to the 
‘Post Office official making the payment in order that he may forward it to the Accountant, New- 
foundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 


(e) Methods of-withdrawal: Deposits may be withdrawn by any of the following means: 


(i) On demand. - Up to $20.00 may be withdrawn on demand at any Post Office authorized to 
transact Newfoundland Sayings Bank Business. Not more than one withdrawal on demand may 
be made from an account at one time. This method of withdrawal does not apply to Society or 
Company accounts. 


(ii) By warrant payable at a specified Post Office. The depositor completes, signs and sends 
to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s, a form of notice of withdrawal obtain- 
able at any Post Office authorized to transact Newfoundland Savings Bank business. The neces- 
sary warrant is sent to the depositor and will be paid on presentation with the Bank book at the 
Post Office specified on the Notice. A warrant should be cashed without delay or returned to the 
Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s to be cancelled. 


(iii) By Telegraph. A sum up to $50.00 on any one day can be withdrawn by telegraph on 

_ payment of the fees for telegrams of application and reply. Payment can be obtainey at any au- 

thorized Post Office specified on the application. The Bank Book must be produced at the time of 
application and of payment. 


: Application must be made before 12 noon (Wednesdays 10 a.m.) to ensure as far as possible 
payment being made on the same day.

te (iv) By Postal Application for payment by Telegraph. Deposits can be withdrawn at short 
_ notice by completing and posting to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s, an 
ordinary form of notice of withdrawal endorsed "Pay by Telegraph.’’ Authority for payment will 
be sent to the office concerned by telegram and the charge for the telegram will be collected at 
the time of payment. ue 

(f) Withdrawals from Joint and Trust and from Children’s Accounts: An application to 
withdraw from a Joint or Trust Account must be signed by all the parties named in the account 
but the withdrawal warrant will be made payable to any one of the parties as requested in the 
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application. No withdrawal can be made from an account opened on behalf of or in trust for, a 
chila until the child has reached the age of 10 years unless the Savings Bank is satisfied that the 
proceeds are required for the maintenance, education or benefit of the child. A child who has 
reached that age can operate an account on his behalf as if he were of full age. 


(g) Withdrawals from Joint and Several Accounts: May be made by either party. ~

6. BANK BOOKS. 


(a) Annual examination of Bank Book: Once in each year on the date indicated in his bank 
book the depositor should forward his book to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, unless 
the interest for the previous year has already been entered, in order that it may be compared with 
the ledgers and interest to the previous 3lst. of March inserted. 


An envelope for the transmission of the book can be obtained at any Post Office authorized to 
transact Newfoundland Savings Bank business. When two or more books are forwarded each 
should be enclosed in a separate envelope. = 


(b) Safe Custody of Savings Bank Book: Depositors are urged to take the greatest possible 
care of their Bank books. If a depositor loses his book he should notify the Accountant, Newfound- 
lands Savings Bank, St. John's, at once, giving full particulars. A charge of 50c. may be made~ 
for a new book issued to replace one that has been lost. 
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is _ (a) ~ Savings Bank Offices: Offices at which Savings Bank business is transacted are shown 
in Part VI of this Guide. 


(b) Hours of Business: Newfoundland Savings Bank business will normally be restricted to 
ne hours of 9-a.m. to 12 noon and 2 p.m. to 5 p,m, on any weekday, except that authority may 
e given to suspend Savings Bank business entirely on a very important mail day. The hours of 
usiness must be shown on a card which will be exhibited on the public side of all Post Offices 
uthorized to transact Newfoundland Savings Bank business. 


(ce) Secrecy: All officials of the Post Office are forbidden by law to disclose the name of any 
eecsios or to give any information as to his Savings Bank Account or transactions except to the 
Accountant of the Newfoundland Savings Bank, the Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs and the- 
: ‘proper officers of the Post Office. Any person who may seek such information must be informed 
these terms and if not satisfied, should be told to communicate with the Accountant, New- 


@ Entries : All entries in deposit books or any Savings Bank documents must be made in 


All entries in deposit books must be initialled by the Post Office official and the date-stamp of 
office stamped clearly opposite the entry in the space provided. ‘i 


Unauthorized entries are absolutely forbidden and no entries may be made except by Post Of 
e and Newfoundland Savings Bank officials duly authorized to do so. If it comes to the notice 
any’ Post Office official that a depositor has been making entries in his deposit book he should 
report the circumstances, giving all particulars to the Accountant of the Newfoundland Savings 
pak. St. John’s and endeavour to obtain the book for forwarding also. 


No date-stamp may be stamped in a deposit book except opposite a duly authorized entry and 
ly by the official making that entry. If a depositor brings a deposit book to an office and en- 
- deavours to persuade the Post Office official to initial and/or date-stamp an entry which has not 
been duly made by the latter, he must refuse and report the facts, with the particulars of the ac- 
is count to Accountant Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. If a Post Office official observes that 
an entry ina deposit book, which has apparently been made at another Post Office, has not been 
_initialled and/or date-stamped, he must report the circumstances, with the particulars of the ac 
count to the Accountant Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. He must not initial the entry 
himself or add the date-stamp of his office opposite the entry. 


__..(e) Erasures-: Erasures are absolutely forbidden. An incorrect entry, if observed at the time 
it is made, should be ruled out and the transaction should then be entered afresh. Errors sub- 
“sequently discovered must not be corrected at the Post Office, but must be reported to the Ac- 
-countant, Newfoundland Savings Bank. 


__ (f) Free postage: Correspondence in connection with Newfoundland Savings Bank business 
at Post Offices will be permitted to pass through the post free of charge provided a printed en- 
velope addressed to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s, and obtainable at an 


rs “Wi When the book is sent to the Newfoundland Savings Bank for the purpose of a withdrawal 
by. notice and warrant the proper form must be enclosed in the book and forwarded with it by re- 
Se aaa post. 


Gi) The book must always be returned immediately to the Newfoundland Savings Bank as, 
on as a withdrawal has been paid to a depositor except when payment is by notice and war- 
The receipt ferm, which will be Form S.B. 9, S.B, 25, S.B, 17 or S.B, 26 must be enclosed in 
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(iv) The office records for the purpose of registration of covers containing deposit books must 
be in the following form: ‘’Deposit Book No, 7321, John Brown, Grand Falls, to Newfoundland 
Savings Bank.” 


(v) Whenever a deposit book is returned to the Newfoundland Savings Bank on payment of a 
withdrawal the registration number of the cover must be entered on the Withdrawal Sheet. 


2. APPLICATION TO OPEN AN ACCOUNT. 


(a) Applications: Applications by members of the public in the Outports to open an account 
may be made at any Post Office authorized to transact Savings Bank business. An applicant need 
not necessarily make application at the Post Office in his own settlement. He may, if he so desires, 
make application at a neighbouring Post Office provided that office is authorized to transact busi- 
ness on behalf of the Newfoundland Savings Bank. An applicant must have reached the age of 
ten years in order to make an application on his own behalf. 


(b) Form of Application: An applicant or applicants on making application at an office 
authorized to transact Savings Bank business will be handed a form of application which will be 
required to be completed in the presence of the Postmaster. The form must be filled in by the 
applicant in person but the Postmaster may render any necessary assistance in the way of ex- 
planation. 


The form must be witnessed by the Postmaster who will also add a clear impression of the of- 
fice date-stamp. If, however, the applicant cannot write he should be handed the form and told to 
take it to a Magistrate,. Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Registered Medical Practitioner, 
Police Officer, Commissioner of Affidavits or Notary Public in order that one of these may enter the 
particulars of name, date of birth, occupation and full address of the applicant and witness thé 
mark of the applicant on*the form. The applicant should also be told by the Postmaster to return 
the form to the Post Office after it has been filled in and the applicant’s mark witnessed in order 
that the Postmaster may sign the form and add a clear impression of the office date-stamp. 


; J 
(i) Individual Account. The form of application (S.B. 2) must be used to open an Individual Ac- 


count. 


(ii) Joint Accounts. The form of application (S.B. 2) should be used for applications to open a 
Joint Account, all the parties being required to sign the form which must be altered to-the plural 
where necessary. Opposite the words '’Full address’’ must be entered the name and address of 
the party to the Joint Account to whom correspondence in connection with the account should be 
sent. 


(iii) Trust Accounts. If a person desires to open an account as a trustee for another person he 
should be required to fill in the appropriate application form, S.B. 3. 


(iv) Joint and Several Accounts. The form of application (S.B. 24) must be used to open a 
Joint and Several Account, all the parties being required to sign the form. 


(v) Child under ten years of age. A parent, relative or friend may open an account for a 
child under ten years of age in which case the form of application (S.B. 4) must be used. It must 
be carefully explained that this form is used because the child is too young to sign for himself and 
that the account is the child’s own account and will stand in the sole name of the child. The de- 
posit book, if the application is granted, must be made out in the child’s name alone and the name 
of the person signing on behalf of the child must not appear therein. The date when the depositor 
will attain the age of ten years must be entered on the signature page in the book and the person 
opening the account should be informed that no withdrawal can be allowed before that date. 


(vi) Society Accounts, etc.: Any person or persons desiring to open an account on behalf of 
a Society, Lodge, Association, Club, Trade Union, Corporation, etc., should be advised to communi- 
gcate with the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 


(c) Disposal of Application Forms: When the proper form of application has been duly com- 
pleted it must be date-stamped and signed by the Postal official and forwarded in a printed envelope 
addressed to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 


(d) Issue of Deposit Book: If the Savings Bank approves the application a numbered de- 
posit book will be issued in the name of the applicant and forwarded with a specimen signature 
card to the Postmaster of the office of application. The Postmaster must inform the applicant im- 
mediately. The book will be issued to the applicant at the time the first deposit is made and the 
specimen signature of the depositor should be obtained at the same time on the special card which 
should be returned by the Postmaster to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 
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(e)__Iliterate Persons: The witness to the mark of a person who is unable to write must sign 
the certificate on the application form, It must be explained to the applicant that if he should wish 
to withdraw money at an office where he is not known it would be necessary to take with him 
some responsible person known there who could vouch for his identity. 


3. DEPOSIT BOOKS. 


(a) Deposit Books, Form S.B. 5, will be provided for use by Outport depositors: Books will 
be identified by having printed on the front of the cover the serial number assigned by the New- 
foundland Savings Bank; the specimen signature of the holder will be indicated on the first page; 
and the rules of the Savings Bank on the inside covers. The inside pages will contain a record 
of the Deposits and Withdrawals of the holder and opposite each entry will be shown the initials of 
the Post Office official making the entry, and the date-stamp of the office. 


(b) Custody of Deposit Books: A deposit book must not be left at a Post Office to be taken 
care of. If necessary it should be explained to a depositor that this course is strictly prohibited. 


(c) Annual examination of Deposit Book: Deposit Books are due to be sent to the Newfound- 
land Savings Bank once every year for annual examination. The month during which they should 
be returned will be indicated on the inside cover. Special envelopes will be supplied to authorized 
Post Offices addressed to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s, and one will be 
handed out on application to a depositor desiring to return a book. The depositor will also be 
given a blank envelope on which he must write his name and address. This envelope will be en- 
closed with the deposit book in the envelope addressed to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings 
Bank, St. John’s, and will be used for the purpose of returning the book to the depositor after ex- 
amination. 


(d) Book full: When a deposit book is full the depositor should apply at an authorized Post 
Office for the above mentioned envelopes and should forward the book to hte ‘’Cashier,’’: New- 
foundland Savings Bank, St. John’s.’” 


If a deposit is tendered with a full book it should be accepted and entered beneath the last 
line. Similarly payment of a duly authorized withdrawal must not be refused because the book is 
full. 


(e) Lost Book: If a depositor loses his book he should report the circumstances at once to 
Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s giving his name and address and the number 
of the deposit book. A charge of fifty cents may be made for the replacement of a deposit book 
which is lost by a depositor. 


4. DEPOSITS. 


(a) Even Dollars: Deposits must be made in even dollars and no deposit of less than $1 will 
‘ be accepted. Exceptions to this rule are deposits made by cheques or dividend warrants. 


oe (b) Right to reject or return deposit: The Newfoundland Savings Bank reserves the right to 
reject or return the deposit of any person or persons. 


(c) Limit: The Savings Bank may at its discretion refuse to receive deposits exceeding an 
‘aggregate of $1,000 from any one depositor. 


(d) Silver and bronze coin: Silver and bronze coin in excess of legal tender should be ac- 
cepted whenever practicable. 


(e) Entry of deposit of cash or completed Savings Stamp Cards in deposit book: Whenever a 
deposit is made at an authorized office the full particulars of the deposit must be entered in the 
deposit book in words and figures. Tre entry must be initialled by the Postal official accepting the 
deposit and a clear impression of the office date stamp must be given in the space provided. The 
following is a specimen of entry in the deposit book.

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(f) Cheques for deposit: A cheque whether certified or not may be accepted for a deposit 
provided it is drawn upon a Bank registered in Newfoundland and not crossed to a particular Bank. 
When such a cheque is accepted as a deposit particulars must be entered in the deposit book as 
follows :

Every cheque must be properly endorsed, that is the signature of the payee must be written on 
the back. In the case of an illiterate payee this signature must be in form of an “X” witnessed 
by two other persons who must sign on the back as witnesses, writing also their addresses. 


A Dividend Warrant issued by a Joint Stock Company registered in Newfoundland may also 
be accepted as a deposit and must be dealt with in the same way, as regards entry, as a cheque. 


(g) Acknowledgment: Every deposit made by a depositor, whatever the amount, will be 
acknowledged by an acknowledgment sent by post from the Newfoundland Savings Bank. This 
fact should be frequently brought to the attention of depositors. (Form S.B. 7). 


5. WITHDRAWALS. 


(a) Methods of Withdrawal: There are four methods of withdrawal, namely : 
(i) On Demand—See Section 6. 


(ii) By Notice and warrant—See Section 7. 
(iii) By Telegraph—See Section 8. 
(iv) By Postal application for payment by Telegraph—See Section 9. 


(b) Certain precautions to be observed before payment: There are certain rules which are 
common to all methods of withdrawal, and an official neglecting them renders himself liable for 
any loss which may ensue. If a depositor objects to them it should be explained that they are 


framed in his own interests and are intended to prevent anyone who might get possession of his 
book from withdrawing his money. 


(c) Book to be retained while applicant fills up papers: The deposit book must be retained 
by the Post Office Official while the applicant fills up whatever form or signs whatever receipt may 
be necessary. The Post Office Official must see the signature written and must prevent any at- 
tempt to copy from the signature in the book. 


(d) Scrutiny of Book: The book must be scrutinized to make sure: 


(i) That there is a sufficient sum credited in the book to allow of the payment. This test must 
not be neglected even when the withdrawal is by notice and warrant. 


(ii) That premature withdrawal is not allowed. Money which has just been deposited may 


not be withdrawn until the expiration of thirty days. This also applies to deposits made by 
cheque. 


(iii) That no irregular entries, alterations, or erasures have been made and that no discrepan- 
cies exist between the amounts in words and figures. Not only the entries of the transactions, but 
the date-stamps, signature and entry of the name must all come under scrutiny. Erasures may 
usually be detected by holding up the leaf to the light or may be shown by discoloration of the 
paper. 


(iv) That a withdrawal is not allowed from the account of a minor under ten. 


(e) Comparison of signature: When the necessary forms have been filled up or the receipt 
has been signed the Post Office official must compare closely the signature with that in the deposit 
book. There must be no alteration or erasure in the signature. If the handwriting of the signature 
or the spelling of the name (including the Christian name or names, if written in full on the form) 
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is not the same as in the book, payment must be refused unless the identity of the applicant as 
the depositor can be fully established, independently of signature. If payment is withheld the mat- 
ter must be reported forthwith by post to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s, 
and it must be stated what explanation of the difference of signature was given by the applicant. 


(f) Refusal of payment, identity of applicant in doubt or documents tampered with: When 
there is any suspicion that the applicant is not the depositor or that the book or warrant has been 
tampered with payment must be refused and the deposit book and warrant retained and forwarded 
to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s, without delay. The report (Form S.B. 
15) must include as accurate a description of the applicant as possible. 


(g) Signature not in book: When, from inadvertence, the deposit book has not been signed 
payment must not be made unless the applicant is personally known at the Post Office to be the 
depositor. If and when the applicant's identity has been established the book must be signed. 


(h) Entry of withdrawal in deposit book: Whenever a withdrawal is made ata Savings 
Bank Office the full particulars of the withdrawal must be entered in the deposit book in the manner 
prescribed under the rules relating to the various methods of withdrawal and the Post Office of- 
ficial must initial the entry and show a clear impression of the office date-stamp in the places pro- 
vided in the book. 


(i) Return of book: In every case of a withdrawal, except when the withdrawal is by notice 
and warrant, the book must be surrendered to the Post Office official making the payment and re- 
turned by him to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 


(j) Funds for withdrawals: Normally the funds for withdrawals will be met from the Savings 
Bank deposits made at the Savings Bank Office. If-it should happen, however, that there are no 
Savings Bank deposit funds on hand, or the amount of such funds which may be on hand is in- 
sufficient to meet a withdrawal the Postmaster should ascertain whether there are sufficient funds 
in his Money Order Reserve to meet the withdrawal and if there are he should send a Deadhead 
Telegram to the Chief Accountant, G.P.O., St. John’s, quoting particulars of the Savings Bank book 
and the amount of the withdrawal and asking for authority to use funds of the Money Order reserve 
to make the payment. The following are specimen telegrams the form of which must be ‘used in 
all cases which arise-: 


"Chief Accountant, G.P.O. St. John’s 


“NSB Book 7261 withdrawal twenty dollars on demand insufficient funds. Authorize payment 
from M.O. reserve at present fifty dollars.’’ 


If the withdrawal is to be made by warrant and not on demand the telegram must be in the 
following form-: 


"Chief Accountant, G.P.O., St. John’s 


"NSB Book 7261 withdrawal fifty dollars NSB warrant No. 3589 insufficient funds. Authorize 
payment from M.O. reserve at present one hundred dollars.” 


If, however, there are no Savings Bank deposit funds on hand and insufficient funds in the 
Money Order reserve to pay a withdrawal a telegram in the following terms should be sent:_ 


"Chief Accountant, G.P. O., St. John’s 


“NSB Book 7261 withdrawal fifty dollars. NSB warrant 3589 insufficient funds remit fifty dol- 
lars,"" 


On receipt of this telegram a remittance will be arranged either from the Accounts Branch, 
G.P.O., or from a nearby office. The remittance when received should be brought to account as a 
remittance for Money Order reserve. 


(k) Even dollars :All withdrawals must be in even dollars except where an amount, including 
cents, is withdrawn to close an account, No withdrawal may be made of an amount less than 
one dollar. 


(1) Identity of Payee: Particular care must be made to make sure of the identity of the payee 
whéther the withdrawal is on demand, by notice and warrant, by telegraph or by post and tele’ 
graph. If the payee is not known personally to the Postal official, the latter should request the 
payee to bring to the Post Office a peson of responsibility who is known to the postal official and 
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who will vouch for the identity of the payee. The ultimate responsibility for the payment of a 
withdrawal to the correct person will rest with the Post Office official and he will be liable for 
making good any loss if subsequent enquiry discloses that he failed to take every precaution in 
the matter. 


(m) Illiterate or blind depositor: If a depositor who is blind or cannot write desires to make 
a withdrawal he must sign the proper application form and the receipt or warrant when payment 
is made by marking a cross to the documents. This mark must be witnessed at the Post Office by 
a responsible person who is either a Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Police Offcier, Minister of 
Religion, Registered Medical Practitioner or Relieving Officer. In settlements where no persons of 
the above categories reside the mark may be witnessed by a School Teacher. The Post Office of- 
ficial may not be a witness to the mark of an illiterate depositor in respect of applications for and 
payment of withdrawals but he may witness a mark on an application form to open an account. 


The following is a specimen of the form in which the mark of an illiterate depositor must be 
witnessed on all documents which are proper to be signed by him.

In addition to witnessing the mark the witness must sign a special form of certificate called 
“Certificate of Witness to Signature by Mark’’ (Form S.B. 8) every time he performs this service on 
behalf of an illiterate depositor. These certificates must be date-stamped and forwarded to the 
Newfoundland Savings Bank attached to the relative applications or receipts to which they refer. 


6. WITHDRAWAL ON DEMAND. 


(a) Amount of withdrawal: A withdrawal on demand may not exceed $20.00 and payment 
must be made only to the depositor himself. Form $.B. 9 must be used for Withdrawals on Demand 
from individual accounts. In the case of Joint and Trust Accounts all the parties must attend and 
sign the demand form, S.B. 25. In the case of Joint and Several Accounts the withdrawal may be 
made by either or both parties to the account and Form S.B. 25 must be completed and signed 
by the party or parties desiring to make the withdrawal. 


This system of withdrawal on demand does not apply to the accounts of Societies, Lodges, 
Companies or Corporate Bodies or to any accounts not strictly personal. 


(b)Custody of Demand Forms: A special form called a Demand Form must be prepared 
whenever an application for a withdrawal on demand is made at a Savings Bank Post Office. 
These forms must not be accessible to the public but must be handed out one at a time as applied 
for upon surrender of the deposit book. 


(c) Preparation of Demand Form: The demand form must be filled up by the depositor. It 
must be free from alteration or erasure. 


Rules relating to withdrawals (Section 5) must be strictly observed. 


(d) Envelope to be addressed by depositor: Besides filling up the demand form the de- 
positor, unless unable, must write his name and full address on the blank envelope supplied for 
the return of the book. If the address is incomplete or indistinct it must be corrected by the Pay- 
ing Official. 


(e) Book to be sent to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank: The book must be re- 
tained by the Post Office official for transmission to the Accountant, Newfound Savings Bank, St. 
John’s, after the payment on demand has been made and the depositor should be informed that it 
will be returned as soon as possible. 


(f) Account to be closed: When a depositor desires to close his account, the amount standing 
to his credit as shown in the deposit book should be paid provided, of course, that it does not ex- 
ceed $20.00. If it appears that in addition interest is due, the depositor should be Tequested to fill 
up an ordinary form of notice of withdrawal for ‘’interest to close account” and this notice must be 
placed within the deposit book for attention in the Newfoundland Savings Bank. 


(g) Entry in Deposit Book: If everything is in order for the withdrawal on demand to be 
paid the Postal Official must enter in the deposit book the particulars of the withdrawal in the fol- 
lowing form which is given as an example.

The entry in the deposit book must be initialled and date-stamped. The same particulars must 
also be entered on the Withdrawal Sheet except that space is not provided on this sheet for date- 
stamping each entry. 


(h) Payment of Withdrawal and treatment of Demand Form: The Postal Official must next 
fill in that part of the Demand Form which is proper to be filled in by him and date stamp the 
form. The amount of the withdrawal may then be paid to the applicant after he has signed the 
receipt portion of the Demand Form and handed it back. The Completed Demand Form must be 
enclosed in the Deposit Book and forwarded, registered, by the first mail leaving the office to the 
Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John's. The registration number of the envelope must 
be entered in the proper place on the Withdrawal Sheet. 


(i) One withdrawal a day and no subsequent transaction until book returned: Not more than 
one withdrawal on demand may be made from an account in a day and after such a withdrawal 
no other transaction is to be allowed until the book is returned from the Newfoundland Savings 
Bank. 


7. WITHDRAWAL BY NOTICE AND WARRANT. 


(a) Notice of Withdrawal: When application is made for a notice of withdrawal care should 
be taken to see that the proper form is used. There are four kinds of forms: 


(i) §.B. 10 for Individual Personal Accounts; 

(ii) S.B. 11 for Joint or Trust Personal Accounts; 

(iii) S.B. 26 for Joint and Several Personal Accounts; 
(iv) S.B. 12 for Accounts of Societies, Corporations, etc. 


(b) Personal Accounts : 


(i) Individual. The notice of withdrawal (S.B. 10) must be signed by the depositor himself and 
should normally be filled in by him but he should be given any help or information that may be 
necessary. The deposit book must be handed over to the Postal official while the withdrawal form 
is being prepared. It is, of course, essential that the signature to the notice should be written by 
the depositor and that as far as possible one style should be adhered to in order to avoid the 
tisk of the signature being questioned at the Bank. If he has learned to write since opening the 
account, or if through any cause his signature has changed, an explanation should accompany the 
notice. In the case of a depositor who cannot write, the witness to the mark must know the de- © 
positor and he identifies him in fact as the depositor. The witness to the mark should also be re- 
quired to sign a form ‘‘Certificate of witness to signature by mark,’’ and this form should be pinned 
to the notice of withdrawal. 


(ii) Joint or Trust. The same rules apply as in (i) except that all the parties are required to 
sign the notice (S.B. 11). The warrant may be issued in favour of one of them if desired. 


(iii) Joint and Several Accounts. The same rules apply as in (i) except that only one of the 
parties need attend and sign the notice of withdrawal (Form S.B. 26). 


(c) Societies, Corporations, etc.: Every application to withdraw money from the account of 
a Society, Lodge, Association, Corporation, Trustee or Joint account must be made on the proper 
form (S.B. 12) and should be signed by the person or persons authorized to make withdrawals. 
Where there are two or more persons they can authorize one of themselves or any officer of the 
Society, Lodge, Club, etc., to receive payment. 
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(d) Deposit Book: The deposit book must be surrendered by the applicant for a notice of 
withdrawal by warrant and must be forwarded with the notice of withdrawal form to the Newfound- 
land Savings Bank in an envelope which will be provided at the Post Office. 


(e) Office of Withdrawal: The notice of withdrawal must ‘specify the Post Office at which it © 
is desired that the money should be paid. The warrant when issued by the Newfoundland Savings 
Bank will be made payable at the Post Office specified and it will not be payable at any other. 


() Issue of Warrants: If, on arrival of the notice of withdrawal and the deposit book at the 
Newfoundland Savings Bank, it is found that these are in order and the withdrawal proper to be 
authorized, a numbered warrant (Form S.B. 14) signed by two officers of the Newfoundland Savings 
Bank will be issued and forwarded by registered post, together with the deposit book direct to the 
depositor. At the same time an advice will be sent to the Postmaster of the office at which the 
warrant is to be paid, informing him of the amount of the warrant and giving him any special in- 
structions which are to be observed at the time of payment. If, for example, the signature on the 
notice of withdrawal is not quite similar to that on the specimen signature card held at the Bank, 
but there is no other reason to doubt that the notice is in order, the Bank would draw the attention 
of the Postmaster to this fact and would ask him to take particular care to verify that the applicant 
is actually the authorized holder of the deposit book and would also send him a fresh card for the 
purpose of obiaining the specimen signature of the depositor. 


(g) Premature application to withdraw: An application to withdraw money should not reach 
the Savings Bank until at least thirty days have elapsed after the date of the deposit. This should 
be explained as occasion may arise. 


(h) Irregularity on Warrant: If a warrant shows any signs of alteration, or if there is any 
reason to doubt its authenticity, payment must be withheld and application made by telegraph to 
the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s for instructions, care being taken to furnish 
particulars of the account and as full a description of the applicant as possible. 


(i) Enquiry as to whether applicant is the person named in the warrant: This enquiry should 
always be made. Rules relating to withdrawals, Section $, must be strictly observed. 


(j) Warrant signed before presentation: If a depositor has signed his warrant before pre- 
senting it and objects to signing it again it should be explained to him that it is essential for the 
protection of depositors themselves and as a means of identification that a depositor should sign 
the warrant in the presence of the paying officer. Should there be any reason to suspect that the 
signature already affixed to the warrant is being copied or is likely to be copied for the purpose of 
effecting an irregular withdrawal the Postal official concerned, while keeping in his own hands the 
warrant and deposit book, may ask the applicant to affix his signature to a separate paper thus 
obtaining an independent and unaided signature for the purpose of comparison. 


(k) Payment and disposal of Warrant: If the official concerned is quite satisfied that payment 
may be made he must enter the particulars in the deposit book in the following manner:

The entry in the deposit book must be initialled and date-stamped by the paying official. He 
must also initial and date-stamp the warrant itself after obtaining the signature, on the warrant, of 
the person making the withdrawal. 


He must next make the same entries on the withdrawal sheet, pay over the money and hand 
back the book. The signed warrant must be forwarded immediately to the Accountant, Newfound- 
land Savings Bank, in a registered envelope and the registration number must be entered in the last 
column of the Withdrawal Sheet, 5.B. 13. 


(1) Closed Account: [If the warrant is noted ““Closed-Book to be given up” the book must be 
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retained and forwarded by the first post, registered, to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings 
Bank, St. John’s. The registration number must be entered on the Withdrawal Sheet, 


(m) Question of ownership: Should any question as to the ownership of a deposit arise, or 
should there be good reason to think that the person named in the warrant is not entitled to the 
money, payment must be withheld and the matter at once reported to Accountant, Newfoundland 
Savings Bank. 


(n) Warrant in favour of two or more persons: When such a warrant is presented the pre- 
cautions to be observed in paying one person must be observed with regard to each person. 


(0) Out of date Warrants: Any warrant more than three months old must not be paid with- 
out reference to the Accountant, Newfoundland Saving Bank. 


(p) No limit: In general there is no limit to the amount of a withdrawal by notice and warrant 
always provided there are sufficient funds standing to the credit of the account. The Newfound- 
land Savings Bank may impose certain restrictions in the case of withdrawals of large amounts at 
short notice. 


(q) Depositor ill: 


(i) If a depositor to whom a warrant has been sent is unable, through illness, to attend at the 
Post Office to receive the money he may make an order on Form S.B. 16 for the amount to be 
paid to some other person. He must himself sign the order and his signature must be attested by 
the Medical Practitioner who is attending him or by some other person of ie qualifications de- 
signated in Section 5 (1). 


(ii) The person authorized to receive payment must affix his signature to the order in the space 
provided for the purpose, and present the warrant and order at the Post Office together with the 
deposit book. He must then sign the warrant and his signature, affixed in the presence of the pay- 
ing officer, must agree with the signature on the order thus identifying him as the payee. The de- 
positor need not sign the warrant but he may do so; if he can it is preferable that he should. In 
any case the person authorized must sign it. 


(iii) When payment has been made the order should be attached to the warrant. 


(iv) The paying officer must take all precautions to ensure in these cases that the depositor is 
still living. If he is not payment must not be made, the order having ceased to be valid on the 
depositor’s death. 


(v) If the paying officer is doubtful whether a signature which purports to be that of a Medical 
Practitioner, is genuine, steps must be taken to verify the signature before payment is made. 


(tr) Depositor insane or dead: When it is known that a person named in the warrant is in- 
sane or dead payment should be withheld and the matter at once reported to the Account, New- 
foundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 


8. WITHDRAWAL BY TELEGRAPH. 


A depositor who wishes to make a withdrawal by telegraph of a sum in excess of $20.00, but 
not in excess of $50.00, may do so by making application at any Savings Bank Post Office and 
paying the necessary fees. 


Payment on the same day as the application is made cannot be guaranteed, but in order to 
ensure as far as possible that it will be, application must be made before 12 noon on any week 
day except Wednesday. On Wednesdays the application must be made before 10 a.m. 


However, applications to withdraw by telegraph may be made at any time during which the 
office is open for Savings Bank business. 


(a) Precautions for Postal Officials: It must be understood that a withdrawal by telegraph 
throws special responsibility upon the Postal Official as no check upon handwriting can be ex- 
ercised in the Bank. When, therefore, a person representing himself to be a depositor wishes to 
make such a withdrawal it is essential that his identity as the depositor should be fully established 
before the telegram of withdrawal is despatched. 
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The usual form of notice of withdrawal must be filled up and the words ‘‘Payment by Tele- 
graph" written across it by the applicant. For an illiterate depositor see Section 5 (1). 


Rules relating to withdrawals, Section 5, must be strictly observed. 


(b) Sending the telegram: When the necessary precautions have been duly observed the 
Postal Official accepting the application should sign the notice of withdrawal at the bottom and 
prepare a telegram of withdrawal on an ordinary telegraph form unless the applicant desires the 
telegram to be sent by the Priority service in which case a Pink telegraph form should be used. 
The telegram should be made out in accordance with the following specimen : 


Accountant, 
Newfoundland Savings Bank, 
St. John’s. 


William Henry Brown, book number 5621, requests withdrawal thirty dollars. 
Postmaster. 


The amount must be written in words in order that it may be telegraphed in words. The de- 
positor’s christian name or names, as well as his surname, must also be telegraphed in full, as 
must also the number of the book. 


(c) To close account: When a depositor desires to receive the whole sum standing to his 
credit, with interest, subject of course to the limit of $50.00, the balance shown in the deposit book 
should be telegraphed followed by the words ‘’Close Account.” 


(d) Society, Trust, Joint Account: In the case of accounts of this description the special notice 
of withdrawal should be signed by all the parties to such account and their names should be fur- 
nished in the telegram. If the notice of withdrawal authorized payment to one of these parties this 
should be mentioned in the telegram thus: 


Accountant, 
Newfoundland Savings Bank,, 
St. John’s. 


Charles Brown and Henry Johnson, book number 3407, request withdrawal forty dollars. 
Authorizing payment to Henry Johnson. 


Postmaster. 


In the case of a Society, Club, Lodge or Corporation, etc. the Postal Official cannot of his own 

_ knowledge be able to say what signatures are requisite but the applicant should know and the: 

notice of withdrawal should be signed and the ‘telegram prepared accordingly. If several persons 
sign the notice and payment is desired to one only this should be stated in the telegram. 


(e) Joint and Several Accounts: In the case of these accounts the Notice of Withdrawal (Form 
S.B. 26) may be signed by one or both parties and payment may be made to either or both. 
Specimens of telegrams are given below: 


(i) Notice signed by one party requesting payment to himself: 


“Thomas Smith holder with James Black of book number 5971 requests withdrawal forty dol- 
lars.”’ 


(ii) Notice signed by one party, payment to be made to other. 


“Thomas Smith holder with James Black of book number 5971 requests withdrawal of fifty 
dollars payment to be made to James Black.” 


For specimen telegram in case of notice signed by both parties see Section 8 (d). 


(f) Charges: A depositor requiring payment by telegraph must prepay the telegraph charges 
to and from the Savings Bank at the ordinary rates. If he desires the Priority service to be used 
in the telegrams of despatch and reply he should be required to pay for both telegrams at the 
Priority rates. 
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(g) Telegram of Advice: The telegram of advice will be in the following form: 


Postmaster, 
Grand Falls. 


Pay William Henry Brown, book number 5621, thirty dollars. 


Accountant, 
Nfld. Savings Bank. 


(h) Procedure on receipt of Telegraph Advice: The telegram of advice must be carefully 
compared with the notice of withdrawal and with the telegram of withdrawal. A printed notice 
(Form S8.B. 17) must then be sent to the applicant requesting him to call at the Post Office and bring 
his deposit book. The printed notice will also be the form of receipt but the receipt portion must 
not be filled in or signed until the payee comes to the Post Office. If he has already signed the 
teceipt the precautions given in Section 7 (j) must be taken, 


(i) Payment: The Postmaster must, after obtaining the deposit book, fill in the receipt portion 
of the notice and request the applicant to sign it. If the signature is in order and there is no 
reason to withhold payment this may now be made. If the payee is illiterate he should be ac- 
companied to the office by a person designated in Section 5 (a) who should witness the mark of 
the payee and sign the ‘'Certificate of Witness to Signature by Mark’’ form which should be at- 
tached to the notice and receipt form. 


(j) Entry in Deposit Book and on Withdrawal Sheet: The particulars of the withdrawal must 
be entered immediately in the deposit book and on the withdrawal sheet. The words ‘’By Tele- 
graph” should be entered as the method of withdrawal. 


(k) Retention of Book: The book should be retained and forwarded together with the receipt 
for the payment by registered Post to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, by first post 
leaving the office. The registration number must be entered on the withdrawal sheet. The notice 
of withdrawal and the telegram of advice must be attached to the receipt for payment and for- 
warded with it. 


9. WITHDRAWAL BY POSTAL APPLICATION FOR PAYMENT BY TELEGRAPH. 


(a) Application: An applicant can, by applying at a Savings Bank Office, request that a 
withdrawal notice be sent by post and authority be given by the Savings Bank for payment by 
telegraph. In such cases Rules of the Section headed WITHDRAWALS, and the approprite Rules 
of the Sections headed WITHDRAWAL BY NOTICE AND WARRANT AND WITHDRAWALS BY 
TELEGRAPH must be strictly observed. 


(b) Withdrawal Form: The proper Withdrawal Form must be used according to whether the 
account is of an Individual, Joint, Joint and Several, Trust, Society, etc., nature. The words “By Post 
and Telegraph’’ must be written across the face of the form which on completion and after being 
date-stamped and signed by the Postal Official must be sent immediately by ordinary post in a 
printed envelope addressed to the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s. 


(c) Deposit Book: The Deposit Book must NOT be sent with the Withdrawal Form. It should 
be retained by the depositor until such time as the telegram authorizing the withdrawal is received 
when the Notice (Form S.B. 17) should be sent to the depositor asking him to attend at the office 
and bring his Deposit Book. After the payment has been made the book must be retained for re- 
turn to the Savings Bank by first post leaving the office. It must be registered and the registered 
number entered on the Withdrawal Sheet. 


(d) Charges: The telegram from the Savings Bank authorizing the withdrawal will be sent 
"Collect’’ and the amount of telegraph charges must be collected from the person making the with- 
drawal. 
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CHAPTER Iil 


RULES FOR CONDUCT OF SAVINGS BANK BUSINESS AT NON- SAVINGS 
BANK POST OFFICES 


1, MONEY ORDER OFFICES. 


(a) Opening an Account: Applications by members of the public to open an account with 
the Newfoundland Savings Bank may be made at any Money Order Post Office in Newfoundland. 
The applicant must obtain from the Postmaster and complete an ‘Application to open an Account’ 
Form S.B. 28, and a specimen signature card. Having completed these forms, the applicant must 
obtain from the Postmaster an envelope addressed to The Accountant, Newfoundland Savings 
Bank, St. John’s, enclose the completed forms in it and post it. Postage is not required to be paid. 
Note: If no regular specimen signature cards are on hand a piece of plain white paper may be 
used. The paper should be endorsed ‘Specimen Signature.” 


(b) Deposits : 


(i) May be made at time of application or anytime thereafter: Deposits of cash, cheques or 
completed Savings Stamp cards may be made at the Post Office the same time as the application or 
at any time thereafter. 


(ii) Procedure: Aperson desiring to make a deposit may do so by tendering to the Postmaster 
at any Money Order Post Office the amount which he desires to deposit. In respect of each deposit 
the depositor will receive from the Postmaster the original (white) copy of the numbered official 
triplicate receipt, Form §.B. 29, showing the amount deposited, the name and address of the depositor 
and if possible, the number of his account. A depositor who has not already opened an account 
must make and post an application as in (a) above before his deposit may be accepted. Applica- 
tion and deposit may be made simultaneously. 


(iii) Separate receipts required for deposits of completed Savings Stamp Cards: Should a de- 
posit consist of one or more completed Savings Stamp Cards the words ‘Savings Stamp Cards’’ must 
be written across the top of the receipt, the word ‘‘Sum’’ crossed out and the word “Value” 
written over it. Should a person desire to deposit an amount made up partly of cash and/or 
cheques and partly of completed Savings Stamp Cards he should make two separate deposits, one 
consisting of cash and cheques and the other of the completed Savings Stamp Cards. The de- 
positor will receive two numbered official receipts, one in respect of each deposit. 


Note: The duplicate (yellow) copy of the numbered official receipt, Form S.B. 29, is sent by the 
Postmaster to the Cashier, G.P.O. with the remittance of Savings Bank cash and the triplicate (pink) 
copy remains in the receipt book as an official record. 


(c) Pass Book: The Newfoundland Savings Bank at St. John's will, after receipt of the ap- 
plication form and upon advice of the first deposit, forward a pass book direct to the depositor. 
When originally received the pass book will show the amount of the first deposit. Entries in re- 
spect of subsequent deposits will be made at the Newfoundland Savings Bank at any time the 
depositor may wish to submit his pass book to be written up or at the time of the annual examina- 
tion of accounts of which the depositor will be notified by the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings 
Bank. Entries in respect of withdrawals will be made at the Newfoundland Savings Bank at the 
time of such withdrawals. 


Important Note: In no circumstances may an entry be made in a pass book by the Postmaster. 
A depositor must not tender this pass book to the Postmaster when making deposits or applying for 
withdrawals or at any other time. All entries in the pass book are made at the Newfoundland 
Savings Bank or at a Post Office having Savings Bank facilities. (See Chapter 1, Section 3 and 
Chapter 11, Sections 4(e) and 6(g). 


(d) Withdrawals : 


(i) Application: A depositor desiring to make a withdrawal must obtain from the Postmaster 
a "Notice of Withdrawal,’ Form S.B. 27, and an envelope addressed to ‘'The Accountant, New- 
foundland Savings Bank, St. John’s.’’ The form must be completed and enclosed together with the 
pass book, in the envelope and tendered to the Postmaster for forwarding as a registered item. A 
receipt for the registered item will be issued by the Postmaster. Postage and registration fees are 
not required to be paid. 
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(ii) Payment: The Newfoundland Savings Bank will, upon receipt of the completed notice of 
Withdrawal and pass book, pay the withdrawal by either cheque or Money Order as requested 
by the depositor on the notice of withdrawal form. The pass book, properly written up will be re- 
turned to the depositor. 


Note: The pass book must accompany all Notices of Withdrawal. Once a Notice of Withdrawal 
form has been completed and sent forward with the pass book a second withdrawal cannot be 
made until the first has been paid and the pass book, properly written up, has been returned to 
the depositor. 


2. NON-MONEY ORDER OFFICES. 


(a) Opening an account: Application by members of the public to open an account with the 
Newfoundland Savings Bank may be made at any Non-Money Order Post Office in: Newfoundland. 
The applicant must obtain from the Postmaster an ‘Application to open an account,” form S.B. 28 
and an envelope addressed to ‘’The Accountant, Newfoundland Savings Bank, St. John’s.’ When 
the application form has been completed it must be enclosed by the applicant in the addressed en- 
velope which must be sealed and posted. Postage is not required to be paid. 


(b) Deposits : 


(i) May be made at time of application or any time thereafter: Deposits of cash, cheques or 
completed Savings Stamp Cards may be made at the same time as the application to open an ac- 
count and at any time thereafter. 


(ii) Deposit Slip: A person wishing to make a deposit must prepare, on ordinary writing 
paper, a deposit slip or memorandum showing the name and address of the depositor or other per- 
son to whose credit the amount is being deposited, the account number if an account has already 
been opened and the details of the deposit, This slip or memorandum must be signed by the de- 
positor. A specimen memorandum is shown below.

(iii) Transmission of deposit to Savings Bank: When the depositor has prepared his deposit 
he must obtain from the Postmaster an envelope addressed to ‘The Accountant, Newfoundland 
Savings Bank, St. John’s’’ and enclose his deposit and deposit slip in it. He must then seal the 
envelope carefully and tender it to the Postmaster for registration. The Postmaster will register 
the item and pass to the depositor a receipt for the register. Postage and registration fees are not 
required to be paid. 


Note: The receipt given by the Postmaster covers the sealed registered item only. It must not 
show the amount of the deposit as the Postmaster is not permitted to handle or check the deposit. 


(iv) Receipt for deposit: When a deposit is received at the Newfoundland Savings Bank it is 
checked and the amount is credited to the depositor in the Bank’s ledger. A receipt for the amount 
received is then prepared and sent direct to the depositor by mail. 


(c) Pass Book: The Newfoundland Savings Bank at St. John’s will, upon receipt of the first 
deposit accompanying or following the application form forward a pass book direct to the depositor. 
When originally received the pass book will show the amount of the first deposit. Entries in re- 
spect of subsequent deposits will be made at the Newfoundland Savings Bank at any time the 
depositor may wish to submit his pass book to be written up or at the time of the annual examina-

tion of accounts of which the depositor will be notified by the Accountant, Newfoundland Savings 
Bank, Entries in respect of withdrawals will be made at the Newfoundland Savings Bank at the 
time of such withdrawals. 


Important Note: In no circumstances may an entry be made in the pass book by the Postmaster 
and a depositor must not surrender his pass book to the Postmaster for this or any other purpose. 


(d) Withdrawals : 


(i) Application: A depositor desiring to make a withdrawal must obtain from the Postmaster 
a ‘'Notice of Withdrawal,’ Form S.B, 27 and an envelope addressed to The Accountant, Newfound- 
land Savings Bank, St. John’s. The form must be completed and enclosed, together with the pass 
book, in the envelope and tendered to the Postmaster for forwarding as a registered item. 


(ii) Payment: The Newfoundland Savings Bank will pay the withdrawal by either cheque 
or Money Order as requested by the depositor on the Notice of Withdrawal form. The pass book, 
properly written up, will be returned to the depositor. 


Note: The pass book must accompany all Notices of Withdrawal. Once a Notice of Withdrawal 
has been completed and sent forward with the pass book a second withdrawal cannot be made 
until the first has been paid and the pass book, properly written up, has been returned to the de- 
positor. 
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CHAPTER IV 
NATIONAL SAVINGS STAMPS 


For the convenience of persons wishing to save by small amounts and particularly for children, 
National Savings Stamps valued at ten cents (10c.) each are on sale at all Post Offices throughout 
Newfoundland. One or more of these stamps may be purchased at any time and affixed to a 
Savings Stamp Card which has spaces for twenty-five stamps, These Savings Stamp Cards are 
supplied free of charge, at every Post Office. 


When a Savings Stamp Card has been completed, i.e. when twenty-five National Savings 
Stamps Have been affixed to it, it will be accepted at a Post Office for deposit as two dollars fifty 
cents ($2.50) to the credit of the owner, or other person designated by the owner, in the Newfound~ 
land Savings Bank. 
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CHAPTER I 


TELEGRAPH SERVICES AVAILABLE 


1. GENERAL INFORMATION. 


Telegrams for local or foreign addresses are accepted at any telegraph or telephone office 
operated by or on behalf of the Department of Posts and Telegraphs in Newfoundland or Newfound- 
land land Labrador. TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE OFFICES ARE SHOWN IN PART VI OF THIS 
GUIDE. , 


Telegrams are accepted and delivered on regular working days during the hours of 9 a.m. to 
1 p.m. and 2.30 p.m, to 6 p,m, Exceptionally telegrams aré accepted at Corner Brook telegraph 
office from 9 a.m to 6 p.m., and at the passenger terminus at Gander and the General Post Office, 
St. John’s a telegraph service is available over the twenty-four hour period. The office hours on 
general holidays are from 9 a.m. to noon and on Sunday and statutory holidays from 9 a.m, to 
10 a.m., but on Sundays and statutory holidays only emergency telegrams will be accepted. 


Telegrams filed after 5 p.m. on regular working days and after 11 a.m, on general holidays 
may not, in cases where long transmission paths have to be covered, have sufficient time to reach 
the office of destination before closing time of that day and may not be delivered till the next 
morning. The public would assist the Department in its efforts to provide good service if telegrams 
were filed as early as possible. 


2. CONDITIONS OF ACCEPTANCE OF MESSAGES FOR TRANSMISSION. 


All messages accepted for transmission over the Department of Posts and Telegraphs System 
are subject to the following conditions : 


"The Department of Posts and Telegraphs may decline to forward the telegram, though it has 
been received for transmission; but in case of so doing shall refund to the sender the amount paid 
for its transmission. In case the telegram shall never reach its destination, by reason of any 
neglect or default of the Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs whilst the telegram remains under the 
control of the Department of Posts and Telegraphs, the amount paid by the sender for such tele- 
gram will be refunded. 


“The Department of Posts and Telegraphs shall not be liable to make compensation beyond 
the amount refunded as stated above for any loss, injury or damage arising from the non-trans- 
mission or non-delivery of the telegram, or delay or error in the transmission or delivery thereof 
howsoever such transmission, non-delivery, or delay, or error shall have occurred. 


"The contro] of the Department of Posts and Telegraphs over the message shall be deemed to 
have entirely ceased for the purpose of these conditions at any point where, in the course of 
transit of the telegram to its destination, it may be entrusted by the Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs (and the Department of Posts and Telegraphs shall have full power to so entrust the tele- 
gram) for further transmission by or through any system belonging to or worked by any adminis- 
tration or authority not controlled by the Department of Posts and Telegraphs exclusively, although 
worked as a part or in connection with the system or service of the Newfoundland Postal Tele- 
graphs.” 


3. METHOD OF ADDRESS. 


To expedite delivery the address of a telegram should contain sufficient particulars to enable 
it to be delivered without enquiry or reference to directories. It must contain at least two words, 
the first designating the addressee and the second the office of destination. 


4, SERVICES AVAILABLE (INLAND TELEGRAMS). 


(a) Ordinary Telegrams: Ordinary telegrams may be written in plain language code or 
cipher or any combination of these three. 


(b) Priority Telegrams: Priority of transmission and delivery on payment of the priority rate 
may be obtained by using a pink priority telegraph form or endorsing the telegram plainly by the 
word ''PRIORITY”’ or '’PINK."’ 
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(c) Press Telegrams: Press Telegrams may be sent at reduced rates to registered news- 
papers, news agencies and broadcasting stations. 


: (d) Greetings Telegrams: Christmas, New Year, Easter and Mothers’ Day greetings are de- 
livered on a special greetings form enclosed in a special envelope. Greetings telegrams are 
charged at the full rate. 


5. SERVICES AVAILABLE (TO U.S,A., CANADA, ST. PIERRE AND MEXICO), 


(a) Ordinary Telegrams: The text of ordinary telegrams may be written in plain language, 
code or cipher or a combination of all three. 


(b) Day-letters: The text of day-letters may be written in plain language, code or cipher or 
a combination of all three. They may be filed at any time during office hours and will be for- 
warded immediately full paid traffic permits. Day-letters are accepted at a special rate of fifty 
words for one and half (14%) times an ordinary ten word message. 


(c) Night-letters: The text of night-letters may be written in plain language, code or cipher 
or a combination of all three. They may be filed any time during office hours up to 2 a.m. and 
will be delivered on the morning of the business day following the day of filing. Night-letters are 
accepted at a special rate of fifty words for same charge as an ordinary ten word message. 


) (d) Press Telegrams: Press telegrams may be sent at reduced rates by duly authorized 
press correspondents to accredited newspapers or news agencies. 


6. SERVICES AVAILABLE (TO COUNTRIES OTHER THAN U.S.A., CANADA, ST, PIERRE AND 
MEXICO). 


(a) Ordinary Telegrams: The text of an ordinary telegram may be written in plain language, 
code or cipher. Ordinary telegrams in plain language, cipher language or in mixed plain and 
cipher language are chargeable at the full rate. Ordinary telegrams in code,are chargeable at 
special ‘CDE’ rates subject to a minimum charge for five words. 


(b) Urgent Telegrams: Priority of transmission and of delivery may be obtained by writing 
before the address the paid service instruction ‘"URGENT’’ which is counted as one word. The 
rate per word is double Full Rate and CDE respectively. 


(c) Deferred Telegrams: Deferred telegrams are usually chargeable at one-half the full rate 
and are subject to a minimum charge for five words. The text of a Deferred Telegram must be 
written entirely in plain language. The Service instruction ''LC’’ must be inserted before the ad- 
dress and is counted and charged for as one word. Numbers written in figures, commercial marks 
and abbreviated expressions must be limited to one third of the chargeable words in the text and 
signature. Deferred Telegrams are transmitted after ordinary telegrams. 


(d) Night-letter Telegrams: These must be written wholly in plain language. The indicator 
“NLT” must appear as the first word in the address and is charged for as one word. Groups of 
figures and commercial marks and abbreviated expressions must be limited to one third of the 
chargeable words in the text and signature. Night-letter Telegrams are normally delivered on the 
morning of the business day following the day of filing. 


(e) Press Telegrams: These may be sent at reduced rate by duly authorized press corres- 
pondents to accredited newspapers or news agencies. 


(f) Greeting Telegrams: Social greetings are accepted at a reduced rate to most places in 
the Empire via Imperial and to Great Britain, Northern Ireland and Eire via Anglo and Commercial. 
The indicator ‘'GLT’’ must be written before the address and is counted but not charged for, The 
message must be written in plain language and consist solely of greetings, family news or personal 
affairs of a non-commercial nature. Greeting telegrams are normally delivered the morning after 
filing. 


(g) Prepaid Replies: The sender of a telegram may prepay a reply from his correspondent 
by writing before the address the paid service instruction ‘Reply Paid’ or ‘’RP’’ followed by the 
amount paid for the reply. An amount equal to the calculated cost of the reply must be collected 
from the sender. 


(h) Abbreviated Addresses: An ordinary abbreviated address registered with the Post Of- 
fice is available for use for Telegrams to places abroad which admit telegrams from registered ad- 
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dresses in Newfoundland. An annual Registration charge of $2.50 is made. An abbreviated ad- 
dress cannot be used between points in Newfoundland and Canada, United States, St. Pierre or 
Mexico. 


7. SERVICES AVAILABLE (SHIPS AT SEA). 


(a) Radio Telephone Coast Stations: Telegrams for transmission to ships at sea equipped 
with Radio Telephone apparatus only are accepted via Newfoundland Radio Telephone Coast 
Stations, 


(b) Radio Telegraph Coast Stations: Telegrams may be exchanged through Radio Telégraph . 


Coast Stations with Ships at sea equipped with Radiotelegraph apparatus. 
8, ENQUIRIES. 


Enquiries and complaints regarding telegrams should be made, in the first place, at the Office 
of filing or the Office of delivery, if possible. A special form for making enquiries is provided at 
all Offices and if the enquiry or complaint cannot be satisfactorily settled between the person’ making 
enquiry and the Postmaster, this enquiry form must be filled in by the complainant and completed 
by the Postmaster who must forward it to the Controller of Telecommunications, St. John’s by first 
mail. 
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CHAPTER II 
COUNTING AND RATES OF TELEGRAMS 


1, TELEGRAMS WITHIN NEWFOUNDLAND, TO AND FROM NEWFOUNDLAND-LABRADOR AND 
TO CANADIAN LABRADOR. 


ea (a) Method of counting: The address and signature are not counted. Fifteen letters is the 
limit in a plain language word and pronounceable code words are limited to ten letters. Five 
figures or five characters are counted as one word. When words are underlined or placed in 
parenthesis or inverted commas one extra word is charged. One word each is charged for the or- 
dinary signs of punctuation if they are required to be transmitted. Names of ships count as one 
word. Street names when comprised of two or more words count as one word.

(b) Rates within Newfoundland: 


(i) The ordinary or full rate to all points in Newfoundland is thirty cents for the first ten words 
and three cents for each additional word. Address and signature is free. 


(ii) Priority: Fifty cents for the first ten words and five cents for each additional word. Full 
rate telegrams addressed to Newfoundland-Labrador, Canada, the United States, St. Pierre and 
Mexico may be given priority on the Department's system only upon payment by the sender of an 
amount, in addition to regular rate, of twenty cents on telegrams of ten words or less, plus two 
cents for each word in excess of ten words (whether the telegram is paid or collect). Senders of 
telegrams to other foreign countries, if priority is desired, must pay the ‘Urgent’ rate, that is, double 
the full rate. Night letters and other deferred traffic cannot be sent at the priority rate. 


(iii) Broadcast: Fifty cents for ten words or less and five cents for each additional word. 
This rate applies to telegrams the text of which relates to a matter of general interest and which 
are sent to two or more offices for information or exhibition on the public side of the Post Office. 
This service cannot be applied to telegrams for delivery to a specific address or addresses. 


(iv) Meteorological: Meteorological telegrams are charged at half the full rate. This rate ap- 
plies only to telegrams addressed to the Meteorological Office at Gander from specially appointed 
observers and then only if the text of the telegrams consists of Meteorological reports. 


(v) Press: Twenty-five cents for forty words or less and half cent for each additional word. 
Press telegrams must always be handled as urgent traffic. 


(vi) Intercepted Telegrams: A flat rate equivalent to the charge on a ten word telegram is 
made. An jntercepted telegram is a copy of a telegram delivered to the addressee or his agents 
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at the request of the addressee at some intermediate point between the office of origin and the 
office of destination provided the telegram is normally handled at that intermediate point. This 
does not in any way reduce the responsibility for prompt delivery at the office of destination. 


(vii) Copies: A fee of ten cents is charged for each copy of a telegram. Copies of telegrams 
may be delivered to the addressees or senders at the office of delivery or filing only on production 
of proper identification. Authority to deliver copies must be obtained by service message from the 
Superintendent of Telegraphs. 


(viii) Forwarding charges on ordinary telegrams are at full domestic rate. Priority telegrams 
must be reforwarded as often as required without charge. On night letters and day letters from 
other Administrations a charge is made of thirty cents for the first fifty words and six cents for each 
additional ten words or fraction thereof. 


. (ix) Phono-Telegrams: The charge is fifteen cents for ten words or less and one cent for each 
additional word. 


(c) Rates within Newfoundland-Labrador: The rate from one office to another within New- 
foundland-Labrador is thirty cents for the first ten words and two cents for each additional word. 


(d) Rates to and from Newfoundland-Labrador: From Newfoundland to the following wire- 
less stations or to Newfoundland from the following wireless stations in Labrador the ordinary or 
full rate is sixty cents for ten words or less, and five cents for each additional word.

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(b) Method of calculating rates on telegrams from Newfoundland to Canada, United States, 
Mexico and St. Pierre : 


(i) Full rates: (Add Government Tax of 10 cents per message). The full rate for the first ten 
words or less and the rate for each additional word is shown in the Table given in Section 3 be- 
low. 


(ii) Meteorological: (Add Government tax of 10 cents per message). Telegrams exchanged 
between official Meteorological services or by a station in official relation with such a service and 
addressed to such a service or such a station are charged at one half the full rate. Such telegrams 
must consist of Meteorological observations or Meteorological forecasts only. 


(iii) Night Letter Rate: (Add Government tax of 10 cents per message) The rate for a Night 
Letter of fifty words or less is exactly equal to the regular Full Rate on a ten word telegram;and 
one-fifth of the fifty word rate shall be charged for each additional ten words or less. Foreign 
Language, Code and Cipher are accepted in Night Letters to Canada, Mexico, United States and 
St. Pierre. See Section 3 below. 


Examples : 


To New York, N.Y., $1.44 for fifty words or less, plus 28.8 cents for each additional ten words 
or less. 


To Halifax, N. S. ninety cents for fifty words or less, plus 18 cents for each additional ten words 
or less. 

(iv) Day Letter Rate. (Add Government tax of 10 cents per message). The rate for a Day 
Letter of fifty words or less is one and one-half times the rate for a ten word Regular Full Rate 
message, and one-fifth of the fifty word rate for each additional ten words or less. Foreign Lan- 
guage, Code and Cipher are accepted in Day Letters to Canada, Mexico and United States. See 
Section 3 below. 


Examples :

4. TELEGRAMS TO FOREIGN COUNTRIES EXCEPT CANADA, U.S.A,, MEXICO AND ST. PIERRE 


(a) Counting: The address and signature is counted in all telegrams to foreign countries 
other than Canada, United States, Mexico and St. Pierre, 


Words in the address of a telegram, other than the name of the office of destination, are 
counted at the rate of fifteen letters to a word. Subject to this limit personal names, names of 
ships and so on may be combined by the sender to form single expressions and the names of 
streets, squares and other public thoroughfares may be combined also to form single expressions 
and are counted as single words if written without a break. 


House numbers, for example 301/B are counted at the rate of five characters to the word but 
any bar of division is not charged for. A telephone number and the name of the exchange is 
counted in the address as one word, 


The name of the office of destination is charged for as one word whatever its length. When 
the name of the country or district is necessary to distinguish the office from others of the same 
name it is not charged for, Similarly for large towns a district indicator added to the name of the 
town is not charged for, 
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In all telegrams words comprising the name and address of the sender transmitted after the 
text, are counted at rate of fifteen letters to the word. 


The method of counting the text of the various classes of cablegrams is shown below, 


(i) Plain Language (Full Rate, Deferred and Night Letter): Five figures or characters are 
counted as one word. Fifteen letters is the limit in a plain language word. Subject to this limit 
the following are counted as single words if written without break : 


Ordinary compound words; names of towns, countries, provinces, etc.; family names and 
names of ships; compound numbers written in words, 


The words street, square and so on or their equivalents in other languages, can be combined 
with such names as to form a single chargeable word. 
bs If formed by a hyphen or separated by an apostrophe, compound words are counted as 
separate words. 


Words incorrectly spelled, so as to bring the number of letters within the maximum or incor- 
rectly formed together contrary to use, are inadmissable,

Messages must have an address (which may be a cable address) and a text but a signature is 
optional with the sender. In the case of Deferred and Night Letter telegrams the indicator “LC” or 
"NLT’’ must be placed before the address and is counted and charged for as one word. Deferred 
telegrams are subject to a five word minimum charge. 


(ii) CDE Telegrams: Every code message must bear the indicator ‘’CDE’’ before the address 
but is not charged for, No code word may exceed five letters in length and any plain language 
word is counted at five letters to the word. Figures are admitted in ‘‘CDE’’ messages but are 
limited to one-half the chargeable words and groups contained in the text and signature, and are 
charged for at five figures to a word. Messages containing combinations, abbreviations, con- 
tractions or mutilations of plain language words are not admitted. 


(iii) Cipher Telegrams: Figure groups are counted at a rate of five to the word, Plain lan- 
guage words in cipher messages are counted at the rate of five letters to the word.. 


(b) Rates (Add Government tax of ten cents): 

(i) For Full Rate, Code (CDE}, Deferred (LC), Night Letter (NLT), Day Letter (DLT), and Greeting 
(GLT) see Table under Foreign Telegraph Rates, Section 5. It must be noted that DLT and NLT are 
charged for on a basis of 25 words, 

(ii) Urgent plain language, cipher or CDE messages may be accepted and charged for at 
double the rate shown for each class plus one word for the service indicator ‘URGENT’ which 


must be placed immediateld before the address. 


(iii) For Press Rates see Table under Foreign Telegraph Rates, Section 5. 


(iv) Empire Telegrams: Telegrams via Imperial to certain British Empire countries are ac- 
cepted at a preferential rate. See Table under Foreign Telegraph Rates, Section 5, 


(v) Empire Social Telegrams (GLT} via Imperial (Add Government tax of ten cents): The in- 
dicator ’‘GLT’’ must be written before the address and is counted as one word but is not charged 
for. “GLT"’ are also accepted via ‘Commercial’ and “Anglo” to United Kingdom and Eire (Ireland) 
only. For rates, see table under Foreign Telegraph Rates, Section 5. 


(vi) Government: On full rate or CDE telegrams exchanged between Governments or Gov- 
ernments and their representatives accredited to Newfoundland, a special rate of one half the nor- 
; mal full rate or CDE rate is charged, 


(vii) Meteorological: Telegrams exchanged between official Meteorological services or by a 
station in official relation with such a service and addressed to such a service or such a station 
are charged at one half the full rate. Such telegrams must consist of Meteorological observations 
or Meteorological forecasts only.

The sender must pay the cost of the telegram plus the 
amount specified for the reply, for example, the total charges on the following Reply telegram sent 
at the ‘'LC’’ rate including the cost prepaid for a reply of 12 words and ten cent tax, would be

Upon receipt of a telegram bearing a reply paid indicator ""RP’’, the office of delivery must 
deliver with the telegram a voucher stating that a reply has been paid for by the sender and the 
amount paid. When the reply is presented, the person presenting it must surrender this voucher 
to the accepting office. A voucher is valid only for a period of three months from date of issue, 
If a voucher is not used, its value will be refunded to the sender of the telegram, in respect of 
which it was issued, upon its return to the issuing office before the expiration of the period of 
validity. If the voucher is not returned within that period, its value may not be recoverable, 


The word '’ANSTORP” and the reference of the received RP telegram must be shown (trans- 
mitted) after the “‘check’’ of the reply telegram for example, ‘‘ANSTORP YR 25/10." 


Replies to RP telegrams must be checked and treated as if the charges were actually paid by 
the sender. If, however, the cost of the reply exceeds the RP amount, the amount of the excess 
must be collected and accounted for in the Telegraph Check Report as a credit item. 


The Reply Paid Service does not extend to Canada, United States, Mexico or St, Pierre. 


(c) Rates from Newfoundland Labrador to foreign countries except Canada, United States, 
Mexico and St. Pierre : 


(i) British Empire countries and United States Possessions (add Government tax of 10 cents): 
The same rate applies to Newfoundland Labrador as to Newfoundland, that is the rates quoted 
in the table of foreign rates, Section 5 for Newfoundland to countries in the British Empire (except 
Canada) and United States Possessions (except United States itself) are applicable to telegrams from 
Newfoundland Labrador to those places.

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CHAPTER III 


ACCEPTANCE AND DELIVERY OF TELEGRAMS 


1, ACCEPTANCE: 


(a) Assistance To Sender: Any aid or explanation necessary to enable senders to prepare 
telegrams must be given. 


(b) Corrections on Senders Authority Only: Telegrams must be read carefully and when 
necessary indistinct words must be made plain by printing the words clearly above the indistinct 
wirds before passing telegrams on for transmission. No changes may be made in telegrams ex- 
cept to correct mispelled words or improper abbreviations and then only with the senders authority. 


{c) Entering Filing Time and Date: Immediately a telegram has been accepted, the filing 
time and date must be entered in the space provided. 


(d) Sender’s Address, Etc.: The sender’s name, address and telephone number, if any, must 
be entered in the proper space on the sending form: The signature to be transmitted must be 
written below the text. A signature is optional with the sender. 


(e) Complete Address: Telegrams must carry a full and complete address otherwise they 
can be accepted only at senders risk and endorsed accordingly. A full and complete address 
must consist of the number and name of street if addressee is a householder or the name and ad- 
dress of the person with whom the addressee is residing if not a householder. Telegrams ad- 
dressed to Gander, Harmon Field, Argentia and Goose Airport or to construction or lumber centres 
must bear the barrack’s number or some other suitable means of enabling the addressee to be 
teadily located. 


(f) Routing: Telegrams destined to telephone offices must show the connecting Telegraph Of- 
fice “‘via'' which the telegram is to be delivered, before being passed on for transmission: For 
example—''Tilting via Fogo.’’Telegrams destined to places without telecommunications must show 
the connecting Telegraph Office ‘‘via’’ which the telegram is to be delivered and in addition the 
words ‘‘and mail’’ or ‘‘and express advise cost’’ as the sender may elect: For example—North 
Harbour, St. Mary’s Bay via Whitbourne and mail;’’ or ‘North Harbour, St. Mary’s Bay via Whit- 
bourne and express advise cost.’’ The telegram will be forwarded for onward handling from the 
connecting telegraph Office to the Telephone Office nearest destination with instructions to deliver 
by mail or express as the case may be. : 

(g) Deposit to Cover Collect Telegrams: A deposit or guarantee covering the cost of a col- 
lect telegram must be made by the sender. The deposit must be refunded to the sender after 
sufficient time has elapsed to indicate that the telegram has been delivered and charges collected. 
(The passage of two complete business days after the time of filing is considered as_ sufficient 
time). 


(h) Collect Telegrams To Government Departments: In no circumstances may collect tele- 
grams be accepted for Government Departments, except from authorized officials of the Department 
concerned. 


(i) Telegrams to Transients: Telegrams addressed to passengers on trains or ships or to 
transients at hotels, etc., must not be accepted collect and must be accepted at senders risk only, 
as it is seldom possible to effect delivery to the addressee personally. 


(j) When Communications Interrupted: If communication with a place to which a telegram 
is addressed is known to be interrupted, the sender must be informed that telegrams can only be 
‘accepted subject to delay in transmission. Such telegrams must be endorsed ‘accepted subject to 
delay.’ 


(k) Code Address Inadmissable On Local Telegrams: Code addresses must not be accepted 
on local telegrams. If the sender of a local telegram insists on the use of a code signature, it 
must be counted and charged for and the remarks ‘'CNT SIG” placed after the check. 


(1) Profane, Obscene or Libelous Telegrams: Telegrams containing profane, obscene or 
libelous language must not be accepted. If in doubt the matter must be referred to a senior of 


ficial. ; 


PAWS 


(m) No promises To Be Made: Promises regarding the delivery of a telegram beyond stating 
that it will be handled with all possible despatch must not be made. 


(n) Early Filing Desirable: Senders of telegrams must be informed that telegrams handed 
in after 5 p.m. on regular working days and after 11 a.m. on general holidays may not be de- 
livered until the following morming. In this connection the public should be encouraged to file 
telegrams before those times in order to assist the Department in its efforts to provide good ser- 
vice. Only telegrams of a strictly emergency nature may be accepted on Sundays or holidays to 
_ which Sunday hours apply, e.g., Christmas Day or Good Friday. 


(0) Personal Delivery: If the sender of a telegram desires delivery to the addressee per- 
sonally, the indicator ''MP’’ meaning ‘personal delivery,’’ must be placed before the address, 
counted and charged for as one word and shown in the check as one word extra. 


(p) Certain Telegrams To Receive Special Treatment: A telegram, the text of which relates 
to medical attention, the meeting of boats and trains, etc., should, if possible, be given special at- 
tention as regards transmission. 


2. DELIVERY : 


(a) Limits of Free Delivery: At Offices where there is no messenger, telegrams must be de- 
livered up to one mile from the Office. At Offices with messenger service the free delivery limit 
is one mile and a half with the extension of this distance left to the discretion of the Postmaster. 
Beyond those limits a telegram becomes liable to special delivery. 


(b) Delivery Outside Limits: In certain circumstances a telegram may be delivered by a 
trustworthy chance or a request may be sent by chance to the addressee to call and take delivery. 
In no circumstances must the delivery of telegrams be entrusted to children or irresponsible per- 
sons. When a telegram is received for an addressee outside the free delivery limits and no im- 
mediate possibility of delivery presents itself, the office of origin must be promptly notified by ser- 
vice message and the cost of special delivery (expressage) stated. 


. (c) Receipts: In all cases the Postmaster is responsible for delivery of the message and a 
receipt must always be obtained showing time delivered. When messages are delivered by 
chance, that is, to a person other than the addressee a receipt must be obtained from that person. 
Receipts must always be pasted on the back of the office copies of the telegrams to which they 
refer. When telegrams are delivered by mail or in circumstances where it is impossible to get a 
receipt, this must be noted on the office copy of the telegram. 


(d) Delivery By Telephone: Where possible use must be made of the telephone for delivery 
of telegrams when prompt messenger service is not available, or when the addressee is located in 
a distant part of the community, provided the addressee or person authorized by the addressee 
will accept the telegram. Priority telegrams must be delivered by telephone, where such service 
is available, unless of course it is desirable that delivery should be by hand and can be effected 
as speedily. When a telegram is telephoned the person accepting it should be requested to repeat 
it back to ensure that it has been received correctly. 


(e) Confirmation Copies: Time of delivery of telegrams by telephone and name of person 
accepting it must be noted on the Office copy of the message. Confirmation copies of phoned tele- 
grams must be delivered as soon afterwards as conveniently possible. 


(f) Examination For Proof Of Delivery: Personnel responsible for delivery of telegrams must, 
at frequent intervals during the day, examine Office copies of received telegrams to ensure that 
delivery has been made and receipts obtained or appropriate notations of delivery made. 


(g) Notification Of Non-delivery: If for any reason the delivery of a telegram cannot be ef- 
fected within a reasonable time after its receipt, the Office of Origin must be promptly notified by 
service message stating reason for non-delivery and giving any known information that might as- 
sist in effecting eventual delivery with a minimum of delay. In advices of non-delivery the full 
name of the addressee and the address as received must be quoted, as the addressee’s name or 
address may have been incorrectly received. The Office of origin must compare the name and ad- 
dress quoted in the non-delivery service with that of the original. 


(h) Certain Telegrams To Receive Special Treatment: A telegram must be read immediately 
on receipt to ascertain if its nature requires that it should receive special attention in respect of de- 
livery. This is especially true of telegrams regarding meeting of trains and boats. 
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(i) Delivery of Collect Telegrams: The charges on a collect telegram must be collected on 
delivery. If payment of charges is refused, the Office of origin should be notified by service mes- 
sage immediately and the telegram treated as prepaid. The delivery of a collect telegram must 
not, however, be withheld or delayed because the addressee refuses to pay the charges. 


(j) Confirmation Of All Or Part Of Text: If the addressee of a telegram requests repetition of 
a word or words in a received telegram, a service message must be forwarded promptly to the 
Office of origin, and the word or words requested should be quoted therein, as there is always 
the possibility that an error or errors may have occurred during transmission. On receipt of a re- 
quest for repetitoin, the Office of origin must immediately make a comparison with the original and 
if the word or words are found to compare, the sender must be promptly notified that a request 
for repetition has been received. If the word or words are found to differ, a service message con- 
taining correction or corrections must be forwarded without delay. Service messages in this con- 
nection must receive preferential treatment. 


(k) Reforwarding Of Telegrams : 


(i) Priority: In the event of non-delivery of PRIORITY telegrams at the original destination 
and the forwarding address of the addressee is known or can be ascertained, telegrams must be 
forwarded immediately by the office of destination, without additional charge. The Office of 
origin must, in all cases, be notified promptly by service message of the non-delivery and forwarding 
action. 


(ii) Ordinary: Ordinary telegrams are forwarded only at the request of the sendeg or ad- 
dressee. In such cases the person requesting must pay or guarantee payment of the forwarding 
charges (see under Rates Section 1 (b) (viii), Chapter I). Reforwarding instructions must be given 
in writing or by paid telegram to the office from which the telegrams are to be reforwarded. 


(1) Copies of Messages: Copies of telegrams may be delivered to the addressees or senders 
on proper identification. A fee of 10 cents must be charged for each copy delivered. Authority to 
deliver copies must be obtained by service message from the Superintendent of Telegraphs. 


(m) When Communication Interrupted-: If a telegram is seriously delayed at any inter- 
mediate point after acceptance by reason of interruption to service or other cause the telegram must 
be endorsed, in the proper way, with the cause of delay and the office of origin notified by ser- 
vice. When the telegram is finally cleared the office of origin must be notified of the time it has 
been forwarded. 


3. SERVICE MESSAGES: 


(a) Preferential Treatment: Service messages relating to telegrams are generally the result 
of incompleted or incorrect service and consequently must be handled with the utmost promptness 
and given preferential treatment. 


(b) Prompt Attention To Services: The telephone, when available, must be used to contact 
senders or addressees, as the case may be, in connection with service messages, advices or re- 
quests. Otherwise a typed or clearly written memorandum must be delivered promptly with a re- 
quest for an immediate reply where such is required. 


(c) Brief But Clear: Service messages must be concise but clear and must cover all essential 
points. 


(d) Use of Service Messages: Ordinarily, service messages must not be sent free for the in- 
formation of senders or addressees nor to correct their errors. If, however, it is considered that 
the sender of a telegram has sufficient reason to assume that a telegram has not been delivered, 
a confirmation of delivery may be obtained by service message. 


(e) Contractions: The following contractions must be used in all service messages wherein 
the words or phrases are employed:

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CHAPTER IV 


TELEPHONE SERVICES 


1. GENERAL. 


The Department maintains and operates a number of local telephone exchanges and a long 
distance telephone service linking those exchanges with each other and with exchanges operated 
by the Avalon Telephone Company Limited and other telephone Companies. The long distance 
telephone service connects with certain radio-telephone coast stations enabling telephone sub- 
scribers to converse with ships at sea equipped with radio-telephone apparatus.. In addition a 
number of rural telephone systems are maintained and operated, but these are not interconnected. 


2, LOCAL EXCHANGES 


(a) Localities Served: The Department maintains and operates the following telephone ex- 
changes. 


(i) Gander—serving Norris Arm, Laurenceton, Lewisporte, Brown's Arm and Gander; 

(ii) Glovertown—serving Benton, Gambo, Glovertown, Terra Nova and Port Biewdtord: 

(iii) Clarenvillle—serving Shoal Hr., Clarenville, Lethbridge, Princeton, King’s Cove and Trinity; 
(iv) Port Union; 

(v) Catalina; 

(vi) Bonavista. 


Note: Additional exchanges may be opened when the demand warrants the expenditure for the 
necessary materials and equipment and such material and equipment are available. 


(b) Rental of Telephones: Companies, Organizations and persons within the areas served 
by the above exchanges may rent from the Department telephones connected to.those exchanges 
subject to the following conditions : 


(i) That the addition of the telephone will not overload the exchange; 
(ii) That the Department has suitable instruments available; 


(iii) That the Department has available a telephone line to which the instrument may be con- 
nected; 


(iv) That the subscriber signs the prescribed agreement and abides strictly by its terms. 
Details may be obtained upon application to the Secretary. 
3. LONG DISTANCE SERVICE. 


The Department's long distance system provides landline and radio-telephone links between the 
Department's exchanges listed in 2 (a) above, between those exchanges and exchanges operated 
by the Avalon Telephone Company on the Avalon and Burin Peninsulas and exchanges operated 
by the Anglo-Newfoundland Development Company and Bowaters Newfoundland Pulp and Paper 
Mills at Grand Falls and Corner Brook respectively. It also furnishes links between exchanges 
located outside the Avalon Peninsula and foreign countries through the Avalon Telephone Company 
at St. John's. 


4. SHIP TO SHORE TELEPHONE SERVICES. 


Radio-telephone coast stations at St. John’, Corner Brook, Ramea and Twillingate are connected 
with the long distance telephone system. Telephone subscribers connected with the long distance 
telephone system may, through these radio-telephone coast stations, conduct telephone conversa- 
tions with ships at sea in the areas served by those coast stations, provided such ships are equipped 
with suitable radio telephone apparatus. 
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In addition to those mentioned above, radio-telephone stations which may be used for ship to 
shore conversations but which are not connected with the long distance telephone system are 
located at Cartwright, Labrador and Hopedale, Labrador. 


Radio-telephone stations not connected with the long distance telephone system and limited in 
_ operation are located at Burin, Williamsport, Comfort Bight, Labrador and Hawke's Harbour, Lab- 
rador. 


5. RURAL TELEPHONE SYSTEMS. 


(a) Localities served: Earth return rural multiple telephone systems, not normally connected 
with long distance systems, centered on the under-mentioned places provide a limited telephone ser- 
vice in and between those places and adjacent communities. These rural systems do not, in most 
cases, provide communication between each other, for example, telephone communication between 
Badger’s Quay and Baine Harbour, is not possible.

(b) Rental of Telephones: Companies, Organizations and persons within the above areas 
may rent from the Department, telephones to be connected with the system concerned subject to the 
following conditions : 


(i) That the addition of the telephone will not overload the system; 


& 
(ii) That the Department has suitable instruments available; 


(iii) That the subscriber erects or defrays the cost of erection of any additional line required to 
connect his residence or business premises with the Department's system (limited quantities of wire, 
insulators and brackets up to one quarter mile are supplied by the Department without cost). 


(iv) That the subscriber signs the prescribed agreement with the Department and abides strictly 
by its terms. 


Details may be obtained upon application to the Secretary. 


6. RATES. 


(a) For connection to a local exchange: The annual rental fees payable by subscribers in 
respect of telephones connected to the Department's exchanges are as follows: 


(i) In respect of each telephone operated through an exchange to which more than one hundred 
but less than five hundred subscribers are connected.

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(ii) In respect of each telephone operated through an exchange to which less than one hundred 
subscribers are connected.

In practice this means that rents in respect of telephones connected to the Gander Exchange are 
as in (i) above and all others as in (ii) above. 


Rents are payable monthly. 


Rents do not cover long distance calls. Separate toll charges are levied and collected in respect 
of each long distance call. 


The Department will disconnect and take possession of all telephones in respect of which rents 
or any toll charges are not paid. Arrears of rents and toll charges are recoverable by legal pro- 
ceedings. 


(b) For connection to a Rural Telephone System: For connection to a rural telephone system 
the subscriber is required to pay, in advance, the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) a year or at the rate 
of one dollar ($1.00) a month for part of a year with a minimum of five dollars ($5.00). All rents 
are due to be paid on the second day of July each year or, in the case new subscribers, upon the 
connection of telephones. 


Should a subscriber fail to pay his rent the Department has the right to disconnect and take 
possession of the telephone, and to recover any arrears. 


Exceptionally, the Department may permit the connection of a privately owned telephone to 
its systems. In such cases the subscriber is required to pay the same rent for the connection as if 
the telephone were owned by the Department. 


(c) Ship to Shore: The fees charged for a conversation between a radio-telephone coast 
station and a ship equipped with radio-telephone apparatus are one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) for 
five minutes or less and thirty cents (30c.) for each additional minute or fraction of a minute. 


In the case of a call made from a place other than that in which the radio-telephone coast 
station is located the fee charged is the sum of the ship-to-shore tolls as above and the long dis- 
tance tolls, if any, from the place at which the call originates or terminates to the radio-telephone 
coast station. Long distance tolls are set forth in (d) below. 


(d) Long Distance : 


(i) Subscriber liable for tolls: Every telephone subscriber is liable to the Department for the 
payment of tolls charged in respect of any and all long distance calls made over his telephone. 


(ii) The charge made in respect of a long distance call between a telephone connected to an 
Avalon Telephone Company exchange or to a foreign exchange connected with the Avalon Tele- 
phone Company by radio-telephone and one connected to a Department's exchange is the sum of 
the charge made by the Avalon Telephone Company from its exchange to St. John’s and that made 
by the Department from its exchange to St. John’s. 


fii) Three Minute Limit: The minimum charge for a long distance call covers conversations 
of a duration of three minutes or less. An additional charge of one third the three minute rate is 
made in respect of each minute or part of a minute by which any conversation may exceed three 
minutes. 


(iv) Basis of Charge: The charge for long distance telephone conversation within Newfound- 
land is computed on the basis of circuit mileage. 


Toll charges in respect of long distance calls over the Department's system may be obtained 
from the Exchanges or Post Offices connected with the system.

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CHAPTER V 
RADIO 


1, GENERAL. 


Under and by virtue of the Radio Telegraph Act, 1930, and amendments thereto the Commis- 
sioner for Finance controls, through the Department of Posts and Telegraphs, the establishment, in- 
stallation and operation of Radio-Telegraph and Radio-Telephone transmitting and/or receiving ap- 
paratus in Newfoundland and on ships registered or owned in Newfoundland. This control, ex- 
tends also to ships of other than Newfoundland registry when such ships are commencing or con- 
tinuing a voyage from a Newfoundland port. 


The establishment and operation of Commercial Broadcasting stations in Newfoundland are 
controlled by the Broadcasting Corporation of Newfoundland under the Newfoundland Broadcasting 
Act, 1939. 


2. LICENCES REQUIRED. 


It is forbidden by law to establish, install or work any Radio-Telegraph, Radio-Telephone or 
Radio-Broadcast apparatus in any place in Newfoundland or on any ship registered or owned in 
Newfoundland except under and in accordance with a licence obtained from the Department. 
Licences issued in respect of private receiving stations expire on the 3lst. December in each year. 
All other licences expire on the 30th. June each year. 


3. CLASSES OF STATIONS. 


Radio-Telegraph, Radio-Telephone and Radio-Broadcast stations are divided, for the purposes 
of licencing and control, into the following classes: 


Ship Stations 

Aircraft Stations 

Coast Stations 

Public Commercial (Land) Stations 
Private Commercial (Land) Stations 
Technical or Training School Stations 
Amateur Experimental Stations 
Commercial Broadcasting Stations 
Private Receiving Stations 


4, LOCATION, FREQUENCY, POWER, ETC. 


Except in the case of private receiving stations, all licences issued in respect of Radio-Telegraph, 
Radio-Telephone and Radio-Broadcast stations specify the location of the station licenced, the fre- 
quency or frequencies on which it is to operate, the power and the characteristics of the equipment 
to be used. Licences also specify the number and class of operators to be used and the hours 
during which the-station licenced may and/or must be in operation. No alteration or modification 
of the apparatus or of conditions set forth in the licence may be made except upon the authority 
of the Secretary. 


5. OPERATORS. 


Operators of all stations, except private receiving stations, must be British subjects and must 
hold a certificate ot proficiency issued by the Department or by the Administration of any country 
within the British Empire. All such operators are required to make a declaration of secrecy in the 
prescribed form. Details as to types of certificates of proficiency required and the method of ac- 
quiring them may be obtained upon application to the Secretary. 


6. SECRECY. 


Operators, other employees and users of all stations are forbidden by law to divulge, except 
when properly authorized to do so, any information which they may acquire by virtue of their em- 
ployment or by the operation of any such station.

7. SHIP STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: A ship station is one established on board any ship, which is not permanently 
moored, for the purpose of sending messages to and/or receiving messages from any other station. 


(b) Licences: The owner or master of any ship registered in Newfoundland may, upon ap- 
plication to the Secretary obtain a licence to operate a ship station on that ship. Certain ships are 
compelled, under the Radio Telegraph Act, to be equipped with a properly licenced ship station. 
A fee of ten dollars ($10.00) is charged in respect of a licence to operate a ship station. 


(c) Payment For Messages, Etc.: Licencees are responsible to the Department for payment of 
charges in respect of messages, originating with their ships. Charges in respect of messages 
transmitted by way of foreign coast stations are notified to the Department by the appropriate Gov- 
ernment Department in the foreign country concerned through the International Tele-communications 
Bureau at Berne, Switzerland. Some considerable time elapses, therefore, between the date upon 
which a message is transmitted by way of a foreign coast station and the date upon which the De- 
partment is notified of the charges. 


Licencees may be required to make to the Department monthly returns of all messages handled 
by their stations. 


Licencees may be required to make and maintain with the Department a deposit of fifty dollars 
($50.00) as security for the payment of charges in respect of messages originating with the licenced 
station. : 


8. AIRCRAFT STATIONS. 


(a)__Definition: An Aircraft station is one established on an aircraft for the purpose of sending 
messages to and/or receiving messages from any other station. 


(b) General: The radio installations on aircraft registered in Newfoundland, performing 
various classes of air transport services, are prescribed under the Air Navigation Act 1947. Air- 
craft stations which meet the requirements of the Air Navigation Act 1947 will be licenced under 
the Radio Telegraph Act 1930 on payment of a licence fee of ten dollars ($10.00). 


9. COAST STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: A Coast Station is any station established on land, or on board a ship per 
manently moored, for the purpose of communicating with ships at sea. 


(b) Licences: A licence may be granted to any Company, Organization or Body for the es- 
tablishment of a Coast Station for general or limited communications with ships at sea and for the 
relay of communications to and from such ships. A fee of fifty dollars is charged in respect of such 
licences. Details may be obtained upon application to the Secretary. 


(c) Tolls and Fees: Tolls and fees approved by the Department may be levied and collected 
in respect of communications handled by Coast Stations. 


(d) Returns: Licencees are required to make to the Department monthly returns of all mes- 
sages handled. 


10. PUBLIC COMMERCIAL STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: The term ‘Public Commercial Station’’ includes stations established on land 
for the exchange of public correspondence with other such stations and receiving stations established 
for purposes of gain, such as receiving stations installed in Theatres, etc. for the purpose of giving 
Radio-broadcast concerts, and for which an admission charge is made. 


(b) Licences: A licence in respect of a station for the exchange of public correspondence may 
be granted to any Company, Organization or Body whose business it is to accepi, transmit and de- 
liver public correspondence. A licence in respect of a receiving station used for public commercial 
purposes may be granted to any Company, Organization or Body upon application to the Secretary. 
A fee of fifty dollars ($50.00) is charged in respect of such licence. 


(c) Tolls and Returns: The same rules apply as in the case of Coast Stations. 
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11. PRIVATE COMMERCIAL STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: A private Commercial Station is one operated in connection. with the private 
correspondence of the licencee. 


(b) Licences: A licence in respect of a private Commercial Station may be granted to any 
Company, Organization or Body. Licence fees are fixed in each case according to the volume of 
business proposed to be done. 


(c) Tolls and Fees: Normally no tolls or fees may be levied or collecteed on account of mes- 
sages sent to or from private commercial stations. If, however, a station is established at a point, 
not provided with any means of rapid communication, the Secretary may direct that the licencee 
must accept, transmit and deliver public correspondence and in such cases, a fee approved by the 
Department may be charged. 


12, TECHNICAL AND TRAINING SCHOOL STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: Technical and Training School Stations are. those established, solely for edu- 
cational purposes. 


(b) Licences: Licences in respect of Technical and Training School Stations will be granted to 
any person or institution engaged in teaching the theory and/or practice of Radio-Communication. 


A fee of five dollars is charged in respect of such licences. 


(c) Tolls and Fees: No remuneration of any kind, other than the advertised tuition fee may 
be levied or collected in respect of the use of a station of this class. 


(d) Rules Governing Amateur Stations To Apply: In general the rules governing the opera- 
tion of Amateur Experimental Stations apply to Technical and Training School Stations. 


13. AMATEUR EXPERIMENTAL STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: An Amateur Experimental Station is one used solely for experimental pur- 
poses, amusement or gratuitous instructions. 


(b) Licences: Any person holding an amateur experimental certificate of proficiency may, 
upon application to the Secretary, obtain a licence for the establishment and operation of an 
amateur experimental station. 


(c) Tolls and Fees: No remuneration of any kind may be accepted for the use of a station 
of this class. 


(d) Handling of Traffic: No licencee may solicit traffic or handle any traffic which can be 
handled by a regular communication Company except purely personal communications which 
would not otherwise be sent. Copies of all messages handled must be supplied to the Secretary 
at the end of every month. 


(e) Call Signal: The designated call signal allotted to each station must be sent not less 
than three times at the termination of every transmission. 


(f) Broadcasting: Broadcasting by amateur experimental stations is not permitted except 
when specified in the licence.

(g) Interference: Stations must be so operated as not to interfere with any receiving or trans- 
mitting station of another class. A station located in the vicinity of a commercial station of any 
class must be connected with the local telephone exchange so that instant communication may be 
established in case of interference. In cases of interference the Secretary may direct the reduction 
and limitation of the power and wave-lengths authorized for the station concerned or he may cancel 
the licence. 


14. COMMERCIAL BROADCASTING STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: Commercial Broadcasting Stations are those the emissions of which are prim- 
arily intended to be received by the general public. 


(b) General: The establishment and operation of Commercial Broadcasting Stations are sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Newfoundland Broadcasting Act, 1939. 
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15. PRIVATE RECEIVING STATIONS. 


(a) Definition: A private receiving station (Radio) is one used for the reception of commercial 
broadcasts for the entertainment of the owner. 


(b) Licences: Every radio owner, or the occupier of the premises in which a radio is operated, 
must purchase on the 2nd. day of January in every year, a licence for the operation of such radio. 
A fee of two dollars is payable in respect of each such licence provided that licences may be issued 
free of charge to blind persons. Licences must be renewed on the 2nd. day of January every year 
unless the radio has been transferred to another person and not replaced or unless it has been dis- 
mantled or become unusable in any of which cases the licencee must advise the Secretary that he 
will not renew his licence and state the reason. 


(c) Sale and Hire of Radio: Dealers in radios and persons who sell or hire their personal 
radios are required by law to report to the Secretary, the sale or hiring of any radio or apparatus 
within ten days following the month in which the radio or apparatus was sold or hired. 


16. INSPECTION OF STATIONS. 


Any duly authorized officer of the Department may from time to time and at all reasonable 
times enter the premises in which any station is located for the purpose of inspecting the apparatus, 
the working and use of such apparatus and all books and papers used in connection with the 
operation of the station. 


17. PROFANE LANGUAGE. 
It is forbidden by law to transmit or make a signal containing profane words or language. 
18. PREVENTION OF ELECTRICAL INTERFERENCE. 


Any duly authorized officer of the Department may inspect and test any electrical machinery, 
apparatus or transmission line suspected of causing interference with the reception of radio signals 
and the Secretary may, as a result of such inspection, require the owner or operator of such 
machinery, etc. to make such repairs, alterations, adjustments or to affix such supplementary ap- 
paratus thereto as may in his opinion prevent such interference or reduce it to a minimum, provided 
that such repairs, etc. may not exceed 2% of the value of the equipment in question.
